Meeting of the School Board. 

A meeting of the school board was 
held Wednesday evening. Mayor Both- 
feld presided. 

Supt. Aldrich called the attention of 
the members to the compensation of 
sewing teachers. He said that when 
sewing was first introduced it was con- 
fined to grades above the fourth. Now, 
he continued, it is a part of the work of 
all the grades. The consequence is that 
the labor of the teachers should be con- 
sidered by the committee on sewing. 
The superintendent also brought up the 
matter of the courses of study iu the 
high school. Of the four courses of 
study — general, classical, institute and 
mercantile, the latter, he said, was obso- 
lete inasmuch as it did not embrace the 
studies which should come under that 
bead. It embraces, he went ou to say. 
the first three years of the general 
course. Mr. Aldrich suggested the ad- 
visability of a change either in the name 
‘of the course or in the provision of suit- 
able studies under that bead. He ex- 
pressed the hope that the subject would 
be considered by the high school com- 
mittee. 

An order was adopted appropriating 
$15 988.07 for department expenses ot 
March. The recommendations of the 
superintendent relative to compensation 
of sewing teachers, and ebauges in the 
meicnutile course at the high school 
weie reierred to the appropriate com 
mi t tees. It was voted to extend an in 
vitution to the Association of high and 
classical teachers to meet in the Ne vton 
higli school during the April vacation. 

The board adjourned atier a session ot 
about 25 minutes, there being an un- 
usually small amount of business to 
transact.

The hearing on the petition in regard 
to removal of grade crossings and widen- 
ing of Washington street was held on 
Tuesday at the State House. Mayor 
Bothfeld and City Solicitor Slocum 
represented Newton, Mr. Hoar the 
Boston * Albany road and President 
Parker and Treasurer Smith the Newton 
Street Railway. Mr. Slocum made a 
strong argument in favor of the petition 
and said that after long agitation the 
city and the railroad bad come to an 
agreement, hut the widening of Wash- 
ington street was really more of a state 
affair as it was a state highway between 
Boston and the towns beyond, and it was 
becoming an electric main route, as 
electric franchises had been granted now 
through the street to the Newton liue 
and beyond as far as Worcester. The 
widening had become a necessity on ac- 
count of the great amount of through 
traffic and it was only fair to expect the 
state to help in the small measure asked 
for. 

Mayor Bothfeld added that the great 
cost of separating the grades was due to 
the fact that the state bad graoted a 
route to the railroad at grade through 
Newton, and the nearness of the railroad 
added to the cost of widening. Newton 
only asked for 40 year bonds outside 
of the debt limit, and that the state 
should lend its credit to the city, which 
would take care of the interest and pay 
the bonds when due. Also for authority 
to seize land necessary for the widening, 
and after it was completed, sell that por- 
tion which was found not to be wanted. 

Mr. Hoar said the railroad had reluc- 
tantly come to favor depressing the 
tracks, as public sentiment in Newton 
was so strong against any other method 
that nothing else could be done. The 
city had agreed to give land for a tem- 
porary location of the tracks while the 
work was in progress, and by this means 
the railroad would be able to depress the 
tracks, although they expected some 
trouble from drainage and from snow iu 
winter. 

President Parker rather surprised 
every one by asking what was going to 
be done lor the electric street railway? 

Treasurer Smith created more surprise 
by offering an amendment that the street 
railway should be reimbursed for the ex- 
pense of moving its tracks, and the loss 
of patronage, and spoke of the cost being 
one that the stockholders could not 
afford. 

Mayor Bothfeld expressed the general 
seutimeut when he said he was surprised 
at tbis selfish attitude of the street rail- 
way. Tbe sent ment of the city was 
unanimous in favor of the improvement, 
and two city councils bad voted unani- 
mously for the plan, and now this rail- 
way comes forward and opposes the 
change unless tbe city will pay them for 
the expense of moviug their tracks. It 
is very unbecoming in a corporation that 
owes its existence to the free gift of a 
location by the city of Newton, by which 
it is able to pay 8 per ceut dividends; 
and to sell its stock at 150, to come here 
and oppose tbis great public improve- 
ment. He could accouut for it only by 
the fact that Mr. Smith was a citizen of 
Boston, and had uo interest in Newton 
save iu the street railway. 

Mr. Hoar said tbe street railway ought 
to be made to pay part of the cost of 
wideuiug the street, as it was their tracks 
that made it a necessity. 

Mr. Wellman, of the committee, asked 
Mr. Smith, it tbeir location was not a 
free gift from tbe city, aud if the city did 
not Lave power to revoke it at auy time. 

Mr. Smith admitted this. 

President Parker said all the road 
wanted was to be Heated fairly 

Mayor Bothfeld asked wheu the city 
bad treated lorn other than fairly. 

President Parker said it was a case of 
a great corporation like the Boston Jc 
Albany trying to crowd a little corpora- 
tion to the wall. 

Mayor Bothteld said tbis was pur 
uouseu.se, and the speaker knew it. 

Mr. Hoar said this corporation is shift- 
ing uuder different names in tbe city of 
Ni-wtmi, uud under other names bad 
trted to get a license for crossing the B. 
A A. tracks at grade. 

Mr. Parker said they were differeut 
corporations and bad not the same stock- 
holders, save in lew instances, but he was- 
prf'ident of all ou account of cheapness. 

Mr. Slocum >aiu the *treet railway 
wished lor double track* in Wasbiugton 
‘t ci t, which was now only 20 feet iu 
place*, from curb to curb, and the road 
thu* wanted the city to give up to them the 
whole street and pu\ nothing tor the use of 
it, and here they coiue and want the city to 
pay them lor the expense of moviug thetr 
tracks 11 the *treei i* widened. Their 
tracks would onlv be disturbed fi r about a 
quarter of a ltdie. auy way, until the change 
was completed. 

Alter the street railway official* had 
been thoroughly extinguished the heariug 
proceeded. 

Mayor Bothfeld said the assessors had 
valued the land ami building* that would 
have to be takeu at about $400,000. Part of 
this would come Pack from the sale of the 
buildings, and o( the land that wculd uot 
be needed. The city would furui*h land 
u>r temporary loeath n of the B. ,v A. 
tracks from Centre *treet to Chestuut 
streeL and the railroad wculd take are of 
the rest. Tiie act asked ter wu* merely 
permissive and would not take off- et unless 
Doth sides f*ame to an agreement I'he 
cit> pays leu per cent of tit ■ *t of 
separat tig the grade*, tee railroad no aud 
the slate the reuiaiude r.

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CITY GOVERNMENT PROCEEDINGS. 

IMPORTANT MEETING OF COMMON COUN- 
CIL MONDAY EVENING — HOARD OF 
MAYOR AND ALDERMEN IN 8E8810N 
TUESDAY TO RECEIVE RETURNS OF 
SPECIAL ELECTION— LOWER BRANCH 
TAKES THE PUBLIC WORKS nOARD OR- 
DER FROM TABLE AND IT IS PASSED IN 
CONCURRENCE, AFTER .‘A LIVELY DE- 
BATE-NEW HIGHWAY ORDER ALSO 
GOES THROUGH. 

An importantlraeoting of the common 
counci' was held Monday evening. Presi- 
dent Parker occupied the chair. 

HEARINGS. 

The following hearings were given 
and closed, no one appearing in remon- 
strance: On the laying out and .accep- 
tance of Collins road, Hale road, Ilunne- 
well terrace, Nehoiden road, Stearns 
street; on taking land for laying sewers 
in Alpine street, easterly from Forest 
street; Alpine street from land of Patter- 
son and Blodgett to Allston street, Syl- 
van avenue from Lenox street easterly. 
TAPERS FROM BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 
The following communioations and dc- 
titions were acted upon in concurrence: 
Communication from chief of fire de- 
partment , relative to iojuries of call 
men, referred to committee on fire de- 
portment; petitions of Jessie S. Hayes, 
Robert Bennet. and Otis N. Howland, 
claims for damages, referred to commit- 
tee on claims; communication from J. R. 
Turner, attorney, for abatement of drain- 
age assessment on estate of late L. R. 
Thayer, referred to committee on drains; 
communication from board of assessors 
recommending the creation of a new 
ward, received and filed: petition of W. 
E. Hickox for sewer in Judkins street, 
referred to committee on sewers; peti- 
tion of Judkins, et al., for sidewalk 
on Crafts street, referred to highway 
committee; petitions of J. O. (Smith for 
three street lights on California street 
and of Wood, et al., for one arc. light on 
Valentine street, referred to .committee 
on fuel and street lights; communica- 
tion of President Parker of Newton & 
Boston Street Railway Company relative 
to olearing snow irom Bullough’s pond 
and Crystal lake to provide good skating 
facilities, referred to committee on 
parks. 

The following reports were read and 
accepted in concurrence: From fire de- 
partment committee relative to injuries 
of call men; from George H. Elder, su- 

f ierintendent of buildings and street 
ights; from H. D Woods, city engineer; 
from W. B. Randlett, chief of fire de- 

E artment. The report of the board of 
ealth relative to establishing a steam 
disinfecting plant was, on motion of 
Councilman Sprague, referred to the 
finance committee. 

The following orders were adopted in 
concurrence: Authorizing the taking 
of land for laying sewers in Alpine street 
and Sylvan avenue; authorizing the 
laying out and acceptance of Stearns 
street: authorizing the mayor to make 
certaiu agreements with abuttors on Ap- 
pletou street; appropriating $100 to pay 
call men for loss of time on account of 
injuries sustaiued in service; author- 
izing the finishing and furnishing of the 
Hyde schoolhouse and supplying steam 
heating plant for No. 2 Engine bouse aud 
the issue of a 5-year note tor $5500 to 
cover the expense of same: appropria- 
ting $07,800 for city expenses of March; 
appropriating $000 to be added to appro- 
priation for salaries to provide for ser- 
vices of an inspector of plumbing for 
balance of present year. 

On the order authorizing the construc- 
tion of a highway stable on Crafts stieet, 
there was a leugtby debate. 

Councilman Hatfield said that he 
would like to haveSupt, Ross make some 
explanation prior to the discussion. No 
objection was offered and thp superin- 
tendent made a statement. He said that 
the stable bad been a need of some years 
standiug. Four years ago, be continued, 
one was recommended at West Newton 
and one at some point near Crafts 
street. The highway department com- 
menced, of course, iu a small way. 
Originally, there were ouly a few horses. 
With the development of the department 
the highway horses were crowded into 
the fire department stables. The new 
highway stable at Auburudale was final- 
ly built and all the burses, teams, etc., 
utilized in the West Newton, Auburn- 
dale and Lower Fails districts were con- 
centrated at that point. The districts 
included in Newtou aud Newtouville still 
remain to be provided for. Some of the 
highway wagons and apparatus within 
that territory are kept iu the street iu 
the rear of the Newtouville truck house, 
but the larger portiou is scattered about 
and not under cover. The highway 
horses are distributed in the fire depart- 
ment nuildiugs at Newtou and Newton- 
ville. It is a system which cau be truth- 
fully said to be most inconvenient. More 
than that, it is an imposition on the fire 
department. It crowds its stable* aud 
the meu are distui bed whou the horses 
are takeu out iu the moruiug. With so 
many horses in their building, health- 
fuluess is not adv iuced and there have 
been many complaints from the men who 
sleep upstairs over the horses. Every 
effort has beeu made to keep the stable 
cleau, and one in in’s time is now re- 
quired iu goiug arouud to collect the 
manure daily. 

At Newton, our wateriug carts, tools 
aud wagons are uncovered and exposed 
to all sorts of weather. It is-R source of 
great injury to valuable property. If 
anything is done about the widening of 
Washington street and iu couuectiou 
therewith the separating of the grade 
of the Boston A Albany railroad, the 
highway department will be forced to 
vacate the fire department buildings at 
Newtouville aud, probably, at Newton. 
It will be OOOMSarj then to hire stuhle 
accommodations somewhere if a suitable 
building is not iu the muauiime pro- 
vided. If wb get the stable on Crafts 
street, we shall then have three good 
buildiugs and cau concentrate the high- 
way horses aud apparatus iu such shape 
that there will be a great saving of time 
to say nothing of provision against the 
deteiioratiou of highway property 
through exposure. The uew stable is an 
urgent need. Of course, if it cau bn put 
up for less than $25 000, uo oue would 
offer an objection. It should he remem- 
bered that the department is growing 
every year. If street wateriug aud the 
collection of ashes is added to the de- 
partment work iu the near future, we 
must have a stable large enough to ac- 
commodate 35 burses. 

Couucilmau Hatfield— llow many 


horses are now kept in the Auburudale 
stable? 

Supt. Ross — Seventeen horses; there is 
room there for 25 stalls 
Asked about the result of exposure of 
highway property by Councilman Hat- 
Hold, Supt. Ross said it involved a con- 
siderable loss to the city. No contractor, 
said he, thinks of keeping his wagons 
out of doors. At Nowtou, he continued, 
the department is quite often obligod to 
hire accommodations for horses at 
Daniels' stable. It also hires a lot in the 
rear of|Daniels’ stable for the storage of 
wagons, etc. Residents object to this 
and a good many complaints have been 
reoeived. 

Councilman Cranltoh— Would a wooden 
shed bo sufficient for storage of carts, 
etc? 

Supt. Ross— It would bo good enough 
for the carts and wagons, but not for 
the steam rollers and more valuable ap- 
paratus. 

Councilman Roberts — Do you know of 
any town or city that has expended 
$25,000 for the storage of highway prop- 
erty? 

Supt. Ross— Most of the cities about 
us have suitable highway stables. I am 
not prepared to say what they cost. 

Councilmau Sprague— How many 

horses were lost last year? 

Supt. Ross— Six; death resulted from 
black poisou. 

Couucilmau Sprague— Was that due to 
the crowded condition of the stables? 

Supt. Ross— I don’t know as I could 
say that. The conditions which have 
been spokou of are regarded as odo of 
the incentives of the disoase. I want to 
say here that we are badly prepared to 
care for sick horses. We have no box 
stalls at Newton or Newtonville. 

In reply to a question of Counoilman 
Childs, Supt. Ross said that the new 
stable would take care of the require- 
ments of the department, probably, for 
ten years to come. 

Councilman Mudge desired at this 
point to bear from the mayor. He 
thought on account of his knowledge of 
the highway department through his 
service as chairman of the highway com- 
mittee that he was in a position to fur- 
nish the council with information of 
value. 

Mayor Bothfeld responded to the re- 
quest to address the council on the sub- 
ject under discussion, stating in sub- 
stance that the need of providing in the 
immediate future for a uew stable had 
beeu rendered imperative through the 
probable commencement this spring of 
separating the grades aud widening 
Washington street. He said that iu his 
judgment there was no necessity for 
erecting as expensive a building as that 
in Auburndale. It would be wise, he 
thought, to commenoi'Scotstruction now 
so that it would be ready by another 
winter when its necessity would be ab- 
solute. 

Replying to interrogations of Council- 
man Ober, the mayor stated that when 
the grade aud street widening changes 
were carried out the main portion of the 
truok house at Newtonville would not 
be disturbed. The sheds and stable 
would be r< moved. What would be 
done in regard to the engine house at 
NewtOD, he added, is indefinite now. 
The present building may remain for 
some years to come or, possibly, be re- 
moved if it decided to carry out the 
widening of Washington street as far as 
Park street. 

Councilman Hutchinson— Is this stable 
a necessity of the present or of a future 
year? 

Mayor Bothfeld— It is simply antici- 
pating what must be provided for in 
three years or in one year if work on 
separation of the grades is begun in the 
spring. 

Councilmau Bprague — We are called 
upon to spend $25,000 tor a stable, with- 
out an estimate of the cost before us. 
We are simply told that it can be done 
for $25 000 and possibly for a less sum. 

I have faith in the public property com- 
mittee, but I believe we should have 
something more defioite before us before 
votiug upon an order of such importance 
I think that the committee should come 
before this body with a set of plans and 
estimatea, giving the probtble cost from 
a reliable source. It seems to me that 
it would be wibb to lay the order on the 
table until we can get some definite esti- 
mate from the public, property commit- 
tee. 

Couucilmau Hutchinson— I recogDize 
the uecessity of economy, but I am iu 
favor of providing for necessities, The 
evidence is all one way in this matter. 
It emphasizes the need of a stable. There 
cau be no economy in delaying the mat- 
ter now. What is the use of postponing 
□ow when the need must be supplied 
anyway iu a year or so? In regard to the 
appropriation, it cuts uo particular fig- 
ure. The committee cannot expeud 
more than $25,000 aud will have every 
inceutive to accomplish the work for less 
if it is possib e. 1 am satisfied that the 
committee will act. iu this matter with a 
due regard to economy aud the city’s iu- 
terests aud I eauuot see what there is to 
be gained by postponement. 

After some further discussion, Coun- 
cilman Sprague’s motion to sssigu the 
order for consideration at the next meet- 
ing of the council, at 8.30 o’clock was de- 
feated by a vote of 0 to 5. 

The order authoiiziug the construc- 
tion of the stable was theu passed iu con- 
currence, all the members voting in the 
affirmative with the single exception of 
Councilman Sprague, who gave uotice 
that he should move a reconsideration of 
the order at the uext meeting. 

Couucilmau Briston, following Coun- 
cilmau Spiague’s announcement, moved 
the reconsideration of the order. Coun- 
cilman Sprague moved to ameud by re- 
ferring it to the uext meeting of the city 
couucil. The ameudmeut was lost. The 
vote on the reconsideration of tho order 
was an emphatic oue, Thirteen mem- 
bers voted against it with Couucilmau 
Spiague again by his lonesome on the 
other side. The order authorizing the 
issue aud sale of 25 $1000 twenty-year -I 
per cent, bonds to provide the amount 
required for the uew stable was uext 
passed, all the members votiug in the 
affirmative. 

NEW BUSINESS. 

The report of the supeiiuteudent of 
streets for 1894 was received and ac- 
cepted. Petitions for electric street 
lamps on Walnut and Dedham a reefs, 
aud for oue arc light at the juuctiou ot 
Park aud Sargent streets were referred 
to the committee on fuel and street 
lights. The petitiau of C. B. Lancaster, 
et al., for a new street from Washington 
across Elmwood to couueot with L lie 
Commonwealth avenue boulevard, same 
to be laid out 70 feet wide and rendered 
available for a street railway location, 
was referred to the highway committee. 
A petition of Stephen Childs, et ul_ for 
sidewalks without eilgestones on Webster 
street wus i etui red to the highwuy com- 
mittee; oue requesting the changing of 
the name of Station street to that of 
Langley road was referred to the same 
committee. The report of the commit- 
tee ou ordinances concerning,* new draft 
relating to hawkers aud peddlers was 
presented by Councilman Hutchinson 
aud the same accepted. 


Orders woro adopted authorizing tho 
mayor to exeoutu a tolnaso upon a cer- 
tain lot of land of Alioe Gould’s, Walmn 
avenue, upnu payment of costs and 
charges involved in tho seizure of same 
for taxos; appropriating $1550 to be ex- 
pended under the direction of the fire 
committee for these terniR — new hose, 
$900; two new deluge sots, $250; two 
horse* for Engine 2, $400; appropriating 
$500 for furnishing house of Engine No. 
2; authorizing the mayor to execute 
the necessary deeds to connect the two 
lots of land owued by the city on Crafts 
street and separated by a strip owned by 
Mr. Jennison, provided no extrn cost of 
land is involved ; authorizing the mayor 
to contract with the Newton Hospital 
Corporation for tho care of city patients 
on basis of contraot of 189-1. An appro- 

E riation of $7500 was set aside in the 
udgot for this purpose. 

On motion of Councilman Hutchinson, 
the ordinance relating to hawkers aud 
peddlers was passed to be enrollod, 

BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

On motion of Councilman Wing, order 
18,255, relating to the establishing of a 
board of public works, was taken from 
the table, 9 voting in favor and 5 against. 
As soon as the order was before the 
board, Councilman Wing arose aud said: 
“We are told that there are many objec- 
tions to a board of public works, that 
we cannot secure proper material for 
such a board unless wo appropriate, say, 
$12000 as salaries, but this matter rests 
with the city council and where it is 
shown that other municipalities are sup- 
porting boards of publio works at less 
than 1-4 of this amount, the city 
council will not approve of any such ex- 
penditure. We are told that a wiser 
course would be to change our entire 
charter to the end that better service be 
secured to the oity, but I am led to be- 
lieve from what I have read during the 
past month, that it is no easy matter to 
do this, and at its best it will be but an 
experiment. We are told we should give 
a publio hearing that the people should 
have an opportunity to be heard. 

In answer to a petition, a public hear- 
ing was given after proper notice and as 
a straw to show the direction of public 
opinion, it is quite remarkable, to say 
the loast, that not one of the gentlemen 
signing the petition appeared in retnon 
stratice. We are told that New Bedford 
is knocking at the State house doors ask- 
ing to be relieved of her board of public 
works, but upon investigation 1 find 
such is not tho case. Some of the mem 
bers of the defeatod party at the last 
municipal election have petitioned the 
General Court to have the members of 
the board elected by the people aud not 
appointed by the m*yor as at present. I 
think we will all concede that there is a 
growing feeling that a change in our 
management of municipal affairs can he 
made to advantage. Take for illustra- 
tion, our highway committee, who have 
this year tho expenditure of $91,800 By 
ordinance the members of this commit- 
tee are composed of 3 aldermen and 4 
counoilmen, one member from each Ward, 
one alderman to serve as chairman. The 
three aldermen who were members of 
the highway committee last year re- 
tired from tne board at the close of the 
year, so that His Honor the Mayor was 
compelled to appoint 3 members from 
the board this year who bad never be 
fore bad anj experience at all ou our 
highways. With such a radical ohange 
as this, can you expect any concerted ac- 
tion between last year’s plans and this? 

In marked contrast I found the 
management of the highway department 
in New Bedford under the care of the 
board of public works. I look upon this 
matter as a simple business transaction, 
a move to concentrate expenses and 
management in the interest of the tax- 
payer and not a political plot to estab- 
lish a high salaried, unnecessary com- 
mission. Every successful business 
corporation is continually scanning its 
expense etc., and its management, to see 
if it cannot change its affairs to the end 
that the same or better results can be ob- 
tained at leas expense. Is there any 
reason why a oity should not do like- 
wise?” 

At the conclusion of Councilman 
Wing’s lemarks. he read the following 
letter from His Honor the Mayor: 

Mayor’s Office, Feb. 20th, ’05. 
Councilman Mitchell Wing: 

Dear Sir:— In answer to your inquiry 
as to the position of the ex-mayors of 
the city on the proposed bill to establish 
a board of public works, I am pleased to 
be able to say that every ex-mayor but 
oue iB positively in favor of the bill, aud 
that one sees no objection to it. 

Ex-Mayor Fowle writes, that he “fails 
to see how an intelligent community cau 
have consented lor years to such an uu- 
business like method ub has hitherto 
prevailed, Had a competent board of 
pubiic works been iu existence since 
Newtou became a city, it would have 
saved its own cost many times over.” 

Ex-Mayor Ellison Hiys, “the best inter- 
ests ol the city,” in bis opinion, “re- 
quire that all the important departments 
of public work should be conducted 
under a well defined policy and system,

and thin can only be done under the 
management of a continuoun bonrri.” 

Ex-Mayor Spnare la unqualifiedly in 
favor of a board of publio work*, and ho 
belioveH it to bo in tho intorest of effl- 
oienoy and economy. 

Ex-Mayor Hurr in "at a loss to under- 
stand how any raAn who has had experi- 
ence of our present system, and has ob- 
served its working, can have any doubts 
ns to the necessity of a board of public 
works ” It would be more economical 
as well as more efficient. 

Ex-Mayor Hibbard believes "that men 
of high standing in the community, of 
larger experience in municipal affairs 
should be appointed for a term of yearn 
to manago the city business,” and is 
certain the result would be greater effi- 
ciency and a saving in expenditure. 

Ex Mayor Kimball is heartily in favor 
of the proposed bill, and was instru- 
mental in securing tho Commission of 
’88, from whose report I quoted in my 
inaugural. 

Ex-Mayor Fenno is also favorable to 
this measure, as you and others who 
were associated with him last year know. 

Ex-Mayor Hyde, iH somewhat negative- 
ly in favor of the bill, saying that he has 
no objection to the plan proposed, and 
can seo no harm in adopting it. 

It may interest you to know, that both 
ex-Alderman Harbaoh and ex-Alderman 
Coffin, who have served as chairmen of 
the highway committee, are believers in 
a board of public works. As you made 
some inquiry in regard to the experience 
of those Massachusetts cities in which a 
board has existed for some years, I sub- 
mit the following brief oxtracts from 
letters recently received from the Mayors 
of these cities. 

Mayor Long of Springfield writes, "the 
board was established beuause of the 
fact that it was fouud that tho commit- 
tees of the city council would not give 
matters that careful attention which 
their importance deserved.” 

"It has been found since the board was 
established that it has worked well, and 
has resulted in the very careful and 
satisfactory consideration of all matters 
submitted to it, and a very great saving 
to the city of Springfield.” 

Mayor Crosby of Pittsfield says, "the 
board gives good satisfaction. Its work 
is much more efficient than if done under 
the direction of any committee of the 
city oouncil.” 

Mayor Parker of New Bedford writes, 
"that any city of thirty thousaud people 
or more should have its streets and 
sewers, etc., taken care of by an inde- 
pendent body, other than the oity gov- 
ernment proper.” 

I notice that not less than four mayors 
of Massachusetts oities have recom- 
mended in their inaugurals this year, 
the oreation of boards of publio works. 

Mayor Whipple of Brookton, after 
serving three years as mayor, says, "the 
glaring need at this moment is that of a 
more economical and business like 
method, not only of making public im- 
provements, but of expending publio 
funds, The wasteful extravagance of 
the present system is a matter of general 
knowledge. Practical economy demands 
the uniting of departments, under the 
control of one directing power. This 
board should consist of able, sagacious, 
and level headed business men.” 

Mayor Moulton of Fitohburg says, 
that he believes a board of publio works 
would save his oity thousands of dollars 
every year. 

As you may be aware, most of the 
larger cities of this country have boards 
of pdfelic work and public safety ; aud I 
particularly commeud to your study and 
consideration tho system so successfuliy 
pursued in St. Louis.

On motion ot Councilman Childs, de- 
bate wnH limited, ten minutes being al- 
lowed each speaker. 

Councilman Sprague took up the first 
ten minutes of the discussion. He com- 
menced by sayiug that the present bill 
was nearly identical with the one rejec- 
ted a few years ago. It seems to me, 
he continued, presumptuous to force 
upou the people something that they do 
uot want. I don’t believe that there is a 
member of this body who would under- 
take to say that a majority of the citi- 
zens favor a board of public works. As 
near ns I can ascertain the people are 
distributed in two divisions on the sub- 
ject — those who favor the passage of the 
act aud those who dou’t care. We have 
been told that if tho referendum is at- 
tached, the people wont vote intelligeuly 
upon thequestiou. It is an iusult to the 
intelligence of the people who elected us 
to office to say that they are imeompi 
tent to vote intelligently upou a question 
of this kind. We are called upou to ap- 
point a board of public works. It is 
argued that the expense of maintaining 
the boaid will be saved many times in 
tho more ecouomic munngemeut of the 
several important departments to be un- 
der its control. I am opposed to the 

E reseut methods in this city, but 1 dou’t 
eliove theie is a leakage of over 5 ner 
cent, under the system in vogue, umouut 
ing, say, to $37,000. 

Ii would be impossible for a board of 
publio works, even, to spend $750,000 
without a waste of from $10,000 to 
$15,000. At the best tlieu, the board 
would not be able to save more tliun 
$25,000. It must bo remembered, too, 
that there are salaries to be paid. For 
experts, capable of suviug the $25 000 to 
the oity, a salary of at least $5000 must 
be paid. That means $15,000 for 3 men. 
Then there is a clerk to be provided, 
probably, at u sultry, say, of $2000. Tho 
members of the board w ill, undoubtedly, 
waul boisesaud carriages at the city’s 
expense. Altogether, the cost of inuiu- 
tuiuuuco will b about $18 000. 

It set ins to me that it will be fur 
more economical to consolidate the de- 
partments under single executive beads. 
There would be no addition in salaries. 
The mayor says it is tlie ideal plan and 
that the board of public works is a step- 
ping stone in the direction of the con- 
sumation of that project. The only ob- 
stacle, if auv exists, is t ho strong senti- 
ment against changes in the city char- 
ter. Some people seem to think that it 
is a very seiious thing to amend the city 
charter. Still we are asked to abolish 
the oominon council. It will he ueces- 
sury to amend the city charter to do that. 
Why should we he afraid then to unieud 
it to secure the consolidation of depart- 
ments or in other lespeclsif there ap- 
pear to be cogent lessons foi such action? 
1 don’t believe that a board of public 
works oan be created without spending, 
pruolicully, us much us can be saved 
through it. The people, at all events, 
have a right to vole for it, and 1 do uot 
feel that I could couscieuiiously ami con- 
sistently vote for it unless tho referen- 
dum is uttuebed to tho bill. 

Councilman Hutchinson — The mem- 
ber from Ward Three, it uppeurs, favors 
some sort of a change, lie prefers one, 
however, that will agree with Ids own 
notion of things. Now the first tiling to 
be considered in this mutter is the ad- 
visability of creating a board of public 
works. 1 pibsumo no olio boio would 


deny that the present system of depart- 
ment management is both unwieldlv and 
extravagant and that some change for 
the better is necessary. This proposed 
board of public works is no new thing. 
It hAS been recommended in the pane by 
men of experience in municipal affairs 
whose opinions are of value and worthy 
of consideration. Because one don’t 
understand the matter from the hegiu- 
nlng Is not, in my Judgment, sufficient 
reason for voting against it. We must 
give some sort of credence to the source 
from which the recommendation 
emanated. The commission of 1888, ap- 
pointed by Mayor Kimball and made 
up of strong men recommended estab- 
lishing a hoard of public works. Nearly 
evory ox-mayor favors it. It seems to 
mo that members of tbe city council 
should not bo called upon to givo the 
time necessary for the many details of 
city business that could be better and 
more economicallv cared for by men 
qualified by experience and training in 
such matters. The city is amply able to 
pay for the service and its dignity would 
be enhanced by doing so. 

What is proposed is a simple, harmless 
bill. The referendum, In my judgment, 
is only a scheme of the enemies of the 
bill to kill it The people don’t want to 
consider it. Not one man in ten, prob- 
ably. would vote understandingly upon 
it if It is submitted to the people. It 
would not bo through lack of intelli- 
gence, but because of insufficient op- 
portunity to give to tbe subleot the con- 
sideration it deserves in order to arrive 
at a proper conclusion of its merits or 
demerits. 

It seems to me that it is our duty to 
vote for tbe order requesting the legis- 
lature for authority to establish the 
board of public works. After that 
authority is granted, if there are any ob- 
jectionable features, we can eliminate 
them. It seems to mo that more re- 
sponsibility is involved in voting for it. 
The citizens of tbiB city expect us to 
make some progress in this matter and 
that don’t seem very likely of fulfilment 
by amending the city charter and at- 
tempting n number of changes that will 
delay action looking toward better 
municipal management for some time to 
come. 

Councilman Ober made a strong argu- 
ment in favor of the publio works board. 
Couuoiltnan Mudge also spoke iu favor 
of it. Tbe latter referred to tbe recent 
hearing given before the common coun- 
cil on tbe subjeot. The opponents of tbe 
soheme, be said, failed to materialize 
and not one of the gentlemen who signed 
the petition for the bearing put iu an ap- 
pearance. The member from Ward 
Three, continued Councilman Mudge, 
says that publio sentiment was divided 
between those who favored the passage 
of the bill and those who didn’t care. 
From tbe testimony presented here to- 
night, it appoars that many ex-oity 
officials and citizens of experience and 
standing favor it. In faot, the con- 
census of opiuion seems to be strongly 
in favor of a board of public works. 

The council passed tbe order in eon 
ourrence by a vote of 9 to 5. At 10.28 
o’clock, on motion of Councilman Bristou 
it was voted to adjourn. 

BOARD OF MAYOlt AND ALDERMEN. 

The board of mayor and aldermen met 
Tuesday evening to receive the election 
returns and trausaot routine business. 
Mayor Bothfeld pn sided and all the 
other members were preseut. 

First in order came the proposal to re 
voke the locations on tbe Commonwealth 
avenue boulevard granted to tbe Newton 
& Boston Street Railway Company. On 
motion of Alderman Bullard, the hear- 
ing was postponed temporarily in order 
to afford the city clerk opportunity to 
read tho electiou returns, The result of 
Newton’s vote in the special eleotiou of 
till the vacancy for senator, (secoud 
Middleaex district ), caused by the death 
of the late Oliver Sbuw, is given iu detail 
below:

The hearing ou the revoking of tbe 
Newton & Boston Street liailwav Com- 
pany’s location ou the new boulevard 
was opened ut the conclusion ot the read- 
ing ot tbe electiou ruturns. Mr. Samuel 
L. Power appeared for tbe railroad 
people. He commenced by sayiug that 
there was a question hh to tbe rights of 
the aldermeu to revoke the looatiou. It 
is not tbe intent of the compauy, how- 
ever, he continued, to press that point. 
It desires rather tu make a proposition 
which is deemed fair for the city and just 
to the compuuy. Thu idea iu building 
the boulevard was to iucrease the value 
of property iu its vicinity. Is was an in- 
vestment iu which you looked to the 
future for a return. Tho street railway 
company is in precisely that position in 
carrying lot ward the const ruction aloiR> 
the line of the boulevard of a street rail- 
way line. It will get uo substantial re- 
turn for its investment lor two or three 
years, or until the territory along the 
route is developed. Again, the boule- 
vard now stops at the Newton line. The 
ideu was to connect with the Common- 
wealth avenue iu Bostou aud to extend 
through the Newtons to Riverside. Of 
course, no compuuy would think of 
buildiug a street railway iiue of the New- 
tou section of Commonwealth uvenuo if 
there was uo prospuot of connecting with 
Boston through the West Eud system. 
We hoped that the Boston portiou con- 
necting the nveuue thiough South stieot 
would be completed, but unless we have 
the assurauce that if will be, it would 
be absurd to proceed with tbe work 
of building tbe proposed boulevard 
road. We submit that there is uo occa- 
sion for building a two track road. 

Our proposition is this: Fiist, if the 

K rtseut locution is revoked, tbat another 
e grunted for a one truck road. Second, 
that the company shall uroceeti to 
double track the road when the business 
requires it. Thiid, Unit the company 
shall uot be required to build the road 
until ulVorded opportunity lor connection 
with the West End system. 

If this proposal meets with approval 
and the pint) cun be carried out oouuect- 
iug tbe Newtou aud Boston sections of 
Commonwealth avt-uue, the company 
would be justifbd iu proceeding with 
the work of layiug tracks and would, of 
course, ruu tbe etilire length of the New- 
tou boulevard. We have asked for u lo- 
cation iu Boston. If we oauuot get (bat 
or if tbe conueotiug link of tbe boulevard 
is uot constructed within two years, tbe 
company is willing to wuive all rights 
aud privileges grunted uudor tbe loca- 
tion. It is bardlv lair to usk us at ibis 
time to build a road witliiu tbe limits of 
Newtou if we cannot get through to Bos- 
ton. A road situplv to ruu for patronage 
within tbe limits of the Newton houlu 
vard would uot pay. 

This mutter might he referred to the 
street railway committee before action is 
luken by tbe boaid und a new draft 
agreed upon. Alter that you cuu revoke 
our preseut location and we will accept 
the new one The proposed road, it 
should be borne in mind, is a home en- 
terprise iu which Newtou met) and New- 
tou capital ar»< alone interested. 

Aldermen i’lummor — Who is to decide 
the lime when the road shall be double 


tracked? 

Mr. F’owers— It could be made a condi- 
tion of the location, 1 suppose. It would 
be for tho interests of the road to do it 
hs speedily hh possible. Two tracks can 
be operated more economically than one. 

1’iesideni Parker ol the railway com- 
pany gave the board an account of the 
company’s efforts to get tbe dosiied con- 
nection with Boston. He said that Pres- 
ident Little of the West. End system pos- 
itively refused to build or rather extend 
a line to Newtou until alter tbe oity of 
Boston completed the section of Com- 
monwealth avenue through South street. 

Judge Bianey appeared in behalf of 
oitizcns interested iu the boulevard. He 
said tbat he thought tbe location grant- 
ed to the Newton A Boston Street Rail- 
way should be revoked as it bad beon 
grauted under a misapprehension and, 
unfortunately, permitted tbe road to 
build part or tbo whole of the line along 
tbe boulevard, practically as it ahould 
elect. Before considering wlmt is to be 
done about granting another franchise, 
it seems to me that tho city should place 
itself in the position it intended to occu 
py with regard to the requirement of a 
road running the entire length of the 
boulevard. 

Mr. A. D. S. Bell— Those who aro 
termed the projectors of tbe boulevard, 
while Hellish, bad the interests of the city 
at heart. Tney wanted to give Newton 
a boulevard that would bn a credit aud 
through the governm> nt of 1894, today 
you have one and it will ever be a monu- 
ment of tbeir sagacity. Now in tho matt* r 
before us we are not talking about Bos- 
ton or Natick. What we want is a street 
railroad in Newton. If Mr. Parker and 
his associates are not willing to build the 
4 miles of tracks required, why then let 
us see if some other parties will. After 
tho road is constructed, it is possible to 
go before tbe Legislature and through 
that body secure tbe coveted connection 
with Bostou. What we waut is rapid 
transit from Chestnut Hill to the termi- 
nus of tbe Newtou boulevard. We don’t 
want any long delays or sbilly shallyiug 
about it. Tbe miuute tbe road is built 
in Newton, the other end will be taken 
care of all right. It seems to me then 
that it the Newtou & Boston company is 
not in condition to build that the fran- 
chise should be rovoked. 

Mr. Powers— In your judgment, Mr. 
Bell, could a road within tbe limits of 
Newton simply providing for the demands 
of its portion of Commonwealth avenue 
be run with profit. 

Mr. Bell— It depends upon the man- 
agement. There is one thing certain 
that the road must be built before you 
can get patronage. The history of many 
street railway enterprises proves tbat 
success resulted where it was thought 
tbat there was no cbauoe for a paying 
business. 

President Parker — Would your associ- 
ates, Mr. Bell, be willing to furuish the 
capital for tbe proposed road? 

Mr. Bell— I could not say what they 
would be willing to do. 

Alderman Degan asked Mr. Powers a 
a question at this point. Said he, if no 
location is granted to the Newton & Bos 
tou company in Boston and the West 
End refuses to extend to;the Boston line 
to counect with the Newton road, would 
tbat prevent any other company from 
building on the boulevard within two 
years under proposition which you sub- 
mit here? 

Mr Powers— Judge Bianey thinks tbat 
you have the right at any time to re yoke 
a looatiou. If he is correct, you could 
take away the franchise from our com- 
pany. 

Mayor Bothfeld asked President Park- 
er if the Newton & Boston coropaoy bad 
ever applied for a looatiou through 
South street as at present constructed? 

Iu reply, President Parker stated that 
it had not. He went on to say that the 
experience of tbe road -in its efforts to 
get a location from the Watertown line 
to Allstou had discouraged it from mak- 
ing the attempt to secure auy other lo- 
cations iu Boston. 

Mayor Bothfeld— From information 
which I have received, I think you might 
get n franchise if the West Eud refused 
to build to the Newton iiue. 

President Parker — If we thought there 
was any cbauce of getting a location 
through South street, we would apply tor 
it tomorrow. 

Ex-Aldermau Ruffe addressed the 
hoard at this point to offer an explana- 
tion relative to tbo error in the order 
gruutiug the location. He read a letter 
which he seut to tbe city solicitor after 
the matter was referred to the railroad 
committee in which he requested him iu 
plaiu terms, to provide for a location the 
entire length of the boulevard. When 
the older was drawu to contain this pro- 
vision aud returned to me late in the 
mouth, continued ex-Aldermau Roffe, 
1 had insufficient time to examine it 
closely, but supposed it w is all right. I 
do not mean to retied upon the city so- 
licitor. 1 believe that he is au able law- 
yer, but I am convinced that it would bo 
tor the city’s interests to secure his 
whole time aud pay him for it. 

The heariug was closed. 

Various papers from the common 
council were acted upon iu concurrence. 
Tbe order which came up from tho 
lower branch requesting tbe public prop- 
erty committee to consider the advisabil- 
ity of buildiug two new eugiue houses 
was laid on the table. 

lleariugs were ordered for Monday 
evening, March 18, at 7.45 o’clock ou pe- 
titions of the New Eugland Telephone 
Company for suudry locations of poles, 
wires and cross arms. 

A petition of Delia Sullivan for dam- 
ages ou account of alleged iujuries sus 
ruined by a full ou Beuoou street, was re- 
ferred to the liceuse committee. 

Orders were adopted requesting the 
committee ou ordiuauces to report in 
print ou the proposed ehanges iu the 
ward and product linns and requesting 
the mayor to graut permit to Mellon 
Bray to extend the basement of one of 
Ins stores under the sidewalk, said peti- 
tioners to acquire uo rights by reason 
of said extension. 

On motion of Alderman l’iummer it 
was voted to call the meetings of the 
boaid hereafter at 7.45 iuatead of at 7.30 
o’olook. 

At 9 35 o'clock the board went into t x 
ecutive session und about au hour later 
adjourned.

BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

The common council passed the order 
to petition the legislature for power to 
establish a board of public works by a 
vote of 9 to 5, which settles the matter 
as far as this order is concerned, as it has 
already been passed by the aldeimen by 
a vote of 0 to 1. The minority in each 
case were not opposed to the board, we 
understand, but voted against it because 
they wished to have an amendment 
added to it, providing for its submission 
to the people. So far there has been no 
opposition to theiboard, as outlined, and 
every one seems to think it is worth a 
trial. There would seem to be no reason 
therefor for asking the people to vote 
upon it, as that would only cause need- 
less delay. The members of, the city 
government are much more capable of 
giving an intelligent judgment upon it, 
at least the older members are, than 
people who have not considered the mat- 
ter, and the great majority of people 
would vote upon it without knowing any- 
thing of the merits of the oase, just as 
they do in the case of the amendments to 
dhe state constitution. 

Where no great principle is involved, 
and nothing fundamental is at stake, the 
referendum is a rather cumbrous and 
awkward piece of machinery, which 
Berves no useful purpose. 

The present city government, with its 
great namber of new men, especially in 
the lower branch, furnishes an illustra- 
tion of the great advantages of a perma- 
nent board of public works, whose mem- 
bers would be able to give information 
on the many and various subjects that 
come up for discussion, and in the know 
ing when and how to buy the materials 
that the city needs, would save much more 
than their salaries. The city’s expenses 
now foot up the great sura of $S41,800 
yearly, aod it is not at ail improbable 
that with experienced men at. 'he head of 
all the departments, at least tivo per cent 
of this could be saved. But even if they 
only saved one per cent of the city ap- 
propriations, which is a very moderate 
estimate, they would pay for them- 
selves 

The city loses a good deal every year in 
having unexperienced men buy ma- 
chinery and supplies, who kuow little or 
nothing about market, prices of such 
things, and who therefore, like all inex- 
perienced buyers, have to pay more, aud 
also often get “stuck” by being talked 
into purchasing things which prove to be 
of no practical us •. Several examples of 
this might be quoted, but we refrain out 
of regard for the feelings of all con- 
cerned. 

But the Raving is not the chief thing, 
and that argument does not make such a 
appeal in Newton as it would in 
some citieB where less extravagant ideas 
prevail. The great reason for the estab- 
lishment of such a board is that it is be- 
lieved that only in this way cau we get 
the full value for the money expended, 
and secure all the improvements we pay 
for. There would be a settled policy iu 
regard to city work, aud improvements 
would be carried on with some definite 
end in view, aud iu less hup- hazard fash- 
ion than at present, when there is prac- 
tically a change every year iu the man- 
agers of city affairs. 

The experiment is certaiuly worth a 
trial, as there must be some change from 
tue present method, where the duties of 
members of the city couucil are so | 
arduous, that it is growing more aud mure 
difficult every year to flud first class men 
who can give the large amount of time 
required, without receiving any com- 
pensation. 

The letter from Alderman Bothfeld, 
which was read iu the common council, 
showiug that every cx-Mayor of Newton 
but oue was iu favor of the board, and 
that oue thought it would do no harm to 
try it, and the favorable reports from 
cities that have tried such a board, is 
testimony from experts that will settle 
the matter with all reasonable citizens. 

It is uufortuuate for street railways 
that they pay nothing for their right of 
way iu our streets, as it makes their up- 
pearance to object to any interference 
with their tracks seem to be an imper- 
tieuce. It they hud paid for the privi- 
leges granted them, they would have 
some foundation to stuud upon. When 
the Newton street railway appeared at 
the legislatuie burning on the wideuiug 
of Washington street, aud removal of 
grade crossings, to object to the plau as 
it would interfere with their road, most 
of those present felt iuclined to laugh at 
such presumption, aud iu spite of the 
elforts of President Parker aud Treas- 
urer Smith, no oue, we think, was in- 


duced to look upon their romonstiances 
seriously. The road has no rights In the 
streets except such as tho aldormon havo 
given it, they paid nothing for it, and 
they have cost the olty a Urge sum on 
account of the extra oxpenso of keeping 
the road bed in order, and will cost tho 
city much more, as their tracks makes 
tho widening of the street a necessity; 
the city gets only an indirect benefit, if 
any, from the road, in return for all of 
these expenses. In the light of alt these 
facts, their remonstrances will hardly bo 
takon seriously by any one, and wero 
probably only intended for the purpose 
of gaining somo concessions in regard to 
the laying of temporary tracks. Presi- 
dent Parker always goes upon the princi- 
ple of asking fora good doal more then he 
expects to get, on the same principle that 
a tramp asks for a dollar when he ex- 
pects only a nickel. Tho victim feels so 
good at saving his dollar that it does not 
seem right to refuse the nickel. In this 
case Mr. Parker probably objects to the 
change in grade crossings and the widen- 
ing of the street, in the hope of getting 
permission to lay a cheap form of tem- 
porary track, if the rails have to be 
moved. 


When a man attempts to write on a 
subject of which he knows nothing, the 
result is generally deplorable. An ama- 
teur editor, last week, wrote against the 
ordinance requiring abuttors to clean 
their sidewalks, and was more than 
usually successful in crowding the great- 
est possible amount of misinformation 
into a given space. Evidently he does 
not kuow that our ordinance is only a 
copy of the regulation in force in most 
oities, and which has been tested again 
and again, and found to be perfectly le- 
gal. It may not bo the best way possible 
to secure clean sidewalks, but it has 
proved to be a perfectly practicable one, 
and the matter was thoroughly investi- 
gated before it was adopted. Several 
citizens have desired to test the legali- 
ty of it, but after consulting a lawyer 
they have paid their fine, and given up 
the idea of making a test case. As for 
the fairness of the law there are two 
sides to the question. There are certain 
penalties attached to living in the centre 
of a village aud it is hardly the right 
thing to tax a man living in Oak Hill, for 
instance, where there are no sidewalks, 
to pay for cleaning the walks in Newton. 
The cost is fairly apportioned now, every 
man pays only for what he has, and if 
he is content to live in a district that has 
no walks, he escapes that tax. 

The city will’ pay only ten per cent, of 
the ooBt of changing the railroad grades, 
aud the probability is that the authority 
asked for from the legislature iu regard 
to wideuiug Washington street will be 
granted, in spite of the opposition of 
Treasurer Smith of the Newton Street 
Riilway. His proposal to have the city 
assume all the cost of changing the 
street railway tracks was an example of 
such monumental assurance as to quite 
paralyze those who beard it. There is a 
growing sentimeut in favorof compelling 
(his road to pay for the use of the 
streets, and they ought also to nay a good 
proportion of the cost of widening the 
j street. Mr. Smith may be a good trea- 
surer hut be is a very foolish man to 
i turn louse at a hearing, and if the com- 
pany is wise they will see to it that bis 
first appearance is also his last. After 
the dressing down he received from the 
mayor, citv solicitor, Mr. Hoar and the 
committee itself, these will probably 
be Mr. Smith’s sentiments also. 


Councilman Sprague should not be 
criticized too severely foi his opposition to 
the board of publio works. He has been 
in Newton too short a time to kuow much 
of public sentiment or of Newton affairs, as 
was showu by his statement that the pres- 
ent bill is nearly identical with the one re- 
| juried a few years ago. His estimates of 
the cost of sufh a board run rather wild, 
but it should be remembered that he was 
once a councilman In Boston, and 
judges from his experience there, not real- 
izing that Newton is a very difiYnnt kind 
of a plate. His statement that the people 
of Newton are divided on the matter into 
those who want such a board and those 
who dou’t care was surprisingly correct 
when compared with his other! statements, 
but It rather demolishes all his arguments 
iu favor of referring the question to the 
people. After the favorable expressions 
from all the ex-mayors of the city and 
others who had experience In Newton at- 
fairs, the opposition of a newcomer to 
Newton is hardly entitled to much weight. 


On account of last Friday being a holi- 
day, the Graphic went to press Thursday 
night. A large number of church notices 
and other locals came by mail Friday morn- 
j ing, too late for publication. It is always 
best to send such notices early in the 
week, as if sent In at the lust minute they 
are always liable to he left out. 

Tuk election of Tuesday showed the 
danger the Republicans will run if they 
allow the A. I’. A. to dictate nomina- 
tions. Changing the large Republican 
majority iu Newton to a Democratic oue, 
is quite u font, especially as fully as many 
Republicans as Democrats voted for Mr. 
Eusign. 


The board of aldermen meet iu special 
session, this evening, to recount the 
votes cast on Tuesday, Newton counters 
are usually very accurate, so that there 
will probably be no change here. 


Tiirrf. worn 45 deaths In the city last 
month, against .15 in .January, showing 
that February was a very unhealthy 
month. Twelve of the deaths wero from 
pneumonia, and three from the grip.

VOWELS AND CONSONANTS. 


A Close Look Into the Way They Ape 
Formed and Used. 

A. Mellvillo Bell of Washington, in 
his note on “Syllabic Consonants,” read 
at the second session of tho American 
Oriental society in this city, said: 

“What is is a vowel? What is a con- 
sonant? What is a syllable? 

“A vowel is defined as a nonfriction- 
al emission of the voice or of unvooal- 
ized breath through an oral channel, 
with momentarily fixed configuration. 
Vowels thereforo run smoothly into one 
another by merely altering the shape of 
the oral passage without interrupting it 

“A consonant is defined as an inter- 
ception of the breath or voice by oral 
stoppage, or by omission through side 
channels or through narrow chinks. 
The change from ono consonant to an- 
other thus involves a motion of the ar- 
ticulating organs, producing, with more 
or less audibility, a puff, a Sapor a sib- 
ilintion. 

“The two classes of elements meet in 
ee, y, oo, w. A syllable is any vocal 
element uttered with a single impulse 
of voice. All the vocal elements in a 
syllable must be clustered together with- 
out admixture with non vocals, but any 
number of nonvocals may precede or 
follow the vocal cluster without affeot- 
ing tho syllabic unity. 

“The consonants 1, m, n, when they 
are final after consonants, frequently 
form syllables without vowels, as in 
bottle. 

“Tho test of good pronunciation is 
to give each syllable its own distinct 
sound, so that in the most rapid utter- 
ance tho ear can trace the boundaries 
of every syllablo. But tho syllable 
sounds must bo true to customary pro- 
nunciation. 

“Tho name consonant, if held to im- 
ply an element that cannot b o pro- 
nounced without n sonant or vowel, 
would bo a misnomer, aud its use 
should in that oase he discontinued iu 
scientific meuology. Vowels aro the 
Boft and plastio substance of speech. 
Consonants are tho articulations or 
joints on which vowels and syllables 
turn. Their proper name is, therefore, 
‘articulations, ’ not consonants. 

“Phonetic elements make syllables. 
Syllables make words. Words aro to be 
considered ns the syllables of clauses. 
Clauses must be carefully individualiz- 
ed, for they aro tho syllables of sentences.

ROMANY’S PRINCE WILLIAM. 

He Lives Near East Hartford — Hla Tribe 
Aro Noted Horne Tralnem. 

Ono of tho most famous representa- 
tives of Romany Rye in this country 1 h 
P rinco Willinm, ns ho is called, who, 
with his family, lives noar East Hart- 
ford. There nro branches of tho fnmlly 
nt Now Haven and Bridgeport. Tho 
East Hartford branch of tho family is 
tho mnin branch. 

Tho Williamses aro nil horso donlors. 
Attached to their residence nro stables 
which, in winter, always contain a stock 
of fino bloodud draft horses. 

Ono of the interesting sights nt the 
stableB nro the wngous that nro used by 
Princo Willinm and his family whon 
they go off on thoir annual nomndio 
pleasure trips. Theso wagons cost from 
$1,000 to $2,500. Prince William’s 
privnto wagon cost $2,500 and is flttod 
up in regal style. 

In theso trips around the country the 
wholo family joins. Theso trips are 
mado in tho summer, sparo horses being 
taken along and sold or traded. This 
means a cavalcade of a dozen fancy 
Wagons and about 100 horses. 

The start is made about tho 1st of 
August, the entire family — men, wom- 
en and ohildren — being taken along. 
The party keeps together, traveling by 
easy stages, about 20 miles a day being 
considered a good journey. When in a 
hurry, they can make 40 miles a day. 

The place selected for the night’s rest 
is usually a grove. There the wagons 
are drawn up in a circle, fires are light- 
ed and the evening meal prepared. 

After supper the whole party gather 
around Prince William’s tent or wagon, 
aud tho affairs of the family aro dis- 
cussed. A watchman patrols the oamp 
all night to watch the horses. — New 
York Times. 

Critical Logic Failed. 

The late Sherlock Holmes bad a fa- 
vorite dictum: “Eliminate tho impos- 
sible, and what is left, however im- 
probable, must be the truth. ” This was 
not at all in accordance with tho saying 
of Victor Hugo: “Nothing is so immi- 
nent as the impossible.

AUTHOR OF NATIONAL HYMN OIVKS TIIK 
FACTS ADOU” ITS COMPOSITION. 

Rev, S. F. Smith, D. D., was the cen- 
tral figure at the annual Old South cele- 
bration of Washington’s birthday iu the 
Old South Meeting House. The vener- 
able author of "America” recited his 
hymn to the school girls who, with their 
friends and teachers, made up the larger 
part of the audience. After reciting it 
in a clear, full voice, and after tho audi- 
ence had risen nnd sung it to the ac- 
companiment of a cornet. Dr. Smith told 
tho story of how he came to write It. 

About tho year 1831,” said ho, "a 
friend of education living in New York 
state went to Germany to study Hu sys- 
tem of education prevailing there, He 
found that the German schools made 
much of singing, and that they had a 
great variety of singing books. He 
thought it would bo an excellent plan to 
introduce this custom into our own 
schools, and when he returned he 
brought with him a number of the Ger- 
man siuging books. 

He gave them to Lowell Mason, who 
at that time was regarded as the chief 
conservator of sacred music in this coun- 
try. Lowell Mason was unable 
to read German himself, but it occurring 
to him that I bad some knowledge of 
the language, he brought me a heap of 
the books, with the request that I trans- 
late any that I liked, or, if I chose, write 
new verses to go with the German tunes. 

"One gloomy day in February, 1832, I 
was standing near my window in An- 
dover, where I was a student in the 
Theological school, turning over the 
leaves of one of these books, I came upon 
a tune which giatiiied me, for its simpli- 
city as well as for its beauty. I thought 
that, sung by a choir of children, it 
would be acceptable to the community. 

T glanced at the words and saw that 
it was a patriotic song, and I was in- 
spired to write an American hymn. It 
was after that that I learned that the 
tune was the Barae as that of "God Save 
the King.” 

"I reached for a scrap of paper and 
began to write. Within half an hour I 
had the words substantially as you hear 
them today. That scrap of paper still 
lives. (Applause.) By mere accident I 
preserved it In due time, as I under- 
stand from the committee for the testi- 
monial which is to be given a month 
hence, a fac simile of this paper is to be 
made, which may be scattered from 
Maine to San Diego, from Alaska to the 
southern Cape of Florida. 

"I had no idea Iliad written a nationnl 
hymu. I laid the paper aside and almost 
forgot about it. But soon after Lowell 
Mason wrote me aud I seut it to him. Iu 
a few weeks it was sung on the Fourth 
of July at a children’s celebration iu 
Park Street church, 

‘Many persons regret that wo have 
accepted the nation il melody of Great 
Britain. I do not share tbeii regret. It 
is a svmbol of the union between Great 
Britain and America; the two shake 
hands again on common ground.”

Frederick Vllllers Describes Funerals After 
the Hattie of IMng- Yang. 

Many of tho sick and woundod who 
dio aro cremated. Their nshes are col- 
lected, placed in small square boxes, in- 
terrod for a time in tho littlo cemetery 
outside the foreign settlement at Che- 
mulpo, nnd after awhile exhumed and 
sent to Japan. Tho ceromony I bohold 
in Chemulpo aftor tho fight at Ping- 
Yang waH not impressive or solemn, but 
simply curious. Eighty bodies had been 
cremated in various parts of the country 
nnd forwarded to tho treaty port in small 
boxes. These were placed iu two large, 
blnck cases nt tho hospital, nnd precoded 
by a motloy group of coolies, citizens 
nnd soldiers were carried to tho burial 
plot. 

First camo coolies with branches of 
folingo and white streamers in their 
hands. Then a few soldiers, marching 
with reversed arms. Immediately pre- 
ceding the black cases was a Shinto 
priest in yellow kimono and a black 
gauzo shako. Round his neck was a 
purple cord, at the end of which hung a 
fan. In his right hand was a flute, which 
from time to time as the procession 
wonded its way he tooted on, producing 
an inharmonions sound which reminded 
me of my own attempts on that instru- 
ment when a boy. The coolies, the fol- 
lowers and the lookers on seemed to 
treat tho whole thing more as a good 
joke than a solemn function and chat- 
ted and laughed to their hearts’ content. 

Arrived at the cemetery, the proces- 
sion halted beforo the altar, on which 
were placed bottles of saki, fruits, eggs 
aud birds of various kinds, including a 
live rooster. Behind this hospitable 
board wero placed the remains of the 80 
bodies. The Shinto priest, who stood 
alone before the edibles, stretched out 
bis bunds and made several passes with 
his fan in the direction of the rooster, 
groaned aloud, then clapped his hands 
three times, after which he indulged a 
little on the Ante. Then he groaned 
again, straightened himself, retired n 
few paces, took several paces to the left 
aud right, then advanced again, gronued 
and tooted. He then requested by a 
sign one of the mourners to advance and 
tako his place. 

Ho then handed one of tho branches 
of foliage to the gentleman and retired. 
Tho mourner proceeded to lay the branch 
ou a small table in front of the altar, 
then saluted and moved away to allow 
another mourner to take his place. 
When all the branches were piled on 
the table, tho black cases were opened 
aud the small square boxes taken out by 
the coolies aud carefully intorred. Tho 
Shinto priest retired to the bosom of his 
family, with tho saki bottle, tho live 
rooster aud the rest of the chow. In lieu 
of tombstones, the Japs use, when cam- 
paigning, small wooden posts to mark 
the resting place of their dead. — Fred- 
erick Villiors. 


BRUSSELS AND TAPESTRY. 

The DifTorciice Between These Two Kinds 
of CarpctM Explained. 

By placing a brusscls and tapestry 
carpet side by side a clearness nnd 
sharpness are noticed about the brusHels 
carpet which are absent from tho tapos- 
try. In tho latter there is a mistiness 
about tho colors, and the pattern laeks 
that sharpness and delicacy which char- 
acterize the former. This is duo to tho 
process of manufacture. A brusscls is a 
yarn dyed, aud a tapestry may bd de- 
scribed as n printed fabrio, but tho print- 
ing is done upon tho yarn botoro the 
process of weaving. 

Tho wholo method of manufacture is 
most ingenious. In tho making of a five 
frame brusscls no fewer thau 1,280 ends 
of face yarns aro required for tho weav- 
ing of ono pieco of standard quality, 
each frame consisting of 256 bobbins, 
aud 250 ends only can como to tho face 
at each pick of tho pattern. Therefore 
1,024 ends of yarn are hidden in tho 
body of tho fubrio. There aro many 
qnnlities of tapestry, hut iu tho produc- 
tion of the standard quality only 216 
ends of faco yarn aro required, instead 
of 1,280, which shows at once that tho 
brussols carpet has the great advantage 
of being thicker, softer and altogether u 
more durable cloth apart from other ad- 
vantages which it possesses. There is a 
limitation iu the number of colors used 
iu a brusscls. In tapestry there is no 
limit. Iu the brussels the whole of the 
colors used show a more or less striped 
apponrunco at the back of the fabrio. 

Iu a tapestry they do not show at the 
back at all. This fact Is made use of by 
householders in purchasing carpets, this 
boiug about tho only way the uvurage 
person can tell tho difference between 
them. In order to pass off tapestry as 
brussols some ingenious makers liavo 
resorted to tlie striping iu a regular 
manner of the backs of tho former. Tho 
stripy offeot in tho latter is broken and 
irregular. A casual observation of the 
clearly defined character of a brusscls 
pattern should unable a buyer to distin- 
guish between tho two fubrios. — Fur- 
nishers' Guzotto. ,

THE MAGNETIC GIRL. 

An Kxplnnn; ion of How Hrr Trlrlra May 
finally lie TMifiHmteri. 

Whlloin Chicago I t aw tho announce* 
ninnt. of an electric gill who included 
in her repertory a now triek, or nt least 
ono that I had not yet seen. A stick 
about four feet long and ns thick as a 
broomstick w ns produced, and I and an- 
other gentleman were requested to hold 
it in a vertical position before ns whilo 
grasping it firmly in both hands. Tho 
girl, standing in front of and facing ns, 
placed tho palm of her open hand against 
tho lower portion of tho stick, resting 
it on tho sido nearest to ns and farthest 
from herself. After robbing her hand 
up and down for a few moments in or- 
der “to mnko hotter electric contact, ” 
ns wo were informed, and after enjoin- 
ing us to hold tho stick perfectly vorti- 
cal, wo were told to press down on it as 
hard as wo conld. 

This wq did until the veins seemed 
to stand out on our foreheads; but, ex- 
ert ourselves ns hard as wo conld, we, 
two Btrong men, were nnable to press 
down hard enough to make the stick 
slip past the opon palm of her hand. 
Had tho girl grasped the stick with her 
two hands, I am sure she conld not have 
withstood my downward pressure alone. 
I would have borne her, jttick and all, 
to tho floor. But there Jfio stood, with 
bat ono open hand bearing against the 
side of the stick, and both ns conld not 
by onrunitpd efforts force the stick past 
that wonderful hand. Surely there 
seemed something uncanny about this. 
But it is very simply explained. 

Tho whole secret consists in insisting 
upou the men holding tho stick in a 
vertical position. When tho girl’s open 
hand is first placed against the lower 
portion of tho stick, she moves it two 
or three times up and down, pulling 
gradually moro and more against it. As 
this tends to pnll the stick away from 
tho vertical, slio insists that the men 
keep it straight.

NILES ELECTED 

BY A MAJORITY OF 21, AOAf If A MA- 

JOHirY OF 2900 FOR Mil AW. 

Tho special election for Senator In this 
district resulted in a majority of 21 for 
Dr. Niles, the Republican ard A. P A. 
candidate, against a majoiity of 2900 last 
fill for Oliver Shaw. The nsnal Re- 
publican majority in the district Is over 
2,000. The vote was not as light as it 
would have been, had it not been for tbe 
A. P. A. agitation, which called out a 
full vote from that organization, but Dr. 
Niles’ vote also inclndea all those Re- 
publicans, who while not believing in A. 
P. A. methods, think it in one of tbe 
cardinal sins to bolt a regular nomina- 
tion, so (bat judging from the results, 
the A. P. A. has but little strength in 
the district, and the Republicans are in 
danger of losing more than they will 
gain by yielding to its dictations. 

In Newton out of a total registration 
of 4583 at tbe last state election, only 
2030 visited the polls, and Mr. Ensign 
carried tbe city by 34 majority, some- 
thing unprecedented in the history of 
Newton. Dr. Niles received 998 votes, 
against 2302 cast for Senator Shaw, while 
Mr. Ensign received 1032, against 887 for 
Mr. Hall, tbe Democratic candidate. It 
will thus be seen that in addition to the 
full Democratic vote, Mr. Ensign re- 
ceived many Republican votes. Tbe 
figures do not show the whole, however, 
as many Democrats did not vote. Mr. 
Ensign carried Wards One, Two, Three 
and Four, while Dr. Niles carried Wards 
Five, Six and Seven. Judging from the 
remarks made by Republicans, there 
were fully as many Republican as Demo- 
cratic votes cast for Mr. Ensign. 

Watertown, tho home of Dr. Niles, 
gaye a maiority of 243 for Mr. Ensign, 
and he also carried Belmont, and a 
change of one vote would have made a 
tie in Concord. The figures are as fol- 
lows;

SOME INTERESTING LAMPS. 

Very .Many Inrumlewnt Light* That Ar* 
Kent Wonder*. 

Electric lamps are made of all Hizos, 
from IbO candle power nnd over down 
to one-half candle, but tho Bmall ones 
aro decidedly tho most interesting nnd 
pictnresqno. At n largo factory there is 
a spocinl dopnrtmenr. devoted to decora- 
tive and niiniaturo lamps of all shapes 
ami colors, curious nnd bonntifnl. There 
are “ooudolabra” lumps, much used for 
lighting privnto residences, nnd whiob 
aro generally ten candle powor. Somo 
of them nro pear shaped, while others 
are long nnd tapering and of an extreme- 
ly graceful form. They aro often fitted 
to rocoptaelos concealed in imitation 
candlos, and while they have nil tho 
warmth and ulegnneo of the old fashion- 
ed wnx tapers they givo a fay steadier 
and brighter light. Ono of tho most 
striking styles is the “flame” lamp, 
which is a narrow oono of glass, twistod 
spirally and frosted. It has the beauties 
of a brightly burning flaino, with none 
of tho drawbacks. 

Thoro is tho eight candle power 
“kinetoBoopo” lamp, which illuminates 
the photographs on the rapidly moving 
celluloid strip in Erlison’s remarkable 
picture gallery. A ono candle power 
lamp is used for night work in tele- 
phone exchanges. One is plnccd in each 
panel of tho switchboard nnd lights up 
whenever a call coinos to its territory 
and stays lighted until the oall is nn- 
swered, so that ono or two operators oan 
easily mnungo all tho night business 
whorever It is not vory heavy. 

Many varieties of Jumps aro nrrnnged 
to take their current from bntteries. 
Among these is tho ono candle powor 
miner’s lamp, of a flat shape, with 
motal loops at top and bottom, so that 
it can be hooked npon springs in the 
miner’s lantern nnd hold steady. The 
lamp and the battery together nro not 
hoavy. Then there are bicyclo lamps, 
microscope lamps, and lamps for medical 
and dental work. Some of the lamps 
used for illuminating the interior of the 
mouth, throat nnd nose nre extremely 
small, generally cylindrical iu shape, 
a quarter inch or less in diameter and 
from half an inch to nn inch long. Bnt 
the tiniest of nil is the “pea” lamp, a 
glass sphero one-quarter of an inch iu 
diameter. — Cassier’s. Magazine.

A new form of treatment is 
that of shaping tho shoo thut the weight 
will not come directly upon the ball of 
the foot, but slightly back of the ball, 
and this is secured by making tho nnklo 
mid instep close fitting uud the toe uud 
ball vory broad und easy. One physician 
udvisos that u depression be made in 
the sole of the shoo just beneath tho 
fourth toe, so thut thero shall be no 
pressure from any direction. Th is works 
well in some eases, but iu others tho 
surgical remedy iH the only successful 
one. — Now York Ledger.

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ALOEKMEN IN SESSION.

STREET RAILWAY COMPANY ON NEW 
BOULEVARD REVOKED— I.ITTI.E DIS- 
CUSSION ABOUT ADVERTISINO— VARI- 
OUS ROUTINE MATTERS. 

AH the members of the board of alder- 
men were in their seats nt 7.80 Monday 
night, whon Mayor Botbfeld rapped to 
order in accordance with the vote passed 
at the previous meeting at the instance 
of Alderman Plummer. 

On motion of Alderman Green tho 
reading of the records was dispensed 
with. 

At 7.35 a hearing was opened in the 
laying out and acceptance of Cook street, 
Nonantnm, from Greeu street to 
Watertown, and Green street from Cook 
to Chapel. No one appeared, and on 
motion of Alderman Plummer the hear- 
ing was closed. 

The annual report of the assessors de- 
partment for 1804 was received and , or- 
dered placed on file. 

On rcommendation of Chief Randlett 
W. E. Jonos and Charles E. Nash were 
granted honorable discharges from the 
fire department, and Frank F. Patterson 
and Charles H. Jones were appointed to 
fill the vacancies. 

A communication was received from 
Jere Carter & Sons, contractors, through 
their attorney, Robert S. Gorham, 
asking to be reimbursed for loss sus- 
tained during the sub grading in Sec- 
tion 2 of the boulevard. 

The petitioners represented that on May 
17, 1894, the city advertised for bids for 
proposals for sub-grading in the boule- 
vard. In the statement of the kind and 
quantity of work to be done was an esti- 
mate of 400 oubic feet of rock excava- 
tion. Supposing this to be approximate- 
ly correct, the petitioners bid $1.40 per 
cubic foot of rook excavation. The city 
accepted their proposals, aud entered in- 
to a contract with them for the work. 
At the same time they were informed 
that $1.75 was being paid for similar 
work on other sections. 

Instead of 400 cubic feet, 0,000 feet 
were encountered, which yielded more 
than 10,000 feet of broken stone. More 
than $2,000 was lost by the transaction, 
and as the loose rock was of great value 
to the city for supplying the stone 
crusher, they prayed to be reimbursed: 
referred to the committee on highways. 

Several parties Interested in the Cook 
and Green street hearings, appearing in 
the hall, the hearings were reopened on 
motion of Alderman Plummer. 

Mr. J.J. Sullivan appeared in behalf 
of the Watertown Savings Rank mort 
gage and of John Sullivan, mortgagee. 
He objected to any wideniug on behalf 
of his clients, in order to protect their 
interests, aud that their rights might 
not be waived. 

He also appeared for Mrs. Margaret 
Farrell and ttie heirs of Patrick Farrell 
who held property a*, the corner of Green 
aud Pearl streets, aud Cook aud Water- 
town streets. 

Mrs. Farrell, he said, wauted the prop- 
ty ou Green street for a home. A strip 
might be taken from her property for 
wideuiug the street of such width as 
to seriously injure it. In auy event, oev 
eral apple trees aud two very ornamental 
pines would be destroyed. Her house 
fronted on Pearl street, aud would not 
be increased in value by the proposed 
widening. There was at present laud 
enough to be laid out iuto house lots on 
the Green street side of Mrs. Farrell’s 
estate, but if land was taken for wideu- 
iug tbe street this strip would be far too 
narrow for that purpose. 

At this point the mayor stated that 
little, if any laud would be taken, as tbe 
order simply called for laying out aud 
accepting the streets, and Mr. Sullivan 
withdiew his objections. The hearing 
was closed at 7 50. 

■ A petition for the watering of Middle- 
Rex road, Ward Six, signed by John 
Lowell, was preseuted by Aldermao 
I)egeu, aud referred to tbe highway 
committee Petitions for sidewalks ou 
Waluut street, Newtou Highlands, be- 
tween Centre and Roylstou streets, were 
received aud referred to tbe committee 
on highways. 

Alderman Bullard, fur the committee 
on primiug, reported, recummendiug an 
appropriation of $150 for the publication 
of extracts from the city ordinances iu 
tbe coming issue of tbe Newtou direc- 
tory. 

A petition of J. D. W. Scott for a 
sewer iu Keuriok paik, Ward Seven, 
was presented by Aldermau Hamilton 
and referred to the appropaiate commit- 
te e. 

Orders were passed providing for the 
laying out and acceptance of Neboideu 
aud Hale roads, Ward 5. 

The order appropriating $150 for 
priul<ug the city ordinances in the direc- 
tory, which was preseuted by Aldermau 
Bullard caused a little discussion. 

Aldermau Plummer said be disliked to 
oppose au order which bad beeu so 
carefully cousidered in committee as this 
oue, but it seemed too much like a gratu- 
ity to appropriate tbe sum to the pub- 
lishers of the directory. 

While $150 was a small matter, he did 
uot consider the publicatiou of the or- 
dioiuces necessary and thought the 
sum might well be saved. If ^for- 
mation iu regard to ordiuauces were 
wanted, it could easily be obtaiued at 
City Hall. Nqt oue ruau in 100 would 
look for tbe ordinances iu the directory. 

Aldermau Bullard thought tue direc- 
tory was a very necessary article. Its 
publishers could uot depeud on sales 
for their profit, aud were obliged to in- 
sert advertising. This appropriation of 
$150 was for uotbiug more than adver- 
tising, and he was sure the city would 
be well compensated. 

It was iuoumbeut on tbe city to secure 
the publicatiou of a first class work, 
which would be a beuefil to the whole 
city. The ordinances bad not beeu 
published siuce 1882. and they 
should be brought before the 
fore the people iu some such way as this, 
Much matter relating to oity affairs was 
priuted free by tiie publishers, which 
might well be left out. 

Alder mail Plummer — Then this $150 
is a sort of a subsidy. 

Alderman Greeu favored the appropri- 
ation, Tbe city government should tuke 
every means to bring the ordiuauces be- 
fore the people, or it could uot expect 
them to be obeyed. Many directories 
were kept in private houses, aud they 
were ver* generally used. 

Iu reply to a questiou by Aldermau 


Hamilton, Alderman Bullard stated that 
this was not an innovation hut the usual 
appropriation with a alight inorease. 
The order then took passage, 0 yeas. 

Alderman Bullard then announced 
that he w.«s happy to be able to state 
that tho question of tbe West Newton 
school seemed in a fair way to be set- 
tled. 

Tho public property committee have 
been trying to find a lot near the centro 
of tho village which would be satisfac- 
tory to nil parties. Tho commit fee had 
finally settled on the Julius Clark lot on 
Chestnut street, at the corner of Hillside 
streot. Tho only objection to the lot 
was the price. This bad finally been aat- 
isfnc orily settled. Tho city would bo 
compelled to purchase the entire lot, 
containing 72, (XX) square feet with the 
buildings thereon. The land could be 
brought at 27 1-1 centa a foot. The 
committee recommended tbe purchase 
of tho lot, and the issue of 20-year 4 per 
ceut. bonds lo provide therefor. 

Aldermau Bullard further said, in ex- 
planation, that at first Mr. Clark had ab- 
solutely refused to sell it, as bo wanted 
the estate for a borne. At last lie had 
consented, provided the whole property 
was taken. Tbe price agreed upon was 
regarded as exceedingly reasonable. The 
site had met the approval of the sohool 
board. 

Alderman Hamilton stated that the 
sale of the presont Pieroe lot would net 
a sum considerably in excess of the 
$20,000 required for the purchase of the 
Clark estate. 

Alderman Plummer congratulated the 
public property committee in its success. 
The lot selected was tbe best in the city 
for tho purpose. The cost was yery much 
lower than the real value of the proper- 
ty. 

The order recommended by the com- 
mittee, providing for the issue for the pur- 
chase of the Clark lot, of 20 twenty-year 
four per cent bonds of the denomination, 
of 1,000 and providing for the establish- 
ment of a sinking fuud was then passed. 

Alderman Bullard preseuted the report 
of the street railway committee on the 
question of the revocation of the fran- 
chise of the Newton and Boston street 
railway company, recommending that the 
franchise for the extension of tracks of 
the company over the Commonwealth 
avenue boulevard be revoked. 

Aldermau Plummer inquired if the city 
solicitor considered sucb action advis- 
able. 

Alderman Bullard said he had not con- 
sulted him on that point but that he had 
decided that the city had the right, and 
from his attitudo he iuferred that Mr. 
Slocum considered it advisable. It had 
seemed best to the committee to revoke 
the franchise without any agreement with 
tbe company and to have the decks clear 
for future action. 

On motion of Alderman Green it was 
voted that a committee of two be ap- 
pointed to examiue the records and re- 
port upon them, the committee to serve 
during the year. The mayor appointed 
Alderman Green and Degeu. At 8.45 the 
board adjourned to March 18. 


NEWTON STREET BRAILWAY. 

EXTENSIONS TO IIE MADE AND OTHERS 
UNDER CONTEMPLATION IN WALTHAM. 


The Newton street railway is planing 
considerable improvements in its lineB 
in Waltham this spring. The company 
proposes to extend its tracks along 
Moody street, from Hall’s corner to 
Reed’s corner, work on which will be 
commenced just as soon as the weather 
will permit and the officials of tbe com- 
pany say they will have cars running 
over the route by May 1. 

Then the new road from CresceDt 
street to Forest Grove will be started as 
soon as possible, and it is expected tbar 
cars will be tunning to that popular 
summer resort not l.iter than June 1. 

In additiou to these improvements, 
which are assured, the company has a 
petition before tbe aldermen asking for 
the right to lay tracks iu Elm, Central, 
Carter, Newtou aud River streets, to 
Watertown line. This route willconuect 
Waltham with Nonantum and BeroK 
This was the route tho Watertown line 
was to have been built over originally, 
but so much pressure was brought to 
bear upon the xonipauy iu behalf of the 
present Main street roole that tbe former 
was abandoned. 

Toe company has concluded that a 
road built via River street would be a 
paying investment as all tbe mills of 
Waltham, Watertown and Newton are 
located in or near River street in Wal- 
tham, or Pleasant street, Watertown, 
which is an extension of the former. 

Should the Waltham aldermen grant 
tbe prayer of the company work on this 
route will also be started as soon as pos- 
sible.

Tax the Street Railways. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

Why should the valuable franchise of 
the right to tun electric or horse oars bo 
given to any corporation? As the 
Graphic justly commented iu its last 
issue, "it is unfortuuate for the street 
railways that they pay nothing for their 
privileges,” for it places them in an as- 
sailable position, when they forget their 
indebtedness and appear aa remonstrants 
to a public improvement, ns our Newton 
Street Rtilway did at the recent legisla- 
tive bearing, on the plea, that it would 
interfere with their road. 

Thoughtful citizens are being led to 
see that it is unwise to grant a monopoly 
of tbe public streets, the common 
property of the people, to any corpora- 
tion, that tbe control of tbe rails on tbo 
stroets are as much a public fuuction as 
the streets tbomselves, that in making 
such grants that they are placing 
scourges iu the bands of those who will 
not scruple to use them unmercifully if 
occasion requires. The city of Glasgow 
has a horse car system leased to a cor- 
poration on such favorable terms as to 
bring into the city treasury a largo 
revenue. Berlin has also a municipal 
street railway leased to a company which j 
paves the streets it runs, and pays to ' 
the city $250,000 a year. Tbe Berlin 
Municipal Gas works alone yielded the 
oity at last accounts some eighteen per 
cent, of its entire annual outlay. 

The mayor of Marquette, Mich., re- 
cently declared that the profits from its 
municipal electrio plant by selling power 
to corporations nearly paid, and if con- 
tinued, could wholly pay all tho ex- 
penses of the city without any tax what- 
soever. Birmingham, England, is called 
the best governed city in the world, “a 
business city run by business men on 
business principles.” It builds its own 
street railways, sells its own gas. raises 
and sells a great part of tbe food for its 
citizens, provides them with a free 
museum, art gallery, art school, gives 
them Turkish baths and swimming at 
less than cost. 

The public ownership and control cf 
the street railway would have prevented 
the recent disastrous experiences of the 
city of Brooklyn. The obligations of a 
street is first to the citizens, as their 
monopoly of the street is assessed for a 
specific purpose, tbe accommodation of 
the public, and the simplest aud most 
effective way to accomplish this pur- 
pose is to tax the privilege, making it a 
source of public iovoduo. H. 


The Hawaiian Missionaries. 

To tbe Editor of tbe Graphic:— 

Thomas G. Shearman’s speech on 
Hawaiian affairs at Plymouth church 
has attracted a good deal of attention, 
giving as it does the other side of tbe 
question from the one generally presen- 
ted. lie says that when tho missionaries 
first went to Hawaii, some 80 years ago ? 
they reported that they found the natives 
a kind, simple and orderly people, all 
willing to accept the teachings of the 
missionaries. After eighty years of such 
teachings, the natives have grown so 
wicked and corrupt tbat^the missionaries 
and the missionaries sons, who have 
meanwhile got possession by some means 
of all the laud and the wealth of the 
islands, have risen up, driven out the 
uatives fiom all participatiou in the 
government, and seized it themselves. 
They are now calling tor aouexatiou to 
the United States, in spite of the fact 
that, according to their own testimony, 
the uatives can uot be allowed to vt»le, 
or to have auy voice in local affairs, and 
the irilaudB must lie ruled as u military 
dependency. Mr. Shearman draws a very 
dark p.ctuio of the result of the effort to 
convert these heathens, which has re- 
resulted in pauperizing and corrupting 
tbein, according to ibe testimony of the 
missionaries themselves, and in depriv- 
ing them of all poliu-c.il aud uational 
rights. Tbe whites have merely imitated 
iu their dealings with tbe Hawaiian* our 
own dealings with the iudiausy who have 
beeu cheated aud defrauded in every 
possible way, ou the principle that tbe 
only good Indian is a dead indium, lb is 
tbe old principle that bus been followed 
since the beginning of history, that tbe 
weaker race must always give way be- 
foro the stronger, and in spile of all our* 
boasted progress in Christianity, it is 
simply a repetition of the conquest of 
Great Britain by the Normans, or of tbe 
cruel wars of counuest that have been 
going on since history began. We 
may call it converting tbe heathen, but 
the old free-booters and pirates, who 
seized favorable posits aud massacred 
the inhabitants, were just as good Chris 
tiaus as these men who have seized upon 
tbe wealth aud government of the 
Hawaiians, and uow want the United 
States to step iu aud legalize their steal- 
ings.

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METROPOLITAN PARK SCHEME. 


WHAT HOARD BAYS ABOUT IMPORTANCE 
OF CIIARLRB HIVKK IMPROVEMENT. 

The story of a remarkably extended 
and varied activity during the pant year 
ia recited in the aeeond annual report of 
the metropolitan park ooramisaion. A 
large amount of valuable work hna been 
accomplished, and Important new under- 
takings have been entrusted to the com- 
mission. Already lands to the extent of 
0070 aores have been taken for publio 
purposes— 0058 acres jin the Blue Hills, 
1083 in the Middlesex Fells, 470 at the 
Stony Brook reservation and 00 at Beaver 
Brook. Beside this about 1000 acres at 
the Middlesex Fells belonging to various 
cities and towns in the vioinity have been 
or are to be placed in charge of the com- 
mission giving that reservation a total 
of nearly 3200 acres and making already 
the extent of the metropolitan reserva- 
tions amount to nearly 7800 acres. 

In the matter of the Charlos river basin 
also, the commission has deemed it wise 
to proceed cautiously. Careful estimates 
indicate that to acquirejall the land it is 
desired would involve an expenditure of 
between $400,000 and $500,000. The 
commission has taken Bteps towards im- 
mediate acquisitions to the extent of the 
amount put at its disposal, to wit, 
$300,000. 

The board wishes furthermore to re- 
cord its sense of the importance of this 
improvement from the park or reserva- 
tion point of view, if carried out in gen- 
eral accordance with the plan of the 
joint board of health and metropolitan 
park commission report submitted to 
the last Legislature. Confining them- 
selves strictly to the question of reserva- 
tions for publio ubc and enjoyment, the 
commissioners are confident that there 
is no projeot uow under consideration 
which in it« general scope and as a pub- 
lic benefaction, will at all compare with 
that of tho proposal to convert the 
Charles river between the Watertown 
dam and Craigie’s bridge from a tidal es- 
tuary to a permanent water level basin. 

Not only would this change greatly 
simplify the difficult question of treating 
the marshes and other low lands along 
the shores of the river in Brighton, Cam- 
bridge and Watertown, enabling those 
entrusted with the work to accomplish 
the desired results at a greatly reduced 
cost, but it would have the further effect 
of supplying the dense populations inhab- 
iting the above named cities and towns 
with a water park, the use and enjoy- 
ment of which it would at present be 
difficult to estimate. 

Everyone at all familiar with these 
subjects is well aware of the great use 
now made of that portion of the Charles 
known as Riverside lying! between the 
dam at Waltham and Newton Lower 
Falls. In the spring, summer and au- 
tumn, not only ou Sundays and holidays, 
but upon almost every pleasant week day, 
this stretch of water is alive with row- 
boats of every description; in winter it is 
coveted with skaters. 

The immediate result of converting 
the Charles above Craigie’s bridge into a 
permanent level-water basin would be to 
bring the Riverside section down to 
Charles street in Boston. In the summer 
this expanse of water would swarm at all 
hours of the day and evening with 
pleasure craft of every description; in 
the winter it would afford an opportun- 
ity for a skating carnival. 

The large and increasing uumber, es- 
pecially of the young, who in Bos- 
ton and Cambridge enjoy these forms 
of relaxation would thus have them 
brought to their doors, and iustead of, as 
now, being compelled to seek them at 
distant points, like Jamaica Pond, the 
Dedham meadows and Riverside, they 
would obtain them by simply walking 
down to the esplauado in the rear of 
Beacon street, or to the numerous steps 
and landings which would be found in 
the immediate vicinity of Charles street. 

For those and other hardly less ob- 
vious considerations the commissioners 
feel that they cannot too strongly em- 
phasize the desirability, from their point 
of view, of the improvement last year 
recommended. In no other way could 
so muoh healthy enjoyment through so 
many months in the year be afforded, 
at an equal expense, to the same number 
of persons within the metropolitan dis 
trict, while the increased beauty due to 
this great water park could hardly fail to 
add greatly to the value of all adjacent 
property for purposes of residence.

And he 
understood whist, too, at least that was 
the impression conveyed when he practi- 
cally insisted upon making up the party 
without even the excune of an invitation. 
Well, tbpro are types of nerve and the 
man who has “gall” sufficient to Impose 
upon people after the manner described, 
represents one of them. Such fellows 
should oonfiue themselves to “Everlast- 
ing” and be wise enough to everlasting- 
ly refuse to indulge in a form of card 
playing that requires some preparation 
in the way of sMidy and experience to 
say nothing of that very essential desid- 
eratum- -brains. 

The authorities are keeping dose tabs 
on the illegal dispensers of the ardent, 
whose patrons are for the most part of 
the plebeian type. Its a good work and 
deserves encouragement. “Let the acti- 
vity continue,” to quote the words of a 
prominent temperance advocate. There 
are others. Quericus.

It is generally agreed that the new cup 
defender will be plated with aluminum 
bronze, the “exclusive story” that she 
was to be “composite built” to the com 
trary, notwithstanding. The specific 
gravities of Tobin bronze and aluminum 
bronze are about the same.

The price is twice as great as that of 
Tobin bronze. Tobin bronze costs about 
25 cents per pound for plates. 


Three accidents happened the other day 
at the corner of York and Elm streets. 
New Haven, Ct., because the ground was 
charged with electricity. A horse went 
into a spasm and was carried away to re- 
cover; a dog was laid out, and a man who 
later stepped on the spot jumped into 
the air and called for the police, declar- 
ing that somebody struck bira with a 
slungshot. The place was guarded to 
prevent further accidents. 


The re-union of the 3d army corps will 
be held at Hadley ou May 7. Hadley 
was the birthplace of Gen. Hooker, the 
corps commander. So geueral became 
tho interest in the occasion among the 
surviving members of the corps that the 
scope of the plans has been broadened 
so h 8 to include a re-union of the 75 or 30 
regiments aud batteries of the corps. 
About one-tbird of these were drawn 
from New England, one-tbird from New 
York and one third from Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey. 


The late Mrs. Harvey Parker of Bos- 
ton, whose husband established the 
noted Parker House, left an estate 
valued at about $250,000. Aside from a 
bequest of $5000 to arf aged sister, the 
property will be equally divided among 
six nephews and nieces. Mr. Charles 
P, Potter of Manchester, N. H., foi 
many years a trust, d overseer of the 
Amoskeng company, is oue of the heirs. 
The will was probated this week. 


The proposed system of boulevards 
aud the iucreasiug demand for more 
publio breathing plaoes lias led the 
selectmen of Watertown to engage the 
services of counsel to determine how 
much of the laud along the bunks of the 
Charles river is the property of tho town. 
J. J. Sullivan has been employed as 
counsel and he will make bis report at 
tbe towu meeting next Monday. 

On the south side of the river, the 
river bank bordering on California 
street, Mr. Sullivan follows from 1043 up 
to tbe present* time, and concludes that 
the lands belong to the town. 

Regarding other seotious including one 
near the gas works known as the town 
landing, Mr. Sullivan thiuks there has 
been encroachments. 

Regarding the laud east of the Arsenal 
property, over which a road was laid 
out, he could liud uo record which aided 
him to definitely locate it. He thinks 
the landing to which the road led duriug 
the past 150 years was considered of 
little importance by the town, aud its 
title to this landing was allowed to slip 
away by abandonment or the adverse oc- 
cupancy uud use by others.

The Boston correspondent of the 
Springfield Republican keeps a very 
sharp eye out on state affairs and is 
not afraid to censure those who are in 
state politics for wbat they can make 
out of it, or to provide officers with fat 
salaries for friends. Of our state ex- 
penses the says: “The General Court 
keeps on voting million after million for 
one expense and for another, regardless 
of the wishes of the sensible minority, 
who would like to save money in other 
than the oheese-paring mode of stopping 
legislative junkets. This is well enough, 
but for one dollar wasted in that way, 
ten are thrown away in some log-rolling 
scheme to raise salaries or to start a big 
sample of state socialism, like putting a 
thousand miles of our local highways 
into the hands of a state house bureau, 
and excluding towns from the control of 
their own thoroughfares. There are 
some signs of awakening conscience in 
the present Legislature; but they are not 
likely to amount to much practically this 
year. There is far more wire-pulliug 
about the state offices uext year, in the 
precincts of the state house, than there 
is of a serious effort to keep expenses 
down.” “The General Court misses very 
much, of late years, men like the late 
Moses Kimball, who could, and did, at 
the head of the flnanco committee, keep 
the state out of many of those bottom- 
less pits of expense that are constantly 
opening before the taxpayer. He was 
the first chairman of Gov. Talbot’s re- 
organized board of charities, and neither 
ho nor Talbot himself, who sncceeded 
him (at the personal solicitation of Gov. 
Lang), would have allowed the board to 
get into quarrels that have disgraced it 
and destroyed its influence of late years. 
Tho recent chairmen have been men who 
either knew little of the wide affairs 
they had to oversee, or put themselves 
at the dispostl of iutriguiug meu and 
women— or both. At the important 
heating of Tuesday, when the iutffiuieo- 
cy of the management of the misnamed 
“indoor department” (which deals al- 
most wholly with outdoor interests), 
was so clearly exposed, I inquired where 
was the chairman of the board? Oh! he 
went to Florida before this matter of 
the children’s bureau came up. But had 
he been here he would have been, as his 
two predecessors were, simply an instru- 
ment in the hands of craftier persons, 
with axes to grind.” 

He concludes by saying that the in- 
creasing tendency to create stale bu- 
reaus for every conceivable purpose, and 
to pay large salaries to meu wli«< seek 
the place only for the salary and patron- 
age, are the cruse of so much increase of 
our state expenditure. 


The Legislature is doing wisely in ad- 
hering so closely to the rule relatiug to 
the adraissiou of new business after the 
first Wednesday in February, although 
the city of Newton is a sufferer, as the 
bill for the Board of Public Works has 
been refused admittance. We predicted 
that there was danger of this, when the 
Common Council delayed the bearing on 
the matter till after the last date set for 
the admission of new business. Coun- 
cilman Sprague was tesponsible for the 
delay, as he assured his fellow members 
tb At there would beuo trouble in getting 
the rule suspended, and persuaded them 
that he really knew whereof he was 
talking. This rule has beeu violated in 
the past, but it was announced early this 
year that the legislature would be more 
strict, this year, and would refuse busi- 
ness which had been needlessly delayed. 
We do not suppose Couucilrnuu Sprague 
really took this method to defeat the 
bill, although many have that impies- 
sion, and are rather outspokeu in de- 
nouuciug the impoitatiou of the uuder- 
hauded methods of the Boston Common 
Council iuto the hitherto respectable oity 
politics of Newton. Still it leaves him 
on either horn of a rather uupleasant 
dilemma, either he did not know of w hat 
he was talking, or he took au unfair 
method of defeating the bill. Ab public 
sentiment is almost unanimous in favor 
of a Board of Public Works, it is rather 
unfortunate that one man’s iguorauce or 
uteutiou was able to defeat it. Of 
course the city has power uudcr the 
charter to establish such a board, with- 
out any limitation of the term of service, 
and perhaps that will be the wisest way 
to settle the matter, aud then appeal to 
the legislature next year in tim,-, to 
remedy the defect. In tba£ way, the in- 
terests of the city would not sutler. 


Now that Congress lias adjourned 
there is some hope that business will re- 
vive, aud the way to bring it about is for 
everyone to stop bewailing over “the 


hard times,” pay their bills as fast as 
they can and look hopefully to the 
future. Here In Newton the great ma- 
jority are as well off as tboy cvor wore, 
low of thoso working for others have 
had their salaries reduced, and the 
prices of all they have to buy have been 
greatly reduced. Living expouses are 
really cheaper than for years, while all 
articles of olothing can be bought iu 
many cases for about hnlf former prices, 
so that even if incomes have been re- 
duced expenses have been reduced in 
proportion. 


"Hawaii and Nonantum” was the 
rather startling headline in one 
of tho Boston papors that covered 
an account of a recent lec- 
ture, for the benefit of the Indus- 
trial school. Nonantum natives did not 
relish the implied comparison of their 
home to those unfortunate islands, now 
iu the possession of and under rule of 
what the South used to call carpet-bag- 
gers. The natives in Nonantum are still 
allowed to vote $ud critioize the existing 
government without fear of imprison- 
ment for life and $10,000 fines. 


Patrons of the grand opera this week 
have had many disappointments to bear 
on account of illness of favorite singbrs. 
The grippe is no respectorof persons, but 
attacks a $1500 a night singer just as 
readily as it does the average persoD, and 
holders of season tickets have thought a 
little more so. The New England climate 
in March and Boston east winds combined 
are about as fatal combinations as these 
high priced song-birds could encounter, 
and the wonder is that opera managers 
will visit us at this particular season 
every year. 


The Boston Post’s musical critic evi- 
dently docs not live in tbe suburbs. He 
wants to know why people will persist 
in going out from the grand opera per- 
formances just as the climax iis reached 
in the last act, thus losing a good thiDg 
themselv s and spoiling it for others. 
As tbe only alternative is losing the last 
traiD, suburbanites can’t help them- 
selves. The opera managers are the ones 
to blame, for not having their perfor- 
mances end earlier. 


The Waltham liquor sellers are rather 
taken back by the announcement that a 
first class license will cost them $2,300 
this year, and a number of them will 
have to give up business, if this price is 
fixed. It takes a large and profitable 
business to stand such a tax as this, but 
all those who think high license the 
most effective temperance measure, will 
watch the experiment with interest. 
Waltham seems a very favorable locality 
to try it. 


TnE Supreme Court has decided in 
favor of Newton, in tbe case brought by 
Oliver H. Perry and others of Needham 
Their farms were taken by the city, for 
our water supply, and they were paid 
lull value for them. In spite of tbis, 
they sought to keep possession of the 
farms, and keep up tbeir piggeries, and 
stables, the same as before they were 
paid for tbeir laud. The court’s decision 
is that the city is eutitled to tbe ex- 
clusive use of the land, as that vas what 
it paid for. 

Y. M. C. A. 

A highly interesting aud instructive 
lecture was delivered by Prof. Wm. T. 
Sedgwick in Y. M. C. A. hall last 
Wednesday eveuing, upon the “Personal 
care of the health.” 

He likened the body to a machine and 
carried that idea throughout bis remaiks 
to the delight and satisfaction of tbe 
audience present. 

“Health” be said, “is tbe condition of 
tho machine when in good running order 
aud when iu that state it is the most per- 
fect machine knowu. We should con- 
stantly care for tbis machine and guard 
agaiust diseases which are divided into 


had sufficient margin of health to over- 
come the impurities. 

We should caro for our health as 
we do for our hank account. 

Wo can gain health by plenty of sleep 
as that is the time when nature repairs 
her machine. 

More people undoreat than overeat. 
Eating before sleeping is oonducive to 
health 111 spite of teaching to the con- 
trary. 

Many people batho themselvea too 
much and as ono man said, “bathe them- 
selvea to eternity.” 

Common sense should be our guide 
and if we should find the machine get- 
ting out of order wo should not drown 
ourselves with quack medicines but 
should at once consult a good doctor. 

We do not live for ourseWes alone bo 
all our care is not selfishness.

MASSAGE FOR BLACK EYES. 


Better Than Taint and Beefsteak For Ob- 
literating Evidence of Flntln Encounters. 

Thoso who mnko a business of oblit- 
erating evidence of fistic encounters in 
tho shnpo of black oyos by painting tho 
damaged optics no longer onjoy a mo- 
nopoly of snob business.

It doos not roquire an ex- 
port to do it. All that is necessary is to 
move the fingers rapidly and firmly over 
tho bruised snrfaco nnd to keop it up 
until tho last vestigo of discoloration has 
disappeared. The explanation is easy. 
Wbero tho blow has boon roceived the 
blood becomes congested. It is tho clots 
of blood showing through tho transpar- 
ent skin thnt produces tho black effect. 
The prossnre of the fingers gradually 
loosens tho clotted blood, which passos 
•iff into the gonoral currents of circula- 
tion, and fresh and properly colored 
blood takes its place.”

SrnM of Twitfl In Insect*. 

Tho entomologists have detected nnd 
duly noted a singular development of 
tho sense of tasto in insects of the but- 
terfly family. The larvso of buttorflies 
aud moths all eat foods which are not 
adapted to the wants and tastes of the 
perfect inseot, and which, in some in- 
stances, is positively obnoxious to the 
fully developed creature. Take, for au 
instance, tho horrid "hog nosed cater- 
pillar, ” which lives on tho leaves of 
tho prickly ash and also makoslifo bur- 
densome to the orange grower. Its par- 
ents are Mr. and Mrs. Papilio Cres- 
phontes of tho order Lepidoptcra, fam- 
ily Papilionidic, and are the largost and 
most bountiful butterflies found in the 
latitude of Missouri. Tho full grown 
insect of this species will not touch tho 
loaves of either of tho trees mentioned 
above, but on them it deposits eggs, and 
when these hatch the substance of the 
leaves furnish the proper food for the 
larva). Aro wo to infer from thiH curi- 
ous habit that tho feinalo butterfly of 
this species remombers her early exist- 
ence, and from that argues that prickly 
ash and orange loaves are tho proper 
food for her young, or are we to say 
that "instinct” guides her to a proper 
selection of food for Iter progeny? Is it 
not a fact that we attribute things to 
"instinct” because wo aro ignoraut — 
that is to say, bccanso we do not know 
whero "instinct” leaves off aud roason 
begins? — St. Louis Republic.

After a good deal of 
deliberation and a consultation with the 
school authorities the public property com- 
mittee of 18!)5 decided in favor of a 12-room 
brick schoolhouse to cost about $80,000, and 
to be erected ns near the centre of the ward 
as possible. The J. L. Clarke estate on 
Chestnut street was recommended and 
Monday night the aldermen passed the 
order authorizing the purchase of same. 
It is regarded as an ideal and very central 
location. 

—Mr. Andrew J. Fiske, who has been 
established in business many years here, 
died at his home on Henshaw street of 
pneumonia Tuesday morning, Deceased 
was 56 years of age. He conducted a large 
stove, tinware and plumbing business and 
was considerably interested in real estate.

These were designed especially 
for people of moderate means and were 
sold ufter the co-operative plan, purchasers 
having the opportunity of applying the 
rent toward the principle. Mr. Fiske was 
a sugaclous business man and was regard- 
ed as a financier of more than ordinary 
ability. He met with reverses, of course, 
like many others, but he had an unilagging 
courage and succeeded largely through a 
quality of persistency which wns perhaps 
one of the marked characteristics of the 
man. lie had a kindly heait and never de- 
serted a frleud. He was one who had 
opinions and was not afraid to expre>s 
them. Those who knew him well learned 
to esteem him for many excellent traits, 
lie was a friend to be depended upon, a 
man who was above the sordid considera- 
tion of self advantage, At one time Mr. 
Fiske was quite prominent in politics. He 
served in tho common council in 1885, 86 
and 87, He was a member of the board of 
overseers ot the poor four years 1890—181)2, 
succeeding the late George Allen. As a 
member of the city government. Mr. 
Fiske demonstrated the qualities of good 
judgment and tact which had been con- 
spicuous in his career as a business man. 
Deceased was identified with various 
social organizations and societies includ- 
ing Newton lodge, I. O. O. F. and Triton 
Council, R. A. A widow and son survive 
him.

In- 
cidents showing the other side of tlie 
man — the true side, iu fact — are rare, 
but that this wouderful author is not 
quite the literary barbarian which he is 
so generally made out to be finds but 
stronger evidouco in a little story which 
I heard quite recently. 

Not long ago an ambitious young 
writer composed bis first story. He was 
rather skeptical of its merit, and being 
a groat reader and admirer of Kipling’s 
work determined to send his literary 
firstborn to Kipling for criticism. His 
friends tried to dissuade him from the 
idea, telling him that he would never 
see his story again. But his faith iu his 
favorite author was strong, and the 
story went to Kipling. A week passed 
by, and finally ueurly a mouth had 
elapsed. Tho youug writer suffered keen- 
ly from the ridicule of his friends iu the 
meantime, uud, truth to tell, his faith 
began to waver. Duriug tho fifth week, 
however, a letter came postmarked 
“Brattloboro, Vt.,” uud tho youug 
writer opened it with feverish haste. 

There was his muuuseript, true 
enough, but scarcely could he recognize 
it. Kipling had evidently put days of 
work upou it, rnukiug corrections, sug- 
gestions uud interlineations until the 
story contained more of Kipling than of 
its original uuthur. With the manu- 
script came a letter, iu which Kipling 
said that he was not “iu the habit of 
doing this sort of thing, because it took 
so much time." Hut in this case he saw 
a good chance to make (5 for a particu- 
lar fresh air fund iu which he was in- 
terested, and if Mr. thought the 

work he hud putou this manuscript was 
worth that sum he would bo glud to re- 
oeive it for liis fund and would send a 
receipted billl

A DESERT MYSTERY. 


Colonel Whitehead is a story teller 
from way back and has a reputation as 
a raconteur that spreads over a dozen 
western states and territories and from 
the waters of the Atlantic to those of 
the Pacific. He has had innumerable 
thrilling adventures, both in war and in 
peace, and when in the proper humor 
he will spin yarns of the most absorb- 
ing interest by the lionr. 

One story that he related as we were 
jogging along behind the mules on a re- 
cent trip to the undoubted gateway of 
eheol — i. a, the sulphur banks of Kern 
county — is 60 uncanny and strange that 
I will venture to repeat it. 

“Some three years ago,” said the 
colonel, “I was engaged in making a 
survey from Rogers, on the Mojave des- 
ert, to Antioch. We made rapid prog- 
ress toward Fort Tejon pass, and it be- 
came necessary to check up the line, 
measuring distances from government 
corners, that the road might be accur- 
ately located upon the filing map. This 
work was assigned to an odd genius 
whom I will call Buck, a man past 65, 
tough as a knot and as wicked as a pi- 
rate.

I sometimes 
think the strange manifestation which 
I am about to relate to you might have 
been due to Buck’s profanity. Certain- 
ly if man can ever have power to sum- 
mon spirits, evil or good, from the neth- 
er world, Buck ought to have had that 
power in no small measnro. 

“I began the inspection of the survey 
preparatory to the right of way work, 
starting at Rogers, a desolate station on 
the A. and P. road, on the borders of an 
immense dry lake. We made our first 
camp some 15 miles west of that point.

“When darkness came on and only 
the outlines of the gaunt mountains 
across the desert were discernible in the 
starlight, Buck of a sudden said, ‘Colo- 
nel, 1 never thought nu engine head- 
light could be seen so plainly at Lancas- 
ter. ” 

“ ‘Nor did I, * was my reply, as I saw 
close to the ground at a distance diffi- 
cult to estimate a round, strango col- 
ored light or ball of fire, very like u 
locomotive headlight. A moment’s 
watching, however, soon convinced mo 
that the light was erratic in its move- 
ments and was nothing more or less 
than a grand displuy of tho ‘ignis futuos’ 
or will o’ tho wisp, something 1 had 
seen many times at tho ends of tho spars 
or musthoudsof u ship at sou, hut liover 
on laud or in such magnitude. 1 said 
to Buck: ‘It’s no headlight. It’s ouo of 
your ghosts come to convince mo of the 
truth of your stories. ’ lie turned white 
as a shoot and grasped mo by tlio arm, 
saying, ‘It’s coming dead for us, sure as 
wo live. ’ 

“Ami so it was. Dancing up and 
down, it eamo nearer and nearer. I 
must confess it mudo even mu u trifle 
nervous, while us for Buck he evidently 
took my juke about the ghost in dead 
Mu ncbt and was completely panio strick- 


en. ‘b'or God’s sake I’ so cried, ‘let tn 
got out or" this, ’ and was on tlio point 
of jumping up and running off into tho 
desert when nil of a sudden tho light 
disappeared and was seen no more that 
night. 

“Buck finally quieted down, though 
I could see by his nervousness and fre- 
quent quick glances in the direction in 
which the light had appeared that he 
was still in dread of its reappearance. 

“I discussed tho matter with him for 
hours, trying to explain tho real nature 
of tho phenomenon, and that uo possi 
bio harm could como of it. But ho 
would not have it that way. and all 
that I could sny did not. influence his 
superstitious dread of the strange np 
penranoe. 

“‘Colonel,’ he said, ‘it’s a hoodoo 
This railroad scheme and its promoters 
will die suddenly.

“I laughed at his fears, and we lay 
down to rather a restless night.

Finally his slowness 
caused night to como on before our task 
was completed, nnd we therefore return- 
ed at dusk to the same camping place 
as tho night bofore. 

“After we had eaten snpper Buck 
said: ‘Colonel, I never want to seo that 
infernal light again. Ghosts or no 
ghosts, it’s no good, and no luck will 
come of it. ’ 

“Tho words were scarcely out of his 
mouth when, apparently not more than 
a hundred yards away, the huge ball of 
fire appeared like n flash, dancing np 
and down and seemingly coming dead 
toward us. Now Buck becamo almost 
beside himself with terror. ‘Let’s go, 
and the quicker the better, ’ shouted my 
now thoroughly alarmed companion, but 
suddenly, as on the previous night, the 
light vanished. Buck then recovered 
some portion of his equanimity, and 
though he was still anxious to return to 
camp I finally persuaded him that there 
was danger that we would lose our way 
if we ventured out on the desert after 
dark, while if we remained there was 
nothing to be afraid of. Neither of ns 
slept much, however, for I must confess 
that I had a sort of ‘creepy’ sensation 
myself, and we were up early next 
morning, completed our work and got 
an early start back to camp. 

“Whilo wo were on the road Buck 
said: ‘Colonel, I don’t want to discour- 
age you, but the people who are at tjie 
head of this scheme to build a competing 
railroad will die suddenly, and this 
work will stop. In fact, I wouldn’t 
wonder if yon and I both went over the 
range with them to keep them company. 
But they are going, sure!’ 

“ ‘How little you know!’ I replied, 
and I could say no more, as my backers 
were then unknown. 

“Now let me tell you the strango se- 
quel. The very same week that Buck 
made his prediction the Barings failed.

ANNUAL MEETING IMl’ltO VE.MENT SO- 
CIETY. 

"We have imsscd auotlier milestone iu 
the liLturv of the as&tciutioo. Our mem- 
bership has slightly increased over the 
preceding year uud now numbers 190 mem- 
bers. 

"Your committee fed that we have great 
rcusou for congratulation on our success us 
an organization, Public improvements 
have beeu brought about which could hot 
otherwise have beeu accomplished, allow- 


ing tho power, Influence and Importance of 
the association. 

“The new Hyde school building referred 
to in our last annual report as being iu 
progress of construction, is now oompletod 
nnd occupied and Is everything that our 
citizens eould de'Ire, aitlstlc in Brehitec- 
ture, perfect In its appointments, heating, 
ventilation nnd sanitary arrangements. 
On its completion, your commit. eu re- 
quested the city government to have it 
dedicated in a fitting manner. The mayor 
suggested that if the citizens would tike 
the Initiative, the city government would 
gladly join in the exercises. Your com- 
mittee acted on the suggestion and ar- 
ranged for the dedication, which was held 
In the hall of the building on Thursday, 
January 10th. 1895. 

"A conierence was held with tho New- 
ton Centre Improvement Association in 
relation to the railroad fares on the Boston 
A Albany road. A sub-committee was ap- 
pointed to present our claims to the 
officials of the nad, resulting in a reduc- 
tion of fares to correspond with those on 
the main line, which amounts to about 
84.U0 per year to every person doing busi- 
ness in Boston, or a saving of from $5.50 to 
8(1 to eacli family in our village which Is 
from five and one half to six times as much 
ns each member pays into our association. 
It has been truly said, if tho association 
did nothing more than this one thing, it 
would pay well for all it costs. 

“The city purchased 9ome GOO feet of 
frontage on Crystal Lake at the request of 
the association, and through the efforts of 
Ex-Councilman L. A. Ros9, which will be 
devoted to park purposes. The land was 
valued at 25 cents per foot. The city paid 
one half of thin amount and Mr. Moses G. 
Crane, the owner, donated the other hnlf. 
It is estimated that it will cost $800 to im- 
prove the land, build a stone wall ulong 
the water front, build walks, plant shrub- 
bery, etc. The city appropriated one half 
of tliis amount on the strength of a promise 
made by your committee that the associa- 
tion would pay an equal amount. The 
work was commenced last fall and will be 
completed as soon a9 the weather will per- 
mit. 

"Your oommitteo voted to pay S85 of the 
amount from the treasury and the balance 
to be raised by private subscription, and 
up to this time, we have eolleoted the sum 
of $230 and pay snme to the city treasury, 
together with the 885 out of our treasury, 
making 8315, leaving a balance of $85 to be 
paid, 8 Go of which is already pledged. 

"Your committee purchased two public 
waste barrels and placed one at the en- 
trance to depot on Walnut street and the 
other on Lincoln street, near Columbus, 
the object being to serve as receptacles for 
waste paper, fruit, etc., instead of being 
strewn on our streets. A notice was made 
of it In the oitv papers which brought the 
matter to the attention of the board of 
health who caused similar barrels to be 
placed all over the city. 

“During the year we caused to be set 
out, 49 trees.”

FORTUNES IN FRUIT STANDS. 

niff Mom*r In Small llttalneaa by Fro- 
nnnilml Italian*. 

Fow of tho tin mgli Hess puRBorsby nnd 
cfintioe pntroiiR of the corner fruit, at awls 
on tho city street* realize tho compara- 
tively largo profit* reaped hy thoso who 
havo their capital invested in thiH ap- 
parently insignificant business. To tho 
average onlooker us ho casts a careless 
glunm at tho vender of fruit and candy 
probably the only thought that, occurs 
is t hut hero is a poor nufortnnato for- 
eigner onst. on our shores, who manages 
hy 7liis simple means to eko out a liv- 
ing for himself and a largo family of 
Binuli children. Indeed a closer inspec- 
tion into tho comfortless lives of thoso 
seekers for gain, involving long hours 
spout in continued application to work, 
tho short remaining tituo passed in 
sqnnlid homos or on tho stroets, wonid 
reveal littlo of tho true stato of affairs. 

Thero is avast difference in tho indi- 
cations from outward appearances. 
Some of them enrry an air of prosperity 
in nontness of dress nnd carelessness of 
air. Others soom to wish to ndvertiso 
their poverty by a show of tatterod gar- 
ments and generally destitnte appear- 
ance. Bat in goneral those appearances 
are deceitful. The man in rags may or- 
dinarily bo regarded as more fortunato 
than his apparently prosperous brother. 
He is making more because it is not so 
much what is made in profits ns what is 
saved, and in a small business, liko that 
of tho corner frnit dealers, this general 
principle is especially truo. 

Tho nmount of tho gains possible to 
tho astute dealers is seen from a fow ex- 
amples of unusual prosperity. A short 
time ago an Italian who had beon in 
tho business on a down town cornor for 
ten years closed out his business to n 
successor, receiving from him $2,200 for 
tho privilege of his location. This 
amount he added to a fortune of $00,- 
000 already accumulated. In the stock- 
yards region a similar sale was mado iu 
consideration of $250. In tho sanio 
neighborhood the death recently of a 
voteran in tho business revealed tho fact 
that he had been possessed of proporty 
amounting to $17,000. Some of our 
largest business blocks, notably on State 
and Halsted streets, are now owned hy 
those who started in business in this 
way. — Chicago Journal.

Not long ago a young Vermonter, who 
is said to be regarded as a genius in his 
native village, applied to tho managing 
editor of a city newspaper of wide cir- 
culation for a position as reporter.

A scheme for the development of a 
large section of Newton and Newton 
Centre, which was brought before the 
last city government, bur, on which no 
action was taken, has again been brought 
to the attention of the city authorities, 
and with the hope that immediate action 
will be taken. Among those interested 
are a large uumber of prominent real es- 
tate owners. 

The scheme provides for the opening 
of a new roadway from the new Com 
monwealtb avenue boulevard to Wash- 
ington street, (Newton) a distance of 
about 1 1 2 miles. 

The plan provides for either a very 
wide street or a boulevard, which would 
start from a point on the new parkway a 
little east of Centre street. The new 
roadway would cross Cotton and .8 it gent 
streets, and atrike Franklin street be- 
tween Centro and Park streets. From 
this point it would follow practically the 
line of Eldredge street to Washington. 
It would cross a large portion of the 
centra) part of the city, which is as yet 
almost undeveloped. 

The matter is now before the highway 
committee, and a report to the city coun- 
cil is expected within a few weeks.

Kewtou’s Telephone Service. 

There have been a number of iuuova- 
tious in tbe telepboue setvice in this city 
owing iu part to the policy of the city 
government in requiring the placing of 
all wires underground. The New Eng- 
land Telephone Company was grauted 
recently several locations for under- 
ground conduits, and work has just been 
completed upon a section ot Ceutte 
street between Washington and Church 
streets, a distance of about 1500 feet. 
The cable coutains 120 wires. It is so 
constructed that two wires are twisted 
together forming a pair, aud tbe direcliou 
taken is that of a screw, one complete 
twist beiug made iu a specified distance, 
accurately determiu. d by experiment, 
the purpose beiug to avoid cross-talk and 
induction. The wires are iusulated by 
paper as the retarding effect is thus re- 
duced to the tniuimum. 

The oompauy has also completed an 
overhead cable from Newton to Boston. 
The wires are all copper, the idea beiug 
to provide a copper orient for long dis- 
tance work. Another new oveihead 
cable extending from Newton to New- 
tonville has been placed iu position aud 
is uow ready for use. These oveihead 
cables couuect with tbe uudergrouud 
service before entering tbe ceulral 
office. 

Iu tbe spriug, work will probably be 
commenced on the construction of uuder- 
grouud conduits for the West Newtou 
district. There Jims been a large in- 
crease in busiuess iu tbe three Newtou 
exchanges during the past six months. 
The growth has been pai ticulurly marked 
iu tbe exchange loo tied in the east eud 
of the city of which Horton 8. Allen is 
the manager. There have been so many 
additions to tbe uuiuber of subscribers 
that it has been fouud necessary to ap- 
point an additional inspector. 

Tbe service, as a whole, since the 
inauguration of the improvements above 
referred to, has shown a great ad vuuce 
for tbe better. There are uow very few 
complaiuts from subscribers. Oue 
reason fot this is tbe introduction of 
moiallio circuits. Tbe grouud circuits 
are beiug rapidly suppluuted iu that way 
aud ere loug will completely pass tulo 
ancient history.

rrosidont Joseph W. Parker called the 
common council to order at 7.45 o’clock, 
sharp, Monday evening. 

Following the reading of the iecords, 
hearings were opeued and closed on 
the laying out of Cook and Green 
streets. 

CONCURRENT BU8INESS. 

The following petitions were acted 
upon in concurrence: Delia Sullivan, 
claims for damages on account of fall on 
Deacon street, referred to committee on 
claims; G. R W. Scott, for sewer in Ken- 
rick park, referred to committee on 
sewers; Mellon Bray, for permit to extend 
basement uuder Union street sidewalk, 
Foster, et al.. for sidewalks on Centre 
street, Jere Cotter «fe Sons, contractors, 
for extra compensation for work on 
boulevard, Lowell, et al., for street 
watering on Middlesex road, referred to 
highway committee. 

The report of the assessors for 1894 
and that of the committee on printing 
relative to publishing extracts from the 
ordinances in the Newton directory were 
received and accepted. 

These orders were passed in concur- 
rence: Authorizing Mellen Bray to ex- 
tend basement of store under Union 
street sidewalk; authorizing ordinance 
committee to report in print on changes 
in ward and precinct lines; authorizing 
the laying out of Hale, aud Nehoidon 
roads; authorizing the purchase of 71,830 
feet of land on Chestnut street (the 
Clark estate), as a site for the new West 
Newton schoolhouse and the issue of 
twenty $1000 bonds for its purchase. 

The order which came down from the 
upper branch authorizing an appropria- 
tion of $150 for printing extracts from 
the. ordinances iu the Newton directory 
about to bo issued by Messrs. Drew, Al- 
lis & Co., was the occasion of some dis- 
cussion. 

Councilman Ober asked for informa- 
tion. Does this proposed publication, 
he queried, cover the ordinances as 
published iu pamphlet form? 

President Parker— The appropriation 
is to provide for publishiug extracts of 
the ordinances. 

Councilman Ober— I cannot see the 
necessity of spending $150 for that. 
Those who desire copies of the ordin- 
ances can obtain them iu book form at 
the City Hall without cost. 

Councilmau Hutchinson— I must say 
that 1 am iu doubt about the real neces- 
sity of publishing the extracts from the 
ordinances iu the directory. If there is 
any good reason for appropriating 
money for that purpose, I should like 
to know what it is, for it is not apparent 
to my mind. 

Councilman Everett— The appropria- 
tion for (lie purpose iu the past has been 
$100, The supply of the ordinances iu 
pamphlet form is not large. Citizms 
generally are not aware that the copies 
of the widiuances can be procuied at the 
City Hill. The committee on priming, 
after investing the vaii tus phases of the 
matter, decided that it would be advis- 
able to print some of the more impm taut 
sections in the directory. It would, it 
was thought, reach the public better iu 
that way. Another point that was taken 
into con Oder iti«>n was that of miking 
some leturu to the publishers of the di- 
rectory for the laige amount of matter 
relating to the eity printed wi bout 
cost. 

Councilman Mudge, who was respon- 
sible at a previous meeting of the coun- 
cil for reft r mg the directory advertising 
order to the fiu.iuee committee, stid that 
h a bad secured additional light iu refer- 
ence to the subject aud that he should 
vote for it. 

Council Snrigue slid that the city 
only Lssued 400 copies of the ordinances 
in book lo.m and that the cost, he un- 
derstood, was $1 each. He thought that 
it would be in tne interests of the econo- 
my to print the extracts in the directory, 
a method, it seemed to him, of reaching 
a larger number of people at less ex- 
pense. 

Councilmau Hutcbiuson — 1 cannot see 
where th ) dem ind oomds from for doing 
this. It looks like au unnecessary ex- 
pense, more of a ban^fi’, seemingly, to 
the publisheis of the directory than to 
the citiz-us or the city. 

Councilman Sprague — If citizens had 
a better opportunity ol deriving knowl- 
edge of the ordinances, there would have 
been fewer cases of arraigning resident 
in court for the violation of the provi- 
sions governing the clearing of the snow 
and ice from the sidewalks. Some way 
should bo devised of getting at the peo- 
ple and the diiectory seems as desirable 
as any thus f «r suggested. 

Couucilm m Crauitch — I cannot help re- 
garding it as mistaken charity to give 
$150 for a ninth >d <d advertising that 
will ouly reach about oa>*-teub o the 
people. I cannot v-ite for the orJor. 

Councilmiu llobirr — The ommittce 
considered Ihe subject very carefully 
and its members were uuammously in 
favor of advertising in the directory. It 
seemed to be the best thing to do undei 
the oircumstancea. 

On the v<ite. the order was defeated. 0 
members voting in the affirmative, 7 iu 
the negative, 1 absent. 

The West Newton Kchoolhou4e laud or- 
der hid its second reading, ou motion of 
Couucilman Hatlield, ouly ou r vote be- 
ing recorded iu opposition The order 
took passage by a unanimous vote of the 
members present— 13 yeas, 1 absent. 

NEW BUSINESS. 

Uuder the head of new business. 
Councilman Uutc iinson pres uted the 
petitiou of G. W. Luesou, etal., for 
sidewalks ou west side of Bowdoin 
stieet.

brook which runs through her land, and 
extending from Commonwealth avenue 
to Horoor street westerly; the samo to bo 
filled in and finished off in a proper 
manner ns a street, provided the city 
will agroo to HU to the height of the pro- 
posed Btreot, the land of Mrs. H index- 
tending from tho south line of the brook, 
southerly, to a point which is now on a 
level of tho height of tho proposed 
street, and oxtending from the roar of 
tho house at present occupied by Mrs. 
Rand westerly to Ilomer street, without 
expense to Mrs. Hind. 

This matter was brought to the atten- 
tion of the committee on highways last 
year; ami tho then chairman is some- 
what informed in the mntter. 

As I presume early this spring, you 
will bo likely to fluish Commonwealth 
avenue from Contro street westward, it 
seems to mo that if this proposition 
meets with the approval of the city that 
it would bo a good time to carry out this 
plan. One object of this suggestion is to 
make a broad avenue direct from Centre 
street to tho main entranoe of the New- 
ton Centro Playground.

SCHOOLS ATHLETIC MEET. 


NEWTON’S CHANCES IN THE ANNUAL 
COMPETITION. 


In the anuual meet for the schools held 
uuder the auspices of the Boston Ath- 
letic Association, the date of which is 
fixed lor the 23d of this month, Newton 
high ought to score quite a number of 
points this year, for with the exception 
of Worcester high the men have bettor 
facilities for training than any other 
school in the association. In the school 
drill hall aud gymnasium, which is used 
as traiuiug quarters, raised corners have 
been built, so that ever since the season 
opened the men have had the practice of 
taking them. This is a meat advantage, 
for in all the schools, with the exception 
of those uamed, the meu have no practice 
with spikes and raised corners until the 
very day of the meet. 

The captain of the athletic team this 
year is W. S Fitz, who is also captain of 
the polo and baseball teams, as well as 
being tennis champion of the school. 
He is entered in the 40 yard dash, and is 
ruuning iu spleudid form. The men in 
the 40 with Fitz will be Cutting ami 
ei'ticr Owens or Hollis. 

C. B. (Jotting, the best mau Newton 
has for the 300-yard run, has made the 
distance in 41 1-5 seconds on the poor 
track at the gymnasium. G. D. Spauld- 
ing is the other prominent man, having 
made second place to Cutting at the open 
meet last mouth. There are two more 
men who have shown much abili'y in 
this run, Hollis and Folsom. Hollis is 
out for tb 40 also, but is considered a 
better man for this event. 

The 600 has but two eotries. Hand and 
Burdou, The former won the event at 
the school meet in 1m 32s, which is fast 
lime for the track, and before the 23d 
s'lould come down several seconds.

I)R. WHITTEN’S CASE. 

GOVERNOR OlIKKXIIALHK ASKS THAT I IF. 
UK SET FUSE. 


On account of the statement of tho 
New Haven jurors that they did not find 
a true bill against Dr. Geo. E. Whitten 
of Auburudale, but only against Dr. J. 
K. Lee, Govornor Greonhnlge has written 
a letter to Govornor Coffin of Connecti- 
cut, asking that Dr. Whitten be released. 

Monday Dr. Whitten and his counsel, 
ex-Gov. Long, appeared before Gov. 
Collin at Hartford and preBouted a re- 
quest from Gov. Greenhalge, asking that 
Dr. Whitten bo restored to the state of 
Massachusetts as a free man. 

The request was backed up by a 
lengthy Mtatement of tbe law by Atty.- 
Gen. Kuowltou of Massachusetts, which 
sot forth that, as Dr. Whitten had not 
been properly indicted, but indicted 
through error and mistake, such an iu- 
dictment should not hold under the law 
of the comity of states, and, therefore, 
ought to be quashed and Dr. Whitten re- 
stored to freedom. . 

Gov. Coffin listened carefully to the 
opinion, and stated to Dr. Whitten’s 
oounsel very emphatically that, if he was 
satisfied that any wrong had been done, 
he would gladly rectify tbe error. He 
agreed to uotify State Attorney Doolittle 
of New Haven county and sot a hearing 
on the matter at once. 

Atty. Penny and ex- Judge W. B. Stod- 
dard, counsel for Dr. Whitten, consider 
the request to Gov. Coffin an ill-advised 
proceeding, as they doubt the power of 
the Governor to return a person to 
another state after be bus been indicted 
and extradited, and has given bail. Dr. 
Whitten’s innocence is so plain, in their 
opinion, that he should waive all techni- 
calities and stand trial. 

GROUND ON WHICH GOV. GREENHALGE 

URGES GOV. COFFIN TO INTERFERE. 

The letter sent by Gov. Greeulialge is 
as follows: 

Boston. Mass., Mar. 7, ’05. 

To the Hon. O. Vincent Coflio, Gov- 
ernor of tbe state of Connecticut— Sii 
On Jan. 14, 1805, I received a requisition 
from you for the surrender of one George 
E. Whitten, a fugitive from justice. The 
requisition being in tbe usual form, was 
complied with, aud Whitten, a citizen of 
Massachusetts, was duly surrendered to 
tbe autboiities of Connecticut. 

A petitiou has been filed by Whitten 
asking me to recall bis surrender, stating 
as reasons therefor that the indictment 
against him was rendered by mistake, 
aud was never intended to be returned 
by tbe grand jury. 

A copy of what purports to be an affi- 
davit of all the grand jurymen accom- 
panies tbe petitiou. The affidavit states 
that the grand jury did not find a true 
bill against Whitteu, aud that, if a true 
bill was returned against him it was re- 
turned by mistake. 

Whitten pleaded to the indictment, 
and gave bonds for his appearance be- 
fore being iufoimeJ of the foregoing, 
lie is uow in Massachusetts, but beiug 
under recoguizauce to appear to answer 
to the indictment, is, I presume, by legal 
instruction still held upon requisition. 

1 am advised by the attoiuey geueral 
of the com nonweallh that I have no 
jurisdiction in the matter, aud that tbe 
certificate of the Governor of Connecti- 
cut as to the authenticity of the indict- 
ment is conclusive upon my action. I 
have, therefore, declined to grant tho 
petition. 

If, however, the statements or affida- 
vits of the members of the graud jury 
are true, serious wrong has been done to 
a citizen of Massachusetts, no less than 
to yourself. I cannot believe that, if 
you had been advised that the grand 
jury had Dot intended to return an iu- 
dictmenr against Dr. Whitten, you could 
have issued a requisition against him. 
While the matter is not within my juris- 
diction’ it is entirely within your power 
to investigate the facts, and if, upon in- 
vestigation, you should find the said 
statements or affidavits of tho erand 
jurors m be true, I canuot doubt that 
you will take measures to see that tbe 
wrong done to Dr. Whitten is redressed. 

1 beg leave, therefore, to call your at- 
tention to tbs matter, with a full ex- 
pecta'ion that you will see to it that 
justice is done in the matter.

Mil. It. n. DAY ASSAULTED AND KORIIKD 
II Y THREE MEN. 

Mr. Henry Brooks Day, organist and 
ohoirmasler|of Grace church, was re- 
turning from Brighton, Tuesday evening, 
where ho had been to give a music les- 
son, when bo was set upon by throe men 
near the Boston line on Tromont street* 
They came from behind him, and he was 
just about to turn around to see who was 
following him, when ho was knocked 
down by a blow from either a sand-bag 
or a club. The men sprung upon him 
and first broke his glasses so that he was 
nnable to see them, and one held a 
hand over his mouth, while the others 
held his hands and went through his 
pockets. They took his gold watch and 
chain, his pooket book containing five 
dollars iu bills, some two dollars in 
change, symphony concert tickets and 
a Boston and Albany ticket book with 
about ten rides left on it, and his seal 
skin gloves. They were trying to wrench 
a ring from hiB finger wheu they heard a 
haok coming from Newton and ran 
away. 

Mr. Day picked himself up and called 
to the hackdriver, whose number was 
182, but be paid no attention, uud finding 
a hat on tbo ground he made his way to 
The Hunnewell, arriving there at a quar- 
ter to 10. His appearauce created a sen- 
sation, as his faoe was covered with 
blood, his vest wns torn open, and ho 
could hardly walk into the parlor, being 
somowhut dazed from the effect of the 
blow on his head. As soon as he could 
tell his story, the Newton and Brighton 
polico were notified, and Mr. Day’s 
wounds and bruises were cared for. It 
was found that instead of his own hat he 
had an old greasy affair, which evi- 
dently belonged to one of his assailants. 

Officers Conroy and Taffe came to the 
hotel and after learning the particulars, 
went to Brighton to try and discover 
some trace of the thieves. Dr. Winslow 
was summoned, but found that Mr. Day 
had escaped with slight injuries but he 
will feel the effect of the blows for some 
time. 

Tremont street from Oak Square to tho 
Newton line is one of the worst districts 
in this.viciuity, and has been notorious for 
kitchen barrooms and drunkenness. Bos- 
ton ought to maintain a regular patrol- 
man iu that section, as it is infested with 
disorderly characters and is avoided es- 
pecially at night. Judging from their 
speech, Mr. Day says that the three men 
were Irish, as they had adistinot brogue, 
but without his glasses be could not see 
enough to give any description of them. 
The police think the hat may lead to a 
clue, and tho pawnshops will be watcLed. 
Officer Conroy was on the corner of Tre- 
mont stieet and Waverley avenue at the 
time of the assault and noticed the hnck 
with a load of men, going toward Oak 
Square, and its number, 182, Boston. 

TWO OTHER A 88 AULTS. 

Two other assaults have been made in 
Newton recently, both upon women. A 
servant girl living on Park street was go- 
ing from Tremout street through Ver- 
non, when she was met by a man who 
demanded her satchel. She screamed 
and the fellow ran aud she hurried home 
as fast as she could. 

Mary Duane, a domestic employed in 
the family of E. J. H. Estabrook, was pars- 
ing through Boyd street about 9 o’clock 
Monday evening, when she was stopped by 
a man, who stepped suddenly from behind 
a tree. Without a word he struck her a 
heavy blow on the head, and stuffed the 
fingers of one hand into her mouth, while 
with the other he went through her 

S ockets. He found nothing, but relieved 
I iss Duane of her fur muff. She can give 
no description of the thief except that he 
was very tall, and wore a long light-colored 
ulster aud a soft hat. She was so thorough- 
ly frightened that she told no one of her 
adventure until the following morning, 
when the police were notified. Officers 
have been detailed to look up the case, but 
have met with little success. 


VERY QUIET STUDENTS. 

UNDER ESCORT OF THE POLICE AS GEN- 
TLE AS LAMBS. 

Harvard boys have been causing more 
^ or lesB disorder in Newton during the 
past few months, aud a few of them 
have been obliged to appear in the local 
court on account of some misdemeanor. 
The police have been on the lookout for 
Harvard boys and •propose to work on 
the principal that an ounce of prevention 
is worth a pound of cure. 

Last Saturday evening when the heads 
of the department were informed that a 
Harvard society, numbering nearly 90, 
would have an initiation dinner at Au- 
burudulo that evening, they prepared to 
preveut auy possible disturbance iu the 
small hours of the Sabbath. 

The company left the hotcd at Auburn- 
dale shortly before 1 o’clock, aud started 
the march to West Newton, where two 
special electrics were waiting to carry 
them to Newton from wbonce two more 
specials were to carry them over the 
West End to Cambridge. 

Scarcely had they left the hotel, when 
they were confronted by a detail of sev 
eral police officers, who quitely informed 
them that no disorder or disturbance 
would be tolerated. The mile walk 
from tho Woodland Park to West New- 
ton was accordingly accomplished in al- 
most uubroken silence, the officers mix- 
ing up in the crowd, aud keepings sharp 
lookout for auy disturbers. 

At West Newton the detail was re-en- 
forced, aud as the two specials moved 
off, the frout and back platforms were 
occupied by a detail of officers in 
charge of Sergt. Mitchell. At Newton- 
villa, at Newton, aud at intermediate 
points, numbers of offioeis were held in 
readiuess to assist in quelling any pos- 
sible disturbance. At Newton the same 
strict surveilence wus maintained, until 
tho West End curs had carried the stu- 
dents over the Watertown line. 

The pluu of the police was executed 
without a break, aud its success is a 
source of considerable congratulation 
umoug those concerned.

It is of the sheer- 
est, finest white organdie, the simple 
skirt being finished with a deep hem, 
the low cut bodice with a berthe of 
tucked muslin, and the full elbow sleeves 
also of the muslin in fine tucks. It is 
made over a white surah and a sash of 
white reaching nearly to the foot. This 
sash is not tied in the conventional 
manner, but a crush belt is made to 
fasten underneath a bow which has two 
upstanding loops, three drooping ones, 
and two long ends. This style of dress 
will be worn for graduation dresses by 
young girls the coming season. 


Dr. Yiquerat, of Geneva, after a long 
study of tuberculosis, has reached some 
extraordinary results Twenty-seven 
tuberculous patients of the second or 
third degree have undergone hiB treat- 
ment (subcutaneous injections of the 
serum of asses), aud twenty-five, who 
had been given up by their physicians as 
lost, are today entirely cured. An au- 
thoritative report gives the names and 
addresses of the twenty-five putieuts 
treated. As a result of this success a 
philanthropic Genevan has founded io 
Geneva the Yiquerat Institute for the 
treatment of persona whose case is 
looked upon as hopeless.

Postal cards have been in circulation a 
little less than twenty-live years. The 
idea originated with Dr. Emanuel liar- 
maun, a professor of national ecouomy 
at the Imperial Academy of Wiener, in 
Neustudt, Lowor Austria. 

Ilis ideas, uuder the head of "New 
Means of Correspondence by Post,” were 
published aud attracted the uttoution of 
the government officials. The direotor- 
general of posts took up the idea aud 
succeeded in haviug au issue of postal 
cards put in circulation iu 1800.

THE BIBLE. 


Manuscripts of the New and the Old Tes- 
taments Often Rewritten. 

Tho Now Testament, ns wo know it, 
comes down tons after having been kopt 
for hundreds of years in manuscript form 
by tho priests, "fathers of tho church,” 
and others. The writings have beon 
copied and recopiod probably scores of 
times, at least as often as occasion re- 
quired, being always renowed before 
becoming unintelligible by use and 
wear. The two oldest of theso manu- 
scripts dow known aro the Codex Seni- 
aticus and the Codex Yaticanus, each 
of which dates from tho.fourtli century, 
A. D. The languages originally used iu 
this work wero Hebrew nnd Greek, but 
after tho year 800 A. D. tho manu- 
scripts wero all, or nearly all, written 
in Latin. The last mentioned language 
was that adopted by tho Roman church 
in their translations aud was known as 
the "Vulgate,” because commouly used 
in the churches. As far back as the sev- 
enth century portions of tho Vulgate 
were translated into old English, and it 
wns also the version used by Wickliffo 
(Wyclif), Purvey and their predecessors 
and wns the first book printed from 
movablo typo, 1450-5. 

Tyndalo’s version was from a German 
translation of tho original Greek, made 
by Martin Luther. 

Tho "authorized version, ” or King 
James’ translation, was made by 47 of 
tho most eminent British scholars nnd 
was finished in tho year 1011. The 
Latin Vulgate was the main version 
used by them; but, so far as they were 
accessible, other manuscripts, both in 
the Greek and Hebrew, were consulted 
aud oompared. 

The manuscripts of the- Old Testa- 
ment have had similar experiences, hav- 
ing been written and rewritten thou- 
sands of times since tho first collection 
was put in writing by the priests aud 
leaders of tho Israelites, about tho year 
1500 B. C. All of the older copies have, 
of courso, been worn out or lost evor 
siuco long before the birth of Christ, 
tho oldest copies in manuscript form 
now in existence, so far as is known, 
dating from the year 600 A. D. — St. 
Louis Republic. 


Jewish Immunity From Disease. 

Out of a total population in New 
York of 1,891,000, 70.40 per cent, or 
1,383,000, live in 39,138 tenement 
houses. Apartment bouses of the bettor 
class aro not includod among tonomeut 
houses. It is a somowhat remarkable 
fnot that the lowest death rato in tho 
city is iu ono of tho most thickly set- 
tled tenement house districts, occupied 
by some of the poorest people, in tho 
wards where the Jewish population is 
the densest. The death rate among tho 
crowded Jews was iu 1891 only 18.78 to 
each 1,000, and in 1893 only 17. 14. Tho 
comparatively oleanly habits of theso 
Jews, their observance of tho Mosaic 
law about food and their abstincuco from 
alcoholio liquors aro given as explana- 
tions of their low death rato. In the 
Italian districts the death rato is double 
what it is among the Jews and tho pop- 
ulation uot so deuso, and even in the 
wards occupied by wealthy people tho 
death rato is greater than -niuong tho 
Jews. The Fourth, Fourteenth and 
Eighth aro tho Italian wards, aud the 
death rate in 1893 was 33.78, 85.12 
and 31.98 respectively. — Springfield Re- 
publican. 

The Kaiser’s Uniforms.

obergardorobier, wlio has under his com- 
mand two valets do ohaiubre. Thu nau- 
tical uniforms are placed under the 
ohurgo of au ex-suboffioer of tho Ger- 
man navy. Before the emperor under- 
takes any one of his many expeditious 
tho obergardorobier is provided with an 
exhaustive list of all the dresses and 
other paraphernalia that will be re- 
quired. — Loudon Tit-Bits.

The grade crossing question had an 
airing at the state bouse, this week, at 
the heating over the bill that no street 
railway shall hereafter be constructed 
across the tracks of any railroad at the 
same level therewith without the consent 
of the railroad commissioners, nor shall 
any railroad hereafter be constructed 
across the tracks of any street railway 
without such consent. The most inter- 
teresting point in the hearing was the 
speech of Mr. Hoar, of the Boston & Al- 
bany, who presented a substitute bill 
providing that the corporation desiring 
to cross tracks shall have the right to 
elect whether the railroad commission or 
a special board of commissioners to be 
appointed by the superior court, or any 
justice thereof, shall decide whether or 
not it shall have the right to cross or not 
as desired. 

The bill also contained an additional 
provision that in the future of abolition 
of grade crossings the street railway pay 
10 per cent of the cost of such abolition. 

This provision, Mr. Hoar said, would 
cause street railways to take a serious 
view, and be warned that if they go 
ahead and make their construction across 
the tracks of a steam railroad, then if 
the grade is ordered to be abolished they 
shall pay 10 per cent of the cost. 

“You would then,’’ he concluded, 
“ouly have crossings at grade where real 
public necessity demanded them. Mr. 
Hoar was of course attacked by the 
council for the street railway people, 
who, as they get their locations for 
nothing, have conceived the idea that it 
is the duty of some one else to pay all 
the expenses that they may be called 
upon to meet, as was shown by the New. 
ton street railway officials some days 
ago, when they wanted some oue to pay 
them for any expenses incurred on mov- 
ing their tracks, if Washington street 
was widened. Mr. J. Otis Wardwell 
claimed in behalf of the street railways 
that they were purely a benevolent insti- 
tution, aud electric road* were only built 
in response to a serious demaud for them. 
It is gratifviug to know, from their own 
testimony, that electric railways are 
such public-spirited concerns, as most 
people labored under tbelimpression that 
they were purely busiueBS corporations, 
formed solely for the purpose of makiug 
money. 

The assault and nigh w ay robbery on 
Tremont street uear Oak Square furnish- 
es a strong argument for the exten- 
sion of the electric car Hue to 
Newton. It ends now in oue of the 
most lonely and dangerous sections of 
Brighton, aud Newton passengers 
who are obliged to patronize these cars 
have a half mile walk before they get 
to the safety of the Newtou lyre. The 
atfair of Tuesday uight shows that this 
sectiou is not safe even in the early even- 
lug, aud if the West Eud does not ex- 
teud its tracks, it ought to furnish a po- 
liceman to escort the passengers ihiough 
the dimly lighted and dangerous dis- 
trict. Bostou bus neglected this section 
so long that it is becoming a notorious 
resort for rough characters, aud Newton 
has had a great deal of trouble always 
from tbe kitchen bar-rooms tbat have 
flourished on Tremont street, just over 
tbe Hue. Boston should maintain a reg- 
ular policemau 111 this section, but like 
many parts of the annexed distiicts it 
has always been neglected. Perhaps 
this atf.t r mayrouse public attention aud 
aid in securtug better police protection, 
so tbat the place muy be safe at uight. 
It has always been a nuisance to Newton 
as it lies so near oue of our best resi- 
dence sections. When foot-pads get so 
bold as to attaok a man as early as l*.30 
in the evening within a stoue’s throw of 
several houses, it is time that something 
was doue, and tor its own reputation the 
Brightou district should secuie iu some 
way better police protection. 

Tukhe was an interesting debate in 
the House over the hill to establish a 
tenure of olfice for school superinten- 
dents. Several speakers argued iu favor, 
giving the usual theoretical reasons in 
favor of mukiug the tenure of office more 
certain, but Representative Harwood of 
Newton demolished these easily and 
made a very effective speech against the 


had a practical expeiience in thin matter 
some years ago and found that it took 
several years to remove a man, even 
when the great, majority of the people 
want'd a change. An established tenure 
of office Is all very well in theory, but 
there are found to be many objections to 
it in practioe. The present law answers 
every purpose and it is gratifying to 
record that the bill was almost unani- 
mously rej ected.

Hale says: 

“The state-house itself is not a Revo- 
lutionary building. It was, how- 
ever, built by the founders of the 
state. If any place is a memorial of 
John Hancock, Samuel Adams, James 
Bowdoin, and the other leaders of the 
American Revolution, it is this building. 
It connects the history of the Revolution 
with the history of this time as nothing 
else in Massachusetts does. Almost all 
tbe prominent, men in the service of 
Massachusetts have served her in this 
building. The record of the governors 
who have presided over the state here 
gives a list of names almost without a 
parallel. To speak of particular in- 
stances, it was in Doric hall that Mr. 
Webster presided at the famous meeting 
in which Massachusetts protested 
against tbe Missouri compromise and 
any extension of slavery. It was in this 
building that all the masterly work of 
Andrew, the great war governor, was 
carried through. To speak of destroy- 
ing such a monument, and substituting 
for it a new and improved one, is indeed 
offeriuga new edition of Shakespeare for 
the old first folio, or a new mother for 
the mother of one’s childhood. 


The middie of March finds our state 
Legislature still on the thresh-hold of 
legislation, with the real business of the 
session still untouched. From tbe 
leisurely way in which matters are 
progressing, this will probably be one of 
the longest sessions on record, although 
there is very little of special importance 
to be done, outside of routine matters. 
The lobbyists are reported to be actively 
employed, and it looks as if tbe legisla- 
tors were waiting to find out what is in 
the matters that are before them, before 
they do anything. The states that have 
the length of their sessions limited by 
law are fortunate, while those that have 
biennial sessions are more fortunate 
still. There is no reason why all neces- 
sary matters might not have been passed 
upon before this, and the^date for ad- 
journment in sight, but our^Teglslators 
have got into the bad habit of taking 
tbe first three months of tbe session to 
get ready to act, and they have acquired 
such leisurely methods that any reform 
is almost impossble. 

The committee reported to the Senate, 
on Thursday, in favor of the petition of 
Newton in regard to the removal of 
grade crossings and the widening of 
Washington street. As it was a unani- 
mous report, there is no question of the 
bill being passed. Some changes were 
midr, the use of the credit ot the state 
being refused, but no one expected that 
this would be grauted, and tbe re il point 
of impoiltuce was granted in authoriz- 
ing Newton to issue 40 year bonds to 
pr.y for the improvement. There is also 
a ptovisiou attached to tbe bill authoriz- 
ing the Boston & Albany to issue a 
million of stock and over, to pay for 
their share of the cost. Now that this 
matter is all amicably settled, or will be 
as soon as the bill passes both houses, 
there is a good prospect that work will 
begin this spring, ou both the depression 
of tbe tracks and the widening of Wash- 
ington street. 

The Waltham News is very much 
troubled over tbe high price Waltham 
liquor dealers will have to pay for their 
licenses this year, and assures the com- 
missioners that there will be no money 
in the busiuess after the licenses fee aud 
other expense s are paid. It speaks in a 
very plaintive and pathetic way about 
the hard times in Waltham and tbe hard- 
ships eutailed upon those who have 
spent years in learuiug a business only 
to find that the taxes sweep away the 
profits. It is a sad case, certainly, but 
not so sad as (hat of the families of the 
patrons of these rum shops, who are 
deprived of everyday comforts iu order 
that this “business’’ may flourish. As 
long as Waltuam votes license, the high- 
er the license fee is made tbi better 
it will be for that city, as it will tend to 
limit the number of saloons. 


The Overman Wheel Company is 
charged with violating the contract 
labor law, aud tbe case has some inter- 
esting features. Mr. A. H. Overman, 
president of the company, who was 
formerly a resident of Newton, says that 
it is a very small matter, anyway, and 
does not seem to be much disturbed 
over the suit. Some two or three yeuis 
ago, while on a fishing trip, he boarded 
with a family named McLeod in Nova 
Suotia, and two of the boys, learning 
tbat he owned a bicycle factory, wauled 
to work for him. lie made no promise 
or contract with them, but after he ar- 
rived home the boys came aud were 
giveu work. It appears to he oue of the 
extreme instances of the enforcement of 
the law, like the iaiuous case of Levi. 
P. Mor ton’s coachman. 


Tho roal ostate business In Newton 
promises to be unusually good the com- 
ing year, and while March is not usual- 
ly n very busy month, we huvo this year 
a long list|of sales to record every weok, 
many of them of land which is to be de- 
veloped. Building can be Hone cheaper 
than for years, and the indications are 
that a great number of new houses will 
bo put up the coming summer.

left aft‘*r the more volatile part had beeu 
tnkeu off, which was wasted. There have 
Item many efforts and thousands of dollars 
have been expended in trying t> invent 
*omething to remedy these defects, but so 
far without success. The Stanley Bros, 
have, after many experiments, found a way 
of not only using all the naphtha, but also 
of securing perfect uniformity, aud which 
will furni*n gas at 30 cents a thousand feet, 
reckoning tiie naphtha at 6 cents a gallon. 
The muchiuerv is now on exhibition at the 
Stanley Brothers factory, and seems to 
work perfectly, a* It furnishes gas for their 
office, which seems to be equal to the best 
ooal gas. The main portion of the ap- 
paratus is a circular tube some 700 feet 
long, the uaphtha being introduced lu small 
quantities at the top an air forced in at 
the bottom, and the whole is not expected 
to cost over $50. when properly made. 
Many citizens have visited the "plant.” to 
see its workings, and the general opinion 
is that it is a perfect success.

CONGREGATION A L CLUB. 

HOLDS ITS LAST MEETING FdR THR 
SEASON. 


Tho Newton Congreg ttional club held 
its last meeting for tbe season at the 
Congregational ctmrcb, West Newton, 
on Monday evening. 

The blessing wa* invoked by the Rev. 
George II. Cate, and tbe prayer after 
sapper was offered by the Rev. D. L. 
Furber, D. D. 

The Rev. Charles E. Havens of tbe 
Outlook committee presented a large 
□ timber of statistics as to the growth and 
gifts of the seven Congregational 
churches of the city during the past year. 
The total membership is now 2356, the 
membership of the Sunday schools 1904, 
and the benevolent contributions of the 
past year i* $54,415. Th value of church 
property is $456,700, a gain of $145,000 in 
five yearn. 

Mr. John Y. Mainland of Newton 
Centre, and Mr. George H. Young of 
Auburndale, were elected to member- 
ship. 

Tbe subject for the addresses for tbe 
evening was “Babbatb Observance.” 
The first speaker wa* the Rev. Albert H. 
Plumb, D. D., who discussed "The Right 
to the Weekly rest: Uow to Protect that 
Right.” This right he said is to be pro- 
tected by enforcing it and be gave a 
number of incidents showing bow 
prompt and decided protests were effec- 
tive in preventing offences against the 
Sabbath. 

Tbe Rev. E, H. Byington, D. D., spoke 
on “The Sabbath as a day of worship. 
Why needed and how to be used. Dr. 
Byington, who has been active in push- 
ing the bill againstiSunday theatres, be- 
gan bv telling of the progress that it has 
made in the Legislature, and then quoted 
some striking testimonies to the impor- 
tance of tbe Sabbath as given by such 
men as Gladstone, Beecher and John 
Eliot. 

Tbe last speaker was the Rev. Edward 
M. Noyes, who gave suggestions on 
"How to Reach Non-church-goers on the 
Sabbath.” Calling attention to statistics 
as to tbe small proportion of the popula- 
tion to be found in the churches, he 
pointed out the three resources for meet- 
ing this state of things: the church ser- 
vice, tbe family influence, and the per-, 
sonal influence. There is need that one 
of the doorways of the church should be 
in every Christian home, that there 
should be more enthusiastic loyalty 
about our own churches and that the 
misapplication of force should be reme- 
died by applying personal responsibility. 

Tbe timeliness of tbe topic and its 
practical treatment made the meeting a 
most interesting one. 

Waltham Proposes to Fight. 

City Solicitor Ludden of Waltham is 
drawing up an amendment to the act now 
before the Legislature relative to the 
establishment of tbe metropolitan water 
system. 

It is claimed that by tbe passage of 
that act, Waltham would be burdened 
with an expense of from $500,000 to 
$700,000, for improvements, from which 
tbe city would derive uo practical 
benefit. • 

Waltham, in this matter, will have the 
support of the cities of Lyon and New- 
ton, aud the towns of Lexington aud 
Brookline, and it is proposed to make a 
vigorous tight in tbe Legislature.

ALDERMEN IN SESSION. 


ORDINANCE COMMITTEE SUBMITS REPORT 
HBLATIVR TO CIIANOING THK WARD 
AND PRECINCT LINER— RESIDENTS OF 
TnK HIGHLANDS SERIOUSLY OBJECT TO 
LOCATION OF ANY MORE TELEPHONE 
OR TELEGRAPH POLES ON LINCOLN 
STREET— ADDITIONAL APPLICATIONS 
RECEIVED FOh POSITIONS AS CENSUS 
ENUMERATORS— ROUTINE BUSINESS. 


A meetina of the hoard of mayor and 
aldermen was held Monday evening, 
Mayor Bothfeld ocoupytna the chair. 
All the membors woro presonl. 

Several hearings were held. Ono on 
the petition of the New England Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company for per- 
mit to attach cross arms to poles on 
High street between Boylston and Win- 
ter streets was closed, no remonstrants 
appearing, Oue of the same company 
for pormit to locate poles and wires on 
Lincoln street was the occasion of a 
strong protest from the property owners 
of that thoroughfare. A petition in re- 
monstrance signed by Mr. E. H, Tarbell 
and some twenty others was presented 
by Alderman White. Counoilman Hutch- 
inson appeared for residents of the street 
and argued that the addition of further 
poles there would uotonly be a disfigure- 
ment to the surroundings, but would 
also be an injury to the property. He 
said that in his judgment it was unde- 
sirabl to set up poles along a desirable 
reaidental thoroughfare. You all know, 
said he, the objections, and it is un- 
necessary, therefore, to meution them in 
detail. There is already a liue ot poles 
on the street to provide for the wires of 
the street railroad that ruus through 
there aDd the adding of more poles 
would destroy the appearauce of a very 
street. It seems to mo that the present 
is not the time to ask for pole locations 
on streets of the character of the one un- 
der discussion. 1c is time that some 
plan was devised to get rid of the un- 
sightly poles and dangerous wires. 
There is plenty of room for the latter 
underground. 

If there was any urgent public necessi- 
ty for the location asked for there would 
be less ground for opposition. I am un- 
able to find that any demand really ex- 
ists. The location is desired simply to 
ex' end the telephone service to one sub- 
scriber. I submit, therefore, that thero 
is justifiable ground for objecting to the 
granting of ti e locatic n, I might 
add, for the infortr a'.iun of this board, 
that the petition in remonstrance is 
signed by all the property owners of the 
street with, I believe, one exception. 

Mr. Tarbell, one of the signers of the 
petition, stated that his reason for ob- 
jecting to the location bad been substan- 
tially covered in the statement made by 
Councilman Hutcbiuson. I don’t know 
that I can add anything, said he, to 
what your attention has already been 
called to by our representative iu the 
lower brauch of the city government 
He bus very clearly presented the views 
of the parties interested in preventing, 
if possible, auy further incursions of the 
objectiouahle poles and wires. Iu refer- 
ent to wlta*. Councilmm Hutchinson 
said regarding the uurnoer of property 
owners who attached <beir names to tue 
petition, 1 would state tb it it lucludes 
all bu two. 

Mr. Varney appetredfur Mrs. James 
F. E imauds. lie said that tb re were 
some very valuable residences ou Lin- 
coln street. Mis. Ed mauds, be con- 
tinued. values her estate at $20,000. 1 

might add that it is far sale. £be tbiuks 
that the addition of more poles aud wires 
will decreise the value of her property, 
and I must say that l share that opiniou. 
It seems to me that real estate owners 
shou'd be protected against these cor- 
pora ians to whom our street* are given 
up as a free gih.lt should be remembered 
that wheu our people are looking about 
with a view to purchasing a home that 
they very carefully examine the sur- 
roundings and that sales aie often pre- 
vented solely ou account of the objection 
which many people have to unsightly 
poles aud their customary overht ad 
wires aud appurtenances. I agree en- 
tirely with wuatbus been so well stated 
by C mucilmao tlutehiusou. Let me say 
iu coucIuhiou that amoug die signors of 
the petitum iu remoustruuce the names 
appear of two of the highest tax payers 
of Newton Highlands. 

Mr. Newhall said that the tenants of 
his building at the head of Lincoln str. ot 
objected to (be overhead wires. Besides 
btiug regarded as a source ot dauger, it 
cut oil tbeir view. Lie had been unable, 
he said, to let some of the apartments 
solely ou that account He expressed the 
hope that the city couucil would| akoiuto 
account the fact tnat the potitiou iu re- 
monstrance had been signed practically 
by all the real estate owners ou Lincoln 
street. 

Mr. Albree, representing the New Eng- 
land Telephone & Telegraph Company, 
said he, that the location has beeu asked 
for to extend the telephone service. It 
appeared to be the only way of reachiug 
a party wbo wanted a telephone. He 
suggested the reference of the petition 
to the appropriate committee, thus at- 
fordiug au opportunity for a conference 
with the object iu vie w of making some 
arra igetneui that would be satisfactory 
to all parties concerned. Some plan, he 
thought, might be devised that would 
render the addition of poles ou Liucolu 
street unuecetg uy. 

Aid. Tin in White asked if it was uot 
possible to exteud the wires through 
Hartford street reaching the party who 
desired the telephone service iu that 
w iy? Has your compauy a I me of poles 
on Hartford street? he inquired of Mr. 
Albree. 

1 think uot, replied Mr. Albree. There 
is u liue of poles there, he added, but I 
am unable to say whether any arrange- 
ment could be made euabliug us to use 
them. 

Chief Karullett of tbe lire dopartmeut 
was asked for information upou this 
poiut, lie said that the telephone com- 
pany could not use the present liue of 
poles on Hartford street. 

Tbe hearing was closed. 

Mayor Bothfeld presented a communi- 
cation relative to turuisbiug soldiei’s 
relief iu the case of Mary A. Doherty, a 
former resident, uow of Lowell. The 
city clerk, he said, desired to continue 
the payment ot (he amount heretofore 
gruiited.lhal «>fj$10 per mouth. The. hoard 
voted to continue the payments. 

Aldermen Hummer for the highway 
committee reported favorably ou the 
petitiou of (i. ii. Pratt for the laying out 
of Camdeiu road uud ou an order pro- 
viding for the takiug of the necessary 
laud therefor was adopted aud bcurmgs 
appointed for Monday evening April 15 


beforo the board of mayor and aldormon 
and Monday evening. April 20 before the 
common council, at 7.45 o’clock. 

The following petitions were disposed 
of: E. T. Fearing, et al., for an aro light 
on Park stieet, referred to the street, 
light committee; J. B. Murphy, et al. for 
one street lamp on Faxon street and of 
Newton Centre residents for an aro light 
at junction of Center and Ward streets, 
referred to same committee: for the lo- 
cation of police signal boxes on South 
street near Brighton line and at tho cor- 
ner of Wavorly avenue and Ward streets, 
referred to committee on police; for 
sewer on Mt. Vernon street, referred to 
sower committee; for tho laying out and 
acceptance of Pine Drove avenue, samo 
to be the width of 40 feet, referrod to 
highway committee. 

Grace Allen was granted permit to ex- 
tend a telephone wire across Central 
stieet under the supervisiou of the in- 
spector of wires. 

Alderniau Degen presented the petition 
of the Chestnut Hill olub requesting tho 
extension of the plank walk on Middle- 
sex road from tho postoffice building to 
a point nearly opposite the olubhouse. 
In explanation, the Ward Six alderman 
said that while it was unusual to lay 
plank walks, one had been put down on 
a section of Middlesex road and in view 
of the fact that residents of Chestnut 
Hill seldom come beforo the city counoil 
with requests, he hoped that the petition 
in this case would be granted. 

Alderman Plummer— What would be 
the distance of the extension asked for? 

Alderman Degen— I cannot give the 
exact information upon that point. 

Alderman White — It is about 600 feet. 

The petition was referred to the high- 
wav committee. 

Alderman Green presented a commu- 
nication from the New England Tele- 
phone Company, it being practically a 
request for permit to connect certain of 
its wires with poles of the Newton & 
Watertown Gas Light Company. As it 
necessitated tho granting of anew loca- 
tion. a hearing was ordered for Monday 
evening, April 1, at 7.45 o’clock, before 
the board of mayor and aldermen. 

A petition of Cole Williams was resur- 
rected and petitioner grauted a liconse 
for one express wagon to be stationed at 
tbe West Newton depot. The applica- 
tion was made some time ago, but the 
name was misunderstood aud delay oc- 
casioned in that way. 

Orders were adopted notifying various 
parties of the intent of the city to lay 
out sewers in Highland park, northerly, 
Quiik court and Hawthorne street ex- 
tension and appointing bearings at 7.45 
o’clock before the board of mayor and 
aldermen Monday evening, April 15 aud 
before the common council Monday even- 
ing, April 29. 

Au order offered by Alderman Bullard 
was adopted authorizing tbe city to pay 
back to J. Upham Smith the sum of 
$12.50, an ammouut illegally assessed for 
the Mague meadow drain. 

Orders were adopted authorizing tbe 
laying of a sewer ia Kenrick park, eas. 
side, and appropriating $75.7u0 for city 
expenses ot tbe morith ot April. 

At this poiut Alderman Green presen- 
ted the report of the ordinance commit- 
tee ou proposed changes in the ward and 
precinct lines. 

REPORT OF ORDINANCE COMMITEEE. 

The committee ou ordinances, to which 
was referred the matter of changes in 
the boundary Hues of wards, und peti- 
tions relating thereto, and to the estab- 
lishing of new precinct lines, having con- 
sidered tbe same report recommeudmg 
tbe following ebauges: 

WARD ONE. 

Changing the westerly line commenc- 
ing at the division line betweeu Newton 
and Watertown on bridge over Charles 
river, thence somberly oa Biidge street 
to Watertown street, theuce westerly on 
Watertown street to Adams street, 
thence in a southerly line ou Adams 
stieet to Washington street, cross Wash- 
ington slreet to tbe Boston ifc Albany 
railroid, thence westeilv aloug the Bos- 
ton & Albany railroad, to the present 
ward line at Lauudry brook, tbence 
southerly on liue of Laundry brook, aud 
west bouudary of east side park way to 
Cabot street, tbence on Cabot street to a 
way known as Blake street, tbence 
southerly on Blake street to Mill street, 
theuce easterly on Mill street to Centre 
street, theuce northerly on Centre street 
to present ward line at Sargent street. 

This will give precinct one 010 assessed 
polls, 320 registered voters, agaiust 684 
assessed polls and 265 registered voters 
as now. 

PRECINCT 2, WARD ONE. 

Changing the southerly ward liue from 
Cabot street to Mill street. This gives 
this preciuct 476 assessed polls, 2S2 
registeied voters, as against 470 assessed 
polls and 270 registered voters us uow. 

WARD TWO. 

Commencing on the preseut westerly 
line of the ward, at bouudary betweeu 
Waltham aud Newton, thence south- 
westerly to North street, thence south- 
easterly on North street to the centre of 
the Cheesecake boulevard, thence south- 
erly by centre line of said boulevard to 
Watertown street, theuce westerly on 
Watertowu street to Eddy street, thence 
in southerly line in centre of Eddy street 
crossiug Washington street to Boston & 
Albauy railroad, theuce over the Boston 
& Albany railroad to present easterly 
liue of Ward Three, thence southerly on 
present line to Commonwealth avenue, 
thence easterly on Commonwealth 
aveuue to Morton street, theuce norther- 
ly iu Morton street, to Mill street, theuce 
easterly ou Mill street to Blake street, 
theuce northerly ou proposed westerly 
liue of Ward Oue. This gives this pre- 
cinct 611 assessed polls, 355 registered 
voters, as against 837 assessed polls aud 
4 U) registered voters as now. 

PHKCINCr 2, WARD TWO. 

The change makes only a slight in- 
crease iu this preciuct, giving it 656 as- 
sessed polls, and 47D registered voters as 
against 654 assessed polls and 478 regis- 
tered voters us now, 

WARD THREE, 

Conforming to the westerly liue of 
Ward Two us proposed aud the existing 
southerly liue on Commonwealth avenue 
aud Fuller street, thence northeasterly 
ou Washington street to Auburn street, 
theuce easterly ou Auburn street to 
preseut line at Crescent street, theuce 
ou preseut ward liue to Lexington street 
at River street, theuce ou continuation 
of River street line to bouudary liue be- 
tween Nt-wton and Waltham, taking a 
small sectfou from Ward Four. Precinct 
oue gains from Ward Two, 54 assessed 
noils aud 37 registered voters, also from 
Ward Four, 13 assessed polls aud 7 regia 
lered voters, aud loses to preciuct 2, 31 
assessed polls aud 20 registered voters, 
making the net total 635 assessed polls 
and 361 registered voters, as agaiust 612 
assessed polls and 314 registered voters.

Ther^is a gaiu iu this precinct fiom 
preciuct oue aud a small piece of terri- 
ioiy acquired iu Ward Four. This pro- 


cinot now has 540 assessed polls and 366 
registered voters. Tho change would 
give it 503 assessed polls and 340 regis- 
tered voters. 

WARD FOUR. 

Conforming to tho westerly lino as 

f imposed for Ward Three from boundary 
ino between Waltham and Newton to 
Washington street, at junction of Fuller 
street, thence continuing westerly on 
Washington street to Beacon street, 
thence turning and continuing on Bea- 
con street to Wild road (so called), thence 
turning and continuing on said Wild 
road to tho conduit of the Boston Water 
Works, thence continuing southwesterly 
on said conduit to boundary line in 
Charles river botween Wellesley and 
Nowton. 

As now constituted Ward Four, pre- 
cinct ono has 702 nssessed polls and 477 
registered voters. The acquired terri- 
tory will give it a loss to precinct 2, 
Ward Threo and to Ward Five, for pro- 
posed new precinct 53 assessed polls and 
25 registered voters, leaving precinot one 
Ward Four with 70D assessed polls aud 
452 registered voters. 

PRECINCT 2, WARD FOUR. 

This precinct now has 107 assessed 
polls and 113 registered voters. It loses 
to the new precinct in Ward Five, 26 as- 
sessed polls and 10 registered voters, 
leaving 171 registered polls and 04 regis- 
tered voters. 


WARD FIVE. 

Conforming to the new easterly line 
of Ward Four from boundary line 
Wellesley, tbence on conduit of Boston 
Water Works, Wild road, Beacon street 
and Washington street, to Fuller street, 
thence easterly on Fuller street and Com- 
monwealth avenue, to west line of New- 
ton cemetery, thence southerly on west 
line of Newton cemetery and property of 
Andrew Desmond to Beacon street, 
tbeuco easterly on Beacon street to Wal- 
nut street, thence on Walnut street to 
Berwick road, Lake avenue, Rogers 
street, Centre street, Park, Boylston and 
Dudley streets to Brookline lino. It is 
proposed to divide this territory into 
three precincts, as follows; 

Adopting the present easterly line of 
the precinct from Charles river east of 

K umpiug station, thence to Boston & AI- 
any railroad at Eliot station via Need- 
ham and Columbian streets, Circuit and 
Meredith nveuue, theuce on centre lino 
of Boston & Albany railroad to Chestnut 
stmet, thence ou Chestnut street to Rad- 
cliffe road, thence by RadclifTe road cross- 
ing Quinobequin road, and following 
division line between Catharine Warreu 
and Mary A. P. Dresser. 

Precinct one now has 577 assessed polls 
and 318 registered voters. Tbe proposed 
change results iu a loss to precinct one 
and a gain to precinct two and proposed 
precinot throe, leaving precinct one with 
530 assessed polls and 280 registered 
voters. 

Precinct two now has 583 assessed noils 
and 340 registered voteis. Its westerly 
line will conform to the line of preciuct 
one, as described, from Charles river at 
the pumpiug station to Beacon street, 
theuce easterly on the proposed ward 
lino. Precinct two will gain from pre- 
cinct oue Lincoln and Harrison streets 
and Dickermau road, and from precincts 
two, Ward Six, Cushing and Rogers 
streets, Allerton road, Centro aud Hyde 
streets and Lake avenue. It will lose 
and proposed precinct three will gain 
Beacon, Woodward, Upland, Homestead, 
Plainfield, and portion of Chestnut 
streets, Pine ridge road, Beethoven, 
Orchard and Allen avenues. The changes 
will give precinct two 601 assessed polls 
aud 356 registered voters. 

The proposed third precinct will be 
made up as follows: Conforming to the 
proposed ward line from junction of 
Washington street on Fuller stieet, to 
west line of Newton cemetery on Com- 
monwealth avenue, thence on said ceme- 
tery line and line of Andrew Desmond to 
Beaco'i street, thence westerly on Be <- 
con street, southerly on Beethoven 
street, easterly ou Woodward street, 
southerly ou Orchard street, thence to 
Boston & Albany railroad to Chestnut 
street, thence on Orchard street to Rad- 
clitle road, crossiug Quinobequin road

Alderman Bullard asked for informa- 
tion. What is the necessity, said he, for 
all the changes recommended in the re- 
port. It seems to provide for a com- 
plete redistricting of the city. 

Alderman Green — The committee has 
given the matter careful thought and ail 
the changes recommended are f avored by 
the assessors. It will establish lines 
where future changes will be unncessary 
on accouut of division of estates aud is 
intended to conform with the block sys- 
tem recently introduced in this city. It 
will do away with mauy of the present 
inequalities. In Ward 5, where citizens 
now vote in three different places, it was 
thought best to establish a new pre- 
cinct. 

The report was accepted. 

Alderman Tolraan for the sewer com- 
mittee reported favorably on the peti- 
tion of Scott et a!., for a sewer in Ken- 
rick park east side, recommending also 
the laying of sewers in Lligblaud road, 
Quirk court aud Hawthorne street north- 
erly. 

An order offered by Alderman Green 
was adopted requesting the mayor to 
petition tile General Court for authority 
to establish a new voting precinct iu 
Ward 5 

The city clerk was authorized to for- 
ward the applications of II. II. Swallow, 
and W. 11. Ku8*ell for appointment as 
census enumerators to the Massachusetts 
Bureau of Statistics of L »hor. 

Alderman Green presented an order 
which provided for the drawing up an 
ordinance to cover the changes recom- 
mended in the ward and precinct lines 
by the ordinance committee. It was 
adopted without u dissenting vole. 

It was then voted to ailj -urn.

ANOTHER VIEW. 


BIDE LIGHTS ON THE HAWAIIAN QUES- 
TION. "ANNEX ATION TREATIES” MICAS' 

ITRED nV ENGLISH ANI) HV THE CONSTI- 
TUTION. 

To tho Editor of tho Graphic: 

The definition of treaty in the new 
Standard Dictionary is rb follows: "A 
formal agreement or compact, duly con- 
cluded, and ratified, between two or more 
nations.” 

The Century Dictionary: "An agree- 
ment; a compaot; specifically, a lotguo 
or contract between two or more nations, 
aud properly authorized and solemnly 
ratified, etc. 

Websters’ International gives a defini- 
tion almost the same, word for word as 
that of tho Cantury. 

Now in all these definitions, the idea of 
agroemeut, compact, league, contract, is 
cardinal. Iu fact, it is more than cardi 
nal in the meaning— it is substance it- 
self. Treaty is compact, but under spec- 
ial conditions, aud entered into and effec- 
ted by two or more parties the same as 
aDy contract. > 

Contraot (and all synonyms of the 
word, including those italicized above)” 
involve at least two parties.” [Stand. 
Diet.] 

Bearing in mind these premises, which 
are axiomatic, it may bo interesting to 
discass the query: Can there be suoh a 
thing as a treaty of annexation, when the 
party (a state) subjective to annexation, 
one of the contracting parties in toto? 
This question cannot apply whero only 
Borne part of territory is ceded, the con- 
tracting nations still remaining intact, 
independent and free agents to other 
compacts, as for instance in the Napole- 
onic treaties. But where two nations as 
for iustance, "The United States aud Ha- 
waii” enter into negotiations whereby 
the absorption of one within the other 
is contemplated, can the term treaty be 
applied to defiue the ultimate result of 
such negotiations? 

According to definitions above given, 
the various steps aud negotiations are 
merely means to the end, the treaty. Ac- 
cording to definitions, these documents 
of writteu clauses, these items of agree- 
ment, duly transcribed on the parchment 
by which the world may know that 
agreement exists, are worthless uDtil 
"duly concluded” i. e. signed by proper 
authority of the two parties. According 
to definitions, no agreement can be a 
treaty until duly concluded and ratified 
by the treating parties or nations. And 
is it strange to say, as soon as this ratifi 
cation is obtained, ns soon as the instru- 
ments of agreement are signed, one par- 
ty to it dissolves of an independency, be- 
comes absorbed into the other, relin- 
quishes treaty rights, becomes a depen- 
dency or at most an integral part of the 
other and in fact, two become one. 

So we have the astonishing conditions 
that treaty cannot exist until ratification 
of its own terms, aud that the instant af- 
ter ratification impossible, because hy its 
owu terms, there are no loDger two na- 
tions to observe its terms but only one. 
If treaty doeB exist after its due conclu- 
sion and ratification, it is like a man’s 
right baud making a contract with his 
own ear — a man shaking hands with him- 
self. 

But treaty is an international terra, and 
the above authoritative definitions may 
be cramped, and limited within the nar- 
row scope of our language, or the per- 
haps narrower American conceptions of 
i be meauing of the word. Perhaps be- 
ing a legal term, it is probable that a 
high court decision would determine a 
definition more authoritative than those 
recorded above. But as yet, no authori- 
tative dictiouary (and some are so recent 
and complete us to cover any legal de- 
cisions that would effect iu the least the 
meaulug of legal terms) exists which 
meutions or recognizes an annexation 
treaty. Such a thing is an anomaly, au 
abortion word, a contradiction of terms. 

Iu the Uawaiiau case then, cau we an- 
nex hy treaty? But, there is the case of 
Texas ! Her independence had beeu recog- 
nized by our government, by Euglaud, 
France aud Belgium, and yet we annexed 
Texas by treaty! By treaty? The term 
used in the case as Texas was us truly 
arbitrary and incongruous to tho facts as 
it is now iu the case at Hawaii. But the 
arbitrary dictates of government called 
tho article of annexation a “treaty,” and 
thereby, to the latitudiuariau minds of 
its friuuds, it became the “law of the 
land” hy aud with the advice and con- 
sent of a [favorable] senate. 

Wise constitutional authorities have 
declared the means taken in acquiring 
Texas unconstitutional. Texas was the 
first territory annexed to this country, 
Louisiana and Florida more oorteclly 
speaking, haviug been ceded by France 
and Spain respectively. And ny the way, 
there is such a term recognized in our 
Btaudard dictionaries as a treaty of ces- 
siou. Of course. 

I now leavo the quibbliug of words and 
definitions, let us look at Hawaii iu a 
couslitutioual light, without presuming 
to dissect the technicalities of constitu 
tloual law. Let us first labor at it iu rho 
light of Louisiana, the first territory 
ceded, uol annexed to the Uuited States. 
No one iu this day. will impute the far- 
sighted wisdom of our goverumeut iu 
buying this vast French domain. But 
the fact lemaius. nevertheless, that it in- 
volved the first flagraut violation of our 
fundamental law— the constitution of the 
United Slates. Nupoleou ueeded money 
to conduct his continental wars. He 
ueeded it immediately. Our envoys in- 
structed touegotiute only for tho free 
uavigaiiou aud territory at the mouth of 
of the Mississippi, suddenly hud the op- 
tion of all Louisiana. They bought it 
unauthorized. This purchase, though 
afterwards sauotioued by congress and 
the whole couuty, except in parlB of 
New Euglaud, was gross violation of law. 
The Senate’s sauciiou should have pre- 
ceded the purchase. 

But this is uot ull. The Coustitutiou 
strangely enough makes no provision for 
the acquisition of territory iu any mau- 
not. Its “general welfare” clause bus 
beeu deoid* d to cover tue enactment of 
ouly such general laws, unguaranteed aud 
not specifically authorized by the ooiisti- 
tutiou, us sliull facilitate the enucliuent 
and enforcement of suoh laws as tire 
specially guaranteed and empowered. So 
this does uot apply. The chief criticism 
oi the enemies ot the Lousiauua pur- 
chase, was that uuy territorial acquisi- 
tion was iiuGOUbiilutioual' Ami the 
great Jefferson hiiusi If, the father of 
strict ooiistruotioiiUlB, the gieat iusisler 
of constitutional exactness, subscribes to 
this opiuiou when he advised constitu- 
tional amendment to cover similar con- 
tingencies for the future. His good ad 
vioe, concurred in hy all the eminent 
lawyers oi his time, bus unfortunately 
uevor been followed, and as Kiohurd W. 
Thompson says iu his “ltocolleulious,” 


Jefferson, the strict constructionist, not 
only stretched the constitution, but ac 
tually violated it in the Louisiana case, 
aud though upheld by the wholecountry, 
vindicated hy hituro events, and ap- 
proved iu this critical generation, never- 
theless established a precedent that 
viewed in any light, is fraught with evil. 
Law should be inviolate, fundamental 
law is the most sacred of all law. Wo 
have recently been presented with the 
spectacle of constitutional violation in 
the case of Hawaii, with no excuse hut a 
had, loose precedent, which however led 
to good material results. But shall evil 
always be done that good may abound I 
Will good always coine from evil? In the 
case of Hawaii, are we ever sure that the 
good will be commensurate to the had 
moral elfect of still one more violation of 
our constitution? Because the people 
have overlooked this violation, is no ex- 
cuse. Ignorance of tho law is not a recog- 
nized defence in any court. 

Next we come to the case of expedien- 
cy. Expediency ! Tho halm of a politi- 
cian’s conscience -the politician’s mantle, 
which like charily, covers a multitude ot 
sius. Expediency cau uevor uxcuse a bad 
act — it can never intervene between ab- 
solute right and wrong. Theexpedionoy 
of annexing Hawaii, which every right 
minded man recognizes, ceases to he a 
factor of statcsmaustiip, when such an- 
nexation carries with it the moral effect 
of an outraged count itution. Respect, 
obedieuce, reverence for law, and belief 
iu its impregnable iuviolatouess, is the 
corner stoue, uot only of this country 
hut of civilizitiou itself. If the people 
do not know that annexation involves vi- 
olation, they will know it, and then 
moral political weakness ensues. 

To summarize: 

1. The uuuexation of Hawaii by treaty 
is a contradiction of terms. As there can 
he no treaty, its annexation cannot he ef- 
fected according to Art. II, sec. 2 of the 
constitution. 

2. Besides vested treaty power there is 
not even the semblance of other power 
in the constitution to authorize annexa- 
tion. 

3. Conceding, for the sake of argu- 
ment, that Htwaiau territory is a subject 
for cessiou (uot annexation) there is even 
then no authority in the constitution for 
such cession. 

4. Disregarding verbal and constitu- 
tional scruples, c m the country be sub- 
jected to the consequent moral shock of 
violated law, even though such shock 
does not become evident iu this genera- 
tion. 

In conclusion: Though this adminis- 
tration has uumistakahly erred aud 
bungled in its raeaus of undoing the an- 
nexation scheme, its intent has been to 
consider international justice, the meas- 
ure of which lies iu the consciences of na- 
tions onlyjto stem the current of consti- 
tutional violations and point back to fun- 
damental law, or else forward to proper 
amendments of the same, and indirectly 
to increase uatioual fealty to national law. 

The administration may have taken 
wroDg means to undo a manifestly 
high handed act of jingoism, and 
it is criticised by Democrats be- 
cause "two wrongs do not work 
a right.” But view it in this simple par- 
able: A farmer lost his road and strayed 
into a miasmatic swamp. Ahead of him 
was all swamp, behiud the good road. 
He desired to regain the good road. 
Manifestly he had to retrace his Bteps. 
He did so, and biB tramp back was just 
as muddy and the path just as poor as 
when he went iu the swamp. This Ha- 
waiau muddle bus beeu a swamp. 
Strang* the people didn’t find it out 
goiug iu as well as coming out. M. K.

Improvement Society. 

The annual meeting was held Mouday 
evening, March 18, at the room of the so- 
ciety iu the Club house ou Bartlett street 
near Hunnewell avenue. The election of 
officei8 resulted in the choice of W. U. 
Lawson for president; Judgo Kennedy, 
vice president; H. R Maudell, secretary; 
F. W. Gaffield, treasurer. After reports 
for the year were presented, Dr. Shinn 
for the railroad committee presented a 
petition for signatures asking the B. & 
A. R. R. to locate a station at the foot 
of Fairview stieet or Barnes 1 lace and to 
build a building as soon as possible. 

Great interest wus taken iu tbe matter 
as it was discussed. The result was the 
adoption of a vote directing the officers 
to sign the petitiou as the officials ot (the 
Improvement society and to receive other 
signatures, and then to bring it before 
the officers of the >ai mad. It it under- 
stood that Ihe railioad authorities con- 
sidered this plan ittvorably a few years 
ago, aud promised to graut anew statiou 
whouever the popu’aiiou was large 
enough to provide UK) ticket buyers. 
Owing to the controversy over the 
grade crossiugs this matter has beeu de- 
ferred but uow that the crossings are 
settled it was thought to be a favorable 
time to apply for "The Huuuewell Hill” 
statiou. 

Among the other matters considered 
was u possible improveiueut iu layiug 
sidewalks so as io avoid the wetuess 
created by the drip from sloping lawns. 
Now some sidewalks are almost impassa- 
ble on account ot water or ure in au ioy 
condition all winter long. 

The fault arises sometimes from uot 
raising the sidewalks high enough aud 
because the sod liue towards the street 
is too high. 

The sidewalk committee of ihe society 
will call the attention of the city to this 
matter and ask for some remedy.

Instead of having more stations be- 
tweon Newton and Boston most people 
would favor having fewer. The stops are 
an annoyance to all up the road, especial- 
ly those at Faneuil and at Cottage Farm, 
where few passengers get off or on. Of 
course the Boston & Albany can not 
provide express trains from every sta- 
tion, but it would seem to be an easy 
matter to have more of them than at 
present. Oue can go from Wellesley 
Hills to Boston in about the same time 
that it takes from the Newton station on 
the ordinary trains, which are used by 
the great majority of people. For that 
reason a number of families have chosen 
Wellesley rather than Newton for their 
home, as land and rents are cheaper 
there. If Faueuil and Cottage Farm 
were left off from half the trains the 
people of those towns would have all the 
conveniences that their patronage will 
warrant and the time to Newton would 
be reduced by several minutes. This 
Question would seem to be a proper one 
for some of our improvement societies to 
take up and there would be a reasonable 
hope of their accomplishing something, 
which would make them popular with 
all who live on this side of the city. In 
regard to the proposed “Qunuewell Hill” 
station, while it would be a good thing 
for the hill people, it would bo apt to 
call out a vigorous protest from all who 
live further up the road, us it would 
make their trips at least two minutes 
longer. It is a difficult thing for a rail- 
road to satisfy every one, as it has to 
consider the greatest good of the greatest 
number, aud while we do not wish to 
discourage the Hunnewell Hill peti- 
tiouers, it might be said that it is hardly 
reasonable to suppose that the railroad 
will ever place its stations at a less dis- 
tance than a mile apart. 


The report of the committee ou chang- 
ing the ward lines is a long document 
and a summary of it is given in the city 
government proceedings. It would take 
a map for any one not very familiar with 
the city to understand it, but the most 
important changes are given, aud also 
the changes in the number of polls. A 
new precinct is planned for Ward Five, 
which is to have three precincts, but it is 
the laigest ward iu the city in respect to 
the amount of territory covered, aud the 
residents have at present iu tnauy cases 
to go a long distance to get to the voting 
places, and it is sought to remedy this. 
The aldermen seemed to bo unauimous 
in favor of the change, although perhaps 
in the commou council some of the 
devoted admirers of the referendum fad 
may want to add that provisiou to it. 
They want to tag that ou to about every- 
thing now-a-days, when they once get 
started. If any one has the time and 
patience they can take a map of Newtou 
and study the matter out, but most 
people will be inoliued to trust to the 
judgment of the city council. 


The House has engrossed the bill for 
the wideniug of Washington street aud 
the abolition of grade crossings aud it 
will soon become a law, so that this 
matter can be regarded Jos practically 
settled. This meaus that work will be 
begun this spriug ou both improvemeuts 
aud matters ought to be pushed as fast 
as possible, as any unnecessary delay is 
harmful to the interests of the city aud 
also to all who own property along the 
street. They have beeu in great un- 
certainty for several years aud could 
make uo improvemeuts ou their property 
us no oue could tell what was going to 
be done. The sooner the street is laid 
out aud the changes aloug the tracks 
decided upon the better it will be for ull 
coucerued. That section of Newton 
promises to be “all torn up” for several 
months, at least, aud it may take a 
couple of years to get thiugs iu order.

ence:— 

DRAB Brethren: Expecting to come 
before you within a few days ns u candi- 
date for admission. I beg to be allowed to 
state my reasons for declining to put iny- 
self under the pledge usually assented to 
In answer to Question 21. Feeling that I 
had no right to take so much of your time. 

I have kept silence hitherto, although my 
position has been entirely misunderstood, 
and some of tny best friends have seemed 
disappointed because they saw no sufficient 
reason in my attitude. When I sny that it 
Is a matter of prlnclplel andldeliberate, 
prayerful conviction with me. I expect to 
be believed; for surely my. brethren need 
not be reminded that the rules fora preach- 
er’s conduct require that we shall "put the 
best construction on everything, speak evil 
of no one, but go directly to the iperson 
concerned nor "believe evil of; any one 
without good evidence.’’# 

I am convinced that it would be entirely 
unscriptural and contrary to the whole 
spirit of the New Testament for any church 
to require Its ministers to pledge them- 
selves to wholly abstain from the use of 
tobacco, and any who canimt understand 
why a man who does not use tobacco 
should refuse to put himself under a pledge 
not to use It, would do well to read and 
meditate on Colossians 2: 20— 23: "If ye 
died with Christ from the rudiments of the 
world, why, as though living in the 
world, do ye subject yourselves to ordi- 
nances, Handle not, nor taste, nor touch 
(ail which things are to perish with the 
using), after the precepts and doctrines 
of men?’’ (R. V.) 

The Discipline does not require an affir- 
mative answer to the question under con- 
sideration, Unlike the questions asked 
the candidate for church membership, no 
answers are given under Article 151, but 
the Discipline says these questions shall 
be asked and any others thought neces- 
sary. The evident purpose Is that the 
Conference satisfy itself of a man’s spiritu- 
al bent aud his fitness for Conference 
membership. We are not machine-made 
men, as Is sometimes asserted by our 
enemies. We cannot, therefore, all think 
alike on these minor points. At least four 
of the brethren in last year’s class did not 
answer the fasting question, and I have 
never yet known a Methodist minister who 
made that pledge and kept it. There is 
such a spirit of carelessness prevalent that, 
according to the Wester n Christian 
Advocate, when a class was before the 
Ohio Conference and was asked if 
they had considered the rules for preach- 
ed conduct, especially the 1st, 9th, and 
Uth, they answered affirmatively; and 
when asked. "What lithe first?" "What 
is the ninth?" "What is the eleventh?" 
not one of them knew. I know personally 
several cases of those who have taken the 
anti-tobacco pledge and broken it. These 
questions all mean something to me, and I 
seek to be thoroughly conscientious regard- 
ing them 1 promised to keep the rules of 
the church, but that a minister should take 
the pledge iu question is not a rule, and 
why should any one make our denomina- 
tion appear ridiculous by claiming that it 
is? My brethren do wrong in calling me a 
heretic and turning the cold shoulder as 
though I were guilty of a crime against our 
beloved Methodism or had taken a "bold 
stand against the Discipline and estab- 
lished order of the Conference.” I was 
born and bred a Methodist and iny family 
have furnished as mauv Methodist preach- 
ers as any family that I have ever known. 

I ask t) be allowed to remain a Methodist 
while my life is correct, aud to have my 
right of private judgment respected. 

One of our oldest and saintliest Bishops 
told uie that he thought insisting on the 
taking of this pledge made the church con- 
temptible in the opinion of many broad- 
minded, sensible Christians. The esteemed 
and scholarly Bishop who presided over 
our Conference three years ago. openly 
said that the tobacco question was inserted 
in the Discipline bv some juniors in the 
General Conference who wanted to do 
something smart. The great-hearted 
Bishop who presided two years ago, who is 
like a fe tlier to every youug man iu our 
ministry, said he never knew one to take a 
manly stand ou this question without being 
su'tained by the Conference, and yet some 
talk as though my position were a new 
thing in the church, aud I in rebellion 
against a well-known rule. My observa- 
tion lias been quite limited, ana I have 
been too bu-.v iu the pastorate t > search 
out oases, but I know Prof. Rogers of Drew 
Seminary refused to answer Question 21 
affirmatively, an 1. despite the Bishop’s 
protest, was received into the Conference 
by acclamation. Rev. W. W. Cooktuau, 
sou of Alfred Cookinan, refused likewise, 
and was cordially received by the Phila- 
delphia Conference. Dr. Lunn, who re- 
cently j lined one of our Conferences, was 
not asked to make any promise regarding 
tobacco. I am told that a professor iu Bos- 
ton University hesltited when U'ked that 
question, aud his father stepped up and 
said, "Don’t answer that." and 'he was re- 
ceived by the Nb* England Conference. A 
General Conlerenoe delegate from the 
Pittsburg Conference told me thir, they 
would receive a inau more quickly if lie re- 
iu-ed that pledge than otherwise. Tin* 
knowledge of these cases lias come t j me 
incidentally, and I am *u<e that I could 
find a hundred similar if 1 cured to. 

I sh til never defeud the use of tobacco 
ou the pait of a minister. 1 gave up the 
habit year- ago : not because the church 
required it, but because my conscience did, 
and l wan not willing to be under boudage 
to any such habit. For aonut a year aud 
a ha’f l have not Indulge 1 once, and am 
now entirely free from the habit with no 
intention of resuming it, but 1 eonttolea- 
tiously decline to put myself under what I 
regard as an unnecessary aud unmauly 
pledge. I would imt promise to abntaiu 
from strung lea. which Dr. Lunn 
says is worse than tobacco; from hot bis- 
cuit. nor from gluttony though not guilty 
in uoue of th"se respects. 1 believe life 
and c laracter must be the supreme test ol 
Conference membership. If a man’s char- 
acter is right, he ueed make no such prom- 
ise ; if hi> character is not right lie will be 
liable t i break his vow. I am told (hat 
some who are not iutunately acquainted 
with me ami misunderstand my posltiou, 
with others uuturullv intolerant, will vote 
against my reception. I am told that one 
wli i is an habitual smoker opposes me be- 
cause I am not submissive enough ; I can- 
not believe it. if auv are uncharitable 
enough to think I am quibbling and obsti 
nate. defying the church or anything of 
the sort, they may vote ugaiiist me aud I 
shall love them just the same; t>ut I do not 
believe any of my seminary friends, auy 
wiio know me intimately, any of the ear* 
u**at men who say, if they were to j mi 
again they would take the same stand, will 
seek to close the door. I have been asked 
to join another Conference, aud have sev- 
eral times been approached on the subject 
of joining aiiolh r denomination. Both 1 
refuse to do. 1 desiio to enter the New 
England Conference squarely aud manfully’, 
by the front door. 

1 have been puiued heyoml expression by 
the controversy aud misunderstandings 
that have arisen. 1 desire to live and work 
in full sympathy with my brethren. He 
wii • knows tiie heart utul never mlsiuler- 
rets motive, is uiy Judge. "I would not 
e more holy being praised or more worth- 
less being dispraised.” The rule of John 
We ley i, the rule of my life -"in refrain 
from such indulgences as cannot he taken 
in the name of the Lord Jesus.” 1 also 
seek to keep the rule of Jonathan Ed- 
wards -"to do what l think most for the 
glory of God. and my good on the whole, to 
do what 1 1 1 1 1 n k to lie my duty and mo»t 
for the advancement of mankind iu gen- 
eral, whatever difficulties 1 meet with, 
how many aud how great so ever.

A few dark horses came to the front 
at the handicap meeting of the Newton 
Athletic Association in Bray’s Hall, 
Newton Centro, last Saturday evening.

The 
land lies on the southerly side of Beacon 
street aud on Lee aud other new streets, 
opposite the western end of the reservoir. 
New streets have beeu cut through, and 
the land laid out in lots. Mr. Merrill 
purchased tbe property several yeais 
ago. 

The purchase of the Harrington lot on 
Watertowu street, Newtonville, for a site 
for tbe new Adams scboolb -use bas just 
been perfected. The plans for the uew 
building have already beeu drawn and 
accepted, and it is expected that work 
will bo commenced withiu a week or 
two.

At the meeting of the Common Coun- 
cil Monday evening all the members were 
present when President Parker rapped 
to order at 7.80. 

The following communications and 
petitions were referred to the appropri. 
ate commi tees in concurrence with the 
Board of Aldermen : 

Emma E. Koosa, claiming damages for 
fall on Prospect street; claim on accouut 
of death of Timothy Molloy; Jones et. al. 
for tire alarm stations ou South and 
Ward streets; Newtou land «nd Irop’t 
Co. for sewet in Grove Hill Avenue; G. 
P. Ridgwny for sower iu Mt. Vernon 
street; R. M. Saltonstall for extension of 
plank sidewalk on Middlesex road; 
Remonstrance W. A. Capen and 
some sixty others against laying out of a 
boulevard from Commonwealth ave- 
nue to Washington street; Grace 
church protesting against wideumg of 
Eldredge street ; Beck et al. for laying 
out, etc. of Pine Grove avenue; Rice et 
al., for street light on Centre street; Kil- 
burn et al. for street light on Faxon 
street; Fearing et al, for street light on 
Park street. 

Under suspension of the rules an orde r 
from tho aldermen appropriating $75,500 
for the department expenses of the city 
during the month of April was passed. 
On motion of Couucilman Childs the 
rules|wen {suspended topeimit of the pas- 
sage of an order in concurrence, appro- 
priating $124 for sewer rebates. 

When the report of the committee on 
ordinances relative to the relocation of 
ward and precinct lines camo up. Coun- 
cilman Briston stated that he did not 
oppose tho passage of the ordinance 
and would refrain from speaking against 
it for the reason as he understood an 
amendment was to be offered later, put- 
ting the ward Hues back to their present 
locations. 

On motion of Councilman Childs an 
order was adopted appropriating $800 for 
expenses of tho city engineer’s depart- 
ments. 

Councilman Mudge presented petitions 
of Edw. H. Cutler for concrete sidewalks 
in Linder terrace, and Geo. B. .Jones aud 
14 others for concrete walks ou Waverley 
avenue and Franklin street, both of 
which were referred to the highway com- 
mittee. 

Councilman Ober presented a petition 
of George H. Pratt for two incandescent 
lights on Camden road, ward 4; referred 
to the committee on street lights. 

Burney Cunningham notified the coun- 
cil of claim for damages ou account of 
injuries received by a fall on an icy side- 
walk, and was referred to the committee 
on claims. 

A petition was received siened by 30 
residents and taxpayers of Newtou 
Lower Falls, asking for the extension of 
the sewer system to that village. A peti- 
tion for improvements on the sidewalks 
and carriageway on Hyde aveuue, ward 
7, was receiv d, aud referred to the high- 
way committee. H. B. Day was referred 
to the same committee ou a petition for 
a concrete sidewalk on Berkeley street. 

Au order was introduced by Council- 
man Briston, and adopted, au horizing 
•committee on public property to proceed 
with the construction of an 8 room brick 
school house on, Watertown street, ward 
2, at an expense of not more than $40,000. 
He explained tint this matter had been 
acted upon by the last City Government, 
aud that the school house was needed 
immediately to replace the old Adams 
school. 

An order was adopted, authorizing the 
city treasurer under the direction «.f the 
committee on finance to issue 40 nouds 
of ihe denomination of $1000 to hear in- 
terest at the late of 4 pel cent to mature 
in 1015, aud he be designated new 
Adams school loan.

The ordinance providing for the re es- 
tablishmeut of ward and precinct lines 
was p isscd to be enrolled after it had 
been slightly amended. 

The amendments change the boundary 
lines of ward 2 slightly from the locations 
recommended at first by the committee, 
The boundary betweeu wards l aud 2 is 
now us toll iws: 

Bey md Adams street, the remainder of 
the line being as originally recommend- 
ed; Adams, Middle, Chanel, California 
and Ueroi- -treats to tae Watertown Hue. 
The westerly boundary of ward 2 is now 
as follows: Sylvan avenue, Forest ave- 
nue, Mt. Veruou stieet, Eddy srreet, 
Cheesecake brook h uleva d aud North 
street to r ho Waltham line.

Washington Street Widening. 

Iu connection with the contemplated 
widening of Washington street in this 
city, which is to be doue in conjunction 
with the depressing of the Boston & 
Albany railroad tracks through the New- 
tons, it is planned to lay out several uew 
streets, practically to take the place of 
the pieseut underground ways or tun- 
nels leading from Washington stieet to 
the railway stations. One now located 
nearly at the head of Cbauniug street 
has au exit into a short street southeast- 
erly by the Newtou depot. With the 
tunuel removed, opportunity will be af- 
fiodtdfor a connecting avenue between 
Washington and Centie streets, two of 
the important main thoroughfares of the 
city There will be probably another 
cross- town street couuectiug Church and 
Washington streets, passing over the 
railroad at the old Riuhaidsou street 
crossing, for some years iu disuse. The 
street eute rs Chinch sireet through a 
curb described in swinging the extreme 
end of Richardson street to meet the 
former highway. 

Apropos ot the geuerat scheme of 
carrying the streets now al grade over 
the railroad, it will iuterest many citi- 
zens to learn that Centre street will be 
only raised about six feet aud that the 
business blocks situated ou that thor- 
oughfare will uot he disturbed very 
much. The general plan for depressing 
tho tracks aud curryiug tho streets over 
them has out yet, of course, been worked 
out. 'Die euuineeis of tho railroad and 
city have made all the preparatary sur- 
vey aud tire present spring will undoubt- 
edly wiimss the commencement of the 
undertaking,

It bus now nearly sixty mem- 
bers, aud promises to reach its limit ire- 
fore the first year is out. Nearly every 
oue ou the Hill belongs, aud the club is 
oue ot the social features of this section 
of Newton.

T. W. Trowbridge, J D. Barrows and U. 
A. Fuller, were assisted iu receiving tiie 
guests by th** trustees, Messrs. E. VV. 
P »pe, Cbas. E. Currier and J, C. Elms, 
Jr. 

Tire Norfolk Maudolin aud Guitar Club 
furnished music during the evening, from 
their stutiou in the upper hull, aud the 
evening was devoted mainly to an in- 
spection of the club house by Lite 
visitors, aud social greetings. Refresh- 
ments were served iu the Librury, where 
a table hud beeu spread with au attrac 
tivo display of good thiugs. Miss 
Crowell aud Miss Jewell poured sud 
mem hers waited ou their guests. The 
reception lasted from 8 to 10.30 and about 
150 people were preseut during the evou- 
iug.

Newton Wins the Suit. 

A decision has recently been rendered 
in favor of tho city in a case brought by 
it against Oliver H. Perry which ends a 
long course of litigation, and is of con- 
siderable interest. 

Tho city of Newton in taking lands in 
Needham for its water supply and protec- 
tion of its water supply, took under tho 
right of eminent domain tho farm of Mr. 
Perry consisting of about one hundred 
and twenty acres with a number of large 
farm buildings. 

Tho property was generally oonBid- 
ored to ho worth from ten to fiftoeu 
thousand dollars, but when the city tried 
to obtain a settlement without resorting 
to litigation, Mr. Perry claimed his prop- 
erty was worth sixty-uine thousand dol- 
lars, lie brought his petition for dam- 
ages aud tho case was tried before a com- 
mission appointed by the Superior court, 
consisting of Hon. Chnrles A. Drew of 
Brookline, E. M. Johnson. Esq., of Bos- 
ton, and James H. Flint, Esq. of Wey 
mouth. After a long hearing the com 
mission awarded Mr. Perry seventeen 
thousand five hundred dollars and inter- 
est. He was not satisfied with this and 
asked for a jury trial and had it. Tho 
jury returned a verdict of fourteen thous- 
and five hundred dollars nnd interest and 
upon this basis judgment was rendered 
and paid by the city. 

Mr. Perry, although he had recoived 
bis money, refused to vuoate the farm, 
continued to occupy it and keep hun- 
dreds of pigs, together with cattle, 
horses aud fowls; and to cultivate it for 
agricultural purposes. 

Finding that ho stubbornly refused to 
vacate, a bill in equity was brought on 
bebnlf of the city against him. and after 
a hearing before a Judge of the Supreme 
court a peremptory injunction was issued 
requiring Mr. Perry and his tenant to va 
cate within thirty days, and he wns 
obliged to do so. but he appealed, and 
the case was heard again beforo tho full 
bench of the Supreme Judicial court of 
the Commonwealth. That conrt has just 
rendered a decision in favor of the eity 
sustaining the decision of the Judge 
ordering the injunction, and declaring 
that the city is ontitled to the exclusive 
possession of the premises.

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SCHOOL BOARD IN SESSION. 


8UPKRIJJTF.NDKNT MAKKR It KC’O M MEND A* 
TION RELATIVE TO EMPLOYMENT OF 
ADDITIONAL TKACIIER8 — JANITOR’S 
SALARIES A TOPIC OF SOME DISCUSSION 
— IN EXECUTIVE RKSBION, THE ADVI8I- 
BILITY OF DISCONTINUING TIIE USE OF 
THE SLATE AND SLATE PENCIL IN- 
FORMALLY CONSIDERED, 


Mayor Bothfcld presided at the meet- 
ing of the school board Weduesday even- 
ing. 

Following the rending of papers from 
the city council, Superintendent Aldrich 
submitted a report, referring principally 
to the employment of additional teachers 
in the primniy and grammar grndes. It 
was substantially as follows: 

superintendent’s report. 

“In previous reports, I have called at- 
tention to the necessity of effecting a 
gradual increase in the number ol~teach- 
ers employed in the primary aud 
grammar grades. This necessity arises 
from the enrichment of the courses of 
studies prescribed for the schools men- 
tioned. Past action of the board has in 

{ art provided for changed conditions. 

n January, 1803, for instauce, un order 
"was adopted providing that in a distriot 
of 10 or more rooms, the superintendent 
may, with the cousont of the local com- 
mittee, employ a teacher to serve as 
master’s assistant or to render such 
other services as the superintendent 
may request. Experience of tho last 
two yeais has demonstrated the wisdom 
of this measure The relief afforded by 
it, however, has been only partial. 

As evidence of this, the board in 
January, 1804, passed an order providing 
that whenever, in the judgment of the 
superintendent, a school needed a tem- 
porary addition to its teaching force, he 
may, with the consent of the committee 
on finauco and accounts, employ such 
additional assistance. In the judgment 
of that committee it is desirable that a 
general rule he adopted by tho board 
which shall determiue the number of 
teachers to be employed in the smaller 
districts, (those baviug less tbau ten 
rooms). Experience has shown that the 
employment of one teacher in excess of 
tne number of school rooms is absolute- 
ly necessary. Six teachers in the Claflin 
school, for example, cannot give the re- 
quisite amount of instruction. 

“I recommend, therefore, that the 
committee on rules and regulations be 
requested to frame a rule for determining 
the number of teachers to bo employed 
in the districts not provided for by the 
order of the board adopted in 1803. I 
am led to conclude that a rule authoriz- 
ing the employment of one teacher for 
an enrolment of 40 pupils on the major 
part thereof would meet our present 
needs.” 

The report was accepted and its 
recommendations referred to appropriate 
committees. 

Mrs. Davis for the committoe on sew- 
ing reported recommending that salaries 
of sewing teachers be at the rate of $530 
per annum. Referred to finance com 
mittee. 

An order by Mr. Howes was adopted 
providing for the use as a text book of 
Young’s lessons in Astronomy. 

Orders were adopted, authorizing the 
establishing of a kindergarten iu the 
Jackson school building; authorizing the 
purchase of such laugungo text books as 
may he recommended by the High school 
committee; instructing the secretaiy of 
the board to have the school ceusus 
taken iu accordance withst itule require 
raeuts; requesting committee on rules 
and regulations to formulate a rule re- 
lative to employmeut of tenchers not 
rovided for by previous action of the 
oard; appropriating $14 847.35 for de- 
partment expenses of March; $1,046.07 
for furnishing new Hyde school houso. 

Mr. Bond reported, recommending 
some slight increase in salaries of ceitain 
janitors. The one in charge of the Hyde 
schoolhouse, the committee on finance 
and accounts thought should receive $50 
per mouth. The orders accompanying 
the reports were temporarily laid on the 
table ou motion of Mr. Beck. There was 
some discussion. 

Mr. Coffin desired to know how muoh 
of the time of the men employed as j »ni- 
tors was given to tiie city aud whether it 
would receive more timo on account of 
the proposed inciease. 

Mr. Beck said that iu some of the 
smaller schools j tniiors were paid at the 
rate of $25 per month. These men, ho 
continued, are obliged to give a good 
deal of their time r.o the work. I move 
that iu all cases where a j mitor devotes 
practically the whole ot his time to the 
work that he he piid at a rate of $1.25 
per day. It seems to me, said Mr. Beck, 
that a janitor should receive, at least, the 
minimum 1 ihorer’s pay. 

Mr. Smith said that jiuitors in tho 
smaller schools were not required to give 
their whole time to the work. I think, 
he added, that it would ho uuwiso to 
pass this general vote regarding juiitora’ 
salaries It would uecessarily result iu 
considerable increase of expense. It 
would double aud, peihaps, triple the 
cost for j diitors’ services. After some 
further discussion, the motion made by 
Mr. Beck, amounting practioilly to an 
order establishing the minimum pay of 
janitors, was referred under the rules to 
the committee on liuauce aud uccouuts. 

Mr. Mason called attention to the fact 
that a substitute for Sect. 4 of the Rules 
of the board offered at tho December 
meeting had not been acted upou. It 
had heeu la ting ou the table, said Mr. 
Masou, pending the drafting of an order 
which provides for the appointing of a 
committoe on teachers. The committee 
is uot ready to report ou the order yet 
aud uuder the circumstances it seems 
the part of wisdom to delay the change 
iu the rules do louger. The necessity 
for the ebauge exists aud it is one that 
oau be readily made to couform to tho 
new order of things if a committee ou 
teachers is established. The substitute 
clause was taken Hum the table uud it 
was voted to incorporate same iu tho 
rules of the boord. It is as follows: 

“A substitute employed iu the absence 
of auy teuober shall he paid from the 
salary of that teacher, uuless, upon a re 
port of the committee on i nance aud 
accouuts, the Bourd shall otherwise 
order. The pay of substitutes when act- 
ing as ussistuuts in the primary uud 
gram mar schools, shall he one dollar for 
each school session. Ttiis rate of puy 
shall continue for the first four weeks of 
the teacher’s absence, after which, upou 
recommendation of the district commit- 
tee, it uiay he increased by the Board. 
Iu the kindergartens aud the high school 
the pay of u substitute shall ho two- 
thirds of the sulury of the regular teauh- 
or. After four weeks (his may he in- 
creased by the Board, upon recommen- 
dation of the district or the High School 
Committee. 

“After the first four weeks of ubseuoo, 
the pay of uuy teacher shall be ouly so 
much as shall be required to pay the 
substitute. A louger coutiuuuuoe of the 


full salary may- bo granted by tho Board, 
provided tho committee ou finance and 
accounts, on written recommendation of 
thedistiict committee,* shall so recom- 
mend. A substitute serving in place of 
a master in a grammar sohool shall re- 
ceive such compensation as the Board 
may determine. 

•Above amended by striking out the 
word “district,” and inserting “in charge 
of the school,” after the word “commit- 
teo,” in tho same lino. 

It was voted to amend Section J5, 
Chap. 2 of the rules by inserting before 
tho word “repairs,” in the second line of 
said section, tho word “use,” so that 
said section as amended shall road ns fol- 
lows: “Sect. 15. The committee on 

school houses shall have charge, on the 
part of this Board, of the use, repairs, 
heating, and ventilation of school build- 
ings, and consider and report upon all 
propositions for the building, alterations, 
or extensive repairs thereof.” 

At this point, on motion of Mr. Smith 
tho orders relating to janitors’ salaries 
were taken from the table. They were 
taken up seriatim and paBacd as follows: 
Fixing salarv of janitor of Wade school 
at rate of $40 per month; Hyde school, 
$50 per mouth; Hamilton school, $27 per 
month. 

A request to inquire into expediency of 
changing the location of tho fire alnrra 
bell from the hose station in Lower Falls 
to the towor of tho Hamilton school 
house was referred to tho committee on 
school houses. 

At 8 50 o'clock the board went iuto 
executive session. 

The question of discontinuing tho ubo 
of slates aud slate pencils iu the schools 
was discussed. A resolution drawn with 
that objoot in view was offered and Bub 
sequently withdrawn. Tho withdrawal 
of the resolution was due to a statement 
made by tho chairman of tho committee 
on school houses who said that a report 
covering the subject would undoubtedly 
be present'd at the next meeting of the 
board. The report, it is thought, will 
recommend the abolishing of tho slate 
and slate pencil, following the example 
furnished by Cambridge and other cities 
regarding this very important matter 
which has its chief interest, of course, as 
a measure believed to he of utilliy in aid- 
ing to prevent the spread of contagious 
diseases. 

The board adjourned at 9.15 o’clock.

WHITTIER'S SECRET. 


THE TRUE STORY OF HIS COURT- 
SHIP OF CORNELIA RUSS. 


Though Hhn Dhl Not Marry Him, Mho Re- 
mained Mingle mid Never Told — A Love 
K |>l node In the Poet's Life That Made n 
Deep Improftftlon Upon Him. 

Tho residence of 18 months In Hart- 
ford introduced him to a vigorous anti- 
slavery cirolo of liighor oulturo and a 
moro dolicato refinement than nny ho 
had known, nnd within thnt oirclo in- 
carnated in a most lovely woman ho wns 
to find his fato. 

Among tho friends tho biographer has 
mentioned Judgo Russ, a man well 
known in thnt day for brilliant parts 
and a handsomo porson. Tho family 
wns distinguished for bontity nnd bright- 
ness. Of tlioso members whom Whit- 
tier knew, Mary, tho oldest, married Si- 
Ins E. Burrowcs. Mrs. Burrowes died 
of consumption in New York in 1841, 
at tho ago of 84. There survived only 
an unmarried daughter, Cornelia, nnd 
one son, Charlos James Russ, who 20 
yonrs Inter was a prominent lawyor in 
Hartford. 

Cornelia, the youngest^hild, born in 
1814, was bnt ’17 yenrs old when she 
parted from Whittier in 1881. Ho was 
24. Tho strong nntislnvory zeal of tho 
family threw the two yonng peoplo 
much togothor, nnd tho clear brain nnd 
tender heart of tho poet yielded to very 
uncommon charms. One who saw her 
during tho last year of her life describes 
her in this way: 

“At 28 Cornolia was a most beautiful 
woman. She had dark blue oyos, liko 
pansies, with long, dark lnshos, black 
hair and tho most exquisite color. If 
she was liko tho rest of her family, she 
was a very brilliant woman.” 

Judgo Russ, who was a mombor of 
congress in 1820, had died iu 1832. Of 
this Whittier probably heard through 
his friend Law, bnt that he ever heard 
of tho death of Mary Burrowos or Cor- 
nelia there is no evidence. When ho 
was writing his lottor of sympathy to 
the friends of Lucy Hooper, Cornolia 
wns lying on her deathbed. She had 
nursod her sister through her fatal ill- 
ness, had imbibed the poison and fol- 
lowed her iu tho April of 1842. 

Tho poem cnlled “Memories,” to 
which Whittier attributed a special sig- 
nificance, was written during Corne- 
lia’s last illness. He thinks of her ns 
still bright and living, and when in 
1888 he desired the poem to bo placed 
at tho head of his “Subjective” verse, 
his heart was still trno to her, bnt gave 
no token thnt ho knew hors had ceased 
to bont. 

After Cornolia’s death her papers 
passorl into the hands of the only sur- 
viving member of lior family, Charles 
James Russ, who died in 1861. At that 
timo hor private letters came intoP the 
hands of his widow, who destroyed most 
of them, but kept from pure love of tho 
poet tho procious pagos in which Whit- 
tier had offered himself to her kinswo- 
man. I hnvo not myself read the letter, 
which is still in existence, but one who 
has rend it, tho presont possessor, writes 
mo ns follows: “Tho letter was short, 
simple nnd manly, as you would know. 
Ho evidently expected to call next day 
and learn his fate.” Another who has 
seen the letter writes: “It was somewhat 
stiff — such a lottor as a shy Quaker lad 
would bo likoly to write, for that ho 
was in spito of his genius. Ho bogged 
her, if she felt unable to return his af- 
fection, to keep his seorot, for ho said, 
*My respect and affection for you aro so 
great that I could uot survive the mor- 
tification*, if yourrofusal woro known. ’ ” 
Cornelia Russ was sought in marriage 
by several distinguished persons, but 
sho died unmarried, nnd she kept Whit- 
tior’s secret. Ilis poem suggests that tho 
storn creed of Calvin hold them npart — 
a thing vory likoly to happen in Con- 
necticut half n century ago, but if he 
hnd known that she had chnugod her 
early connections for the moro liboral 
associations of tho Church of England 
he would have seen yot moro distinctly 
.that “shadow of himself in hor,” of 
which tho poem spoaks. 

Those who aro familiar with “Mem- 
ories” will roonll the “hazel eyes” 
aud “light brown hair” which it com- 
memorates, and fancy perhaps that there 
is koiuo mistako. It is not likoly that 
Whittier forgot tho color of Cornelia’s 
eyes or hair. In some effusive moment 
he hnd shown tho poem to Jamos T. 
Field nnd Edwin P. Whipple. Iu 1850, 
when Cornelia had boon dead eight 
years, they wished to publish it, aud lu' 
was very reluctant. He had not out- 
grown his early passion, and before it 
wus printed undoubtedly changed a few 
descriptive words to screen the truth, i 
may be from Cornelia herself. She nev- 
er saw it, but I think he died believing 
that sho hnd. 

Rumors of this story reached mo long 
ago, but I would not print a mere sur- 
mise and by long and devious ways — 
leading through probate offices and town 
registers, through church records aud 
private papers, in u varied correspond- 
ence that has occupied two months, 
have 1 followed tho story as 1 tell it — 
Bpriugfleld Republican.

GRADE CROSSINGS. 


It looks now as if something would be 
done in regard to removing the grade 
crossings and widening Washington 
street, the present year. The railroad 
and the city have come to an agreement 
on most of the details, and the plan will 
probably be presented to the board of 
aldermen within the next six weeks, for 
their approval. The city engineer and 
tbo engineers of the railroad have sub- 
stantially perfected their plans for the 
depression of the tracks, the chauges in 
the grade of the streets, and other de- 
tails. 

The street grades will not be affected 
as much as many have predicted, as on 
Centre street, for example, the grade is 
only to be raised one foot and six inches, 
and grades of the other streets will bo 
changed in proportion. This will make 
the land damages less than was at first 
predicted. 

Mayor Bothfeld has found the railroad 
officials very willing to do all that they 
could to meet the desires of Newton 
people, and they have made many 
changes in their plans with that end iu 
view, and this agreement between the 
railroad and the city will enable the work 
to be pushed forward more rapidly than 
would otherwise have been possible. 

The land between Cole’s block in New- 
ton to the Washington street crossing in 
West Newton is to be seized, by the city, 
but probably this can not be done much 
before July, and then there will have to 
be opportunity to change the road bed 
in places, and move away the buildings, 
so that the railroad does not expect to 
begin work before October 1st. 

The highway committee is to make the 
appraisal of the property, aud two ex- 
perts on Newton real estate, Messrs. E. 
F, Barnes and James W. Freuob, will 
make an independent estimate, so as to 
get the figuies as uear right as possible. 
The value of the land aud buildtugs iu 
the section to be taken is about $.*150,000, 
and some land will al.-o have to be taken 
on the north side of the stieec iu places, 
where the street adj tins the railroad 
tr.ick. 

There is a great deal of legal wo k to 
be gone through with, such as the adver 
t sing of hearings, givtug of the legal 
i oticu to property owueis, and other 
work, before any actual work can be 
done, but Mayor Bothfeld is anxious to 
) u>li sir tire as fast us possible, aud the 
people aie even more anxious to see the 
work hegiu.

The 
county i x will be 20 percent laiger this 
year lhau last, and nearly every year 
shows such surprising jumps. The two 
mayors thought the couuty officers ought 
to bring iu a regular bill of items, w hen 
they ask for an appropriation, instead of 
asking for a lump sum, That seemed 
also to be the opinion of the chairman of 
that committe, aud one of the witnesses 
present said that Middlesex county ex 
peudiiures had come to be a by-word tor 
extravag iuco, which does not seem to be 
very fur out of the way. For instance, 
the cfficials want a uew building at East 
Cambridge and asked for *200. (XX) for it, 
and then spend $250,000 for the l„nd 
alone, aud the same polioy is pursued at 
Lowell. Middlesex is a large and vmy 
wealthy couuty, aud its officials have 
their offiueb in two oul-of the-way places, 
Lowell, aud East Cambridge, so that 
their doings are not veiy carefully 
watched atjd the daily papers am m to 
leave ibem to themselves, aud iu this 
way habits of extiuvagauco have beeu 
coutrucU d. The couuty nominating cou- 
veutious do not attract much atteution, 
aud the Republican majority in the 
county is uo large that a nomination is 
equivalent to an election, aud the couuty 
officials have everything their own way. 
It is not a healthy state of alYairs aud not 
enough atteutiou is paid to couuty af- 
fairs by the people. Once iu a while 
somelutir mpt is made to secure a reform, 
but it generally amounts to nothing, 
state air >iis crowding county manage- 
ment out of the public view. There is 
need enough of a inform, aud of a more 
careful oversight of couuty expenses, but 
it would be exceedingly difficult to bring 
it about, chiefly for political reasons. 
Perhaps, however, the growing aud ex 
travuguul demands for iucicuscd appro- 


priations may rouse up the people to the 
need of doing something, and some are 
suggesting that a complete over-turn is 
the only way to mend matters. 


The remonstrance against the proposed 
boulevard running from Park avenue, 
across private property to Hyde 
avenue and Franklin street, and down 
Eldredge to Washington street, was pre- 
sented to the city council Monday night, 
and contains the signatures of about all 
the property owners whose estates would 
be effected. The boulevard is planned to 
get a louto for a street railway, and 
would cost somewhere betweeu one anJ 
two hundred thousand dollars. Tbo 
railway would be a couvetiieuco to those 
liviug above Sargent street, and would 
help to bring the largo amount of laud 
there into the market, but the expeuse 
of the ncheme will probably kill it, sb 
N ewtou has already about all the ex- 
pensive improvements on hand that cir- 
cumstances will warrant. Perhaps it 
the railway compauy that wants this 
franchise would give bonds to pay all 
the cost of the boulevard, the city coun- 
cil might look upon the scheme with 
more favor. 


The iron and hardware men of New 
England had their annual bauquet in Bos- 
ton on Tuesday night and listened to 
to some excellent speeches from promi- 
nent men. One of the best was from R. 
R. Williams of New York, who said In 
the course of his remarks: “There was a 
time when the seas were dotted with the 
sails of our commerce. Thero were 
times when couutry came before party, 
and I believe we shall see them again. 
The financial question will be settled aud 
settled right. One of these days wo will 
have business men in Congress. Let us 
see to it that the right men are sent to 
Washiugton. The Republican party nnd 
the Democratic party ought to think 
more of the welfare of the country than 
of getting each other iDto the hole. 
We want to hasten the good times, cor- 
rect bad practices, aod let us all take a 
cheerful view of things. Put foar be- 
hind. Let us take the good that comes 
to us and make the most of it.” 


Waltham’s license commissioners are 
making things very uncomfortable for 
the liquor dealers. Iu addition to the fee 
of $2,300 for a first class inn-holders’ li- 
cense, they will add $700 for a fourth 
class retailers, and the last will not 
be granted without the first, so that 
the fee will be really $3,000. Besides 
this, the board intends to see to it that 
the liquor kept at all licensed places 
must be up to the staudard of quality, 
aud the policemen have alrebdy beeu at 
work getting samples, which will be an- 
alyzed. The liquor dealers will uot have 
such a soft suap as they anticipated, and 
the license commissioners are to be com- 
mended for their actiou in throwing all 
the safeguards possible about the bus- 
iness. This method of keeping liquors 
up to the standard might be adopted with 
advantage in regard to drug stores also, 
as it coDcerns directly the health of 
those who take ardent spirits for “medi- 
ciual purposes.” 

Thf. Boston correspondents of the 
Hingbam Journal hits the case exactly 
iu the following: “The mos’ sensible 


donations or legacies that can he devised 
are those to the support of the training 
aoliools for nurses in tho hospitals. It 
matters not whetlior tbo graduates follow 
nursing as a vocation for gain or not; a 
woman has been sent into tho com- 
munity competent to alleviate physical 
sulTering in a methodical way under the 
direction of an authorized pr.iotitioner; 
and often on her own responsibility.” 


Sterling Elliott’s bill against the 
big theatre hat has been the chief ovent 
of tho week at the Stato House, Mr. 
Elliott can always be depended on to 
make even a legislative hearing lively and 
nmusiug, and even if tbo bill does uot pass, 
he will have helped in doing away with 
these nuisances to theatre-goers.

SAWDUST VALUAQLE. 

Modern Discovery For the Utilization of a 

Heretofore Useless Offal. 

Onoof the methods whereby profit has 
been made from sawdust is tho lnanu- I 
factnro from it of oxalic acid, which is 
a simplo process, producing a matorial 
in wide commercial demand in the art I 
of dyeing and other chemical arts. As 
intimated, the process is not only sim- 
ple, but the outfit for conducting it does 
not involve n largo investment. Tho 
principles involved nro not complicated, 
nnd tho process enn bo carried out by 
cheap labor under the superintendence 
of a fairly intelligent director. 

Oxalic acid is frequently met. with 
in tho vegetable kingdom, especially in 
combination with gases which destroy 
its poisonous character. Oxnlato of lime 
is found iu considerable quantity in tho 
rhubarb plant. Oxnlato of potash is 
found in tho sorrol, nnd oxnlato of soda 
in salicornia and sal soda. Formerly tho 
acid was obtained from tho sorrel, Oxalis 
ncotosolla, hut more recoi.wly from sugar 
by tho action of nitrio acid upon it. 
Tho nitTic acid and sugar aro boiled for 
somo time, then evaporated to dryness, 
and the oxalic acid formod ispurifiod by 
crystallization from water. A much 
cheaper material than sugar is sawdust. 
In this case an alkali must bo employed 
instead of an acid, as well ns nt a high- 
er temperature. Tho operation is con- 
ducted in nn iron vessel of suitable size 
and shape, and either caustia soda or 
potash is employed, tho yield being 
greater with tlio latter. 

Somo recent experiments made go to 
prove that a mixturo of 40 parts of caus- 
tic potash to GO parts of caustic soda 
will produce ns Inrqe a yield as when 
potash alone is used, provided the opera- 
tion bo performed in shallow vessels 
with thin layers of tho material, avoid- 
ing as far as possible tho fusing of tho 
mass. Soft woods, snch ns pine and fir, 
produco larger quantities of oxalic acid 
than hard wood like oak. Tho propor- 
tion of the wood to alkali should not 
exceed 75 to 100, nud tho temperature 
should bo about 480 degrees F. — Phila- 
delphia Press.

It is interesting to kuow why the outer 
aud bottom margins of the page placed 
on the leaf are the widest, aud the iuuer 
and top narrowest. 

The irregular size of the paper, re- 
quiring to be trimmed, was the origiual 
leasou for this; and, theiefore. tint type 
was placed much nearer the iuside and 
top than to the other margins. Tho iu- 
side aud top had folded edges, aud were 
square. 

This cause still uffects the preseut day 
style; for although paper is made very 
evenly, it is eveu now trimmed on the 
outside; and ouutoiu, if uot taste, dic- 
tates a decided disproportion between 
the right aud left, top uud bottom. 

In the maiority of oases the iuside aud 
top ure equal, aud the outside aud bot- 
tom from one-quarter to one-hulf longer. 
If it is desired to give u generous margin 
tlie iuside is the smallest, the top a very 
little larger, the outside oue-half more 
uud the bottom twice the top.

THEAWFULBLIZZARD j 

AN UNMERCIFUL NORSE GOD THAT 
RULES THE PLAINS. 


No IVrann Can Understand Wliat Terrible 
Thing* They Am Until He fin* Hern 
One — With All Mnn'n Care, They Are 
Btlll HI* 1/ncnnqtiered Knemlen. 

Tho blizzard, ns tho plain man’s ver- 
nacular designates tho prairio snow- 
storm, is utterly incomprehensible to 
ono who has not experienced it Gen- 
erated in tl» o great storm breeding re- 
gions of barren British America and 
swept on nrctio blasts along tho vast 
level reaches that stretch eastward from 
tho Rocliy mountains, with no forest to 
break its forco, it becomes a demon of 
tho air, second only to tho eyclono or 
tornado iu destructiveness. The moistnro 
is ground ns between millstones, hurl- 
ed with lmllotliko energy over hnnrlreds 
of milos of level plain, aud finally, 
transformed into yeasty sioet by the sof- 
tening effects of lower latitudes, falls in 
bloak showers on tho ranges of Texas 
and No Man’s Land. 

Lack of cheap building material and 
tho brovity of tho wintor season on tho 
prairies contribute to make the Bottler’s 
cabin a poor refuge. When the blizzard 
comes, every resonreo of fuel is hus- 
banded, nml it is faced with a grim de- 
termination to seo i through. 

But not all are prepared even so woll 
as the settler. Occasionally a belated 
emigrant, en route eithor to a chosen 
claim on tho frontier or toward tho 
pleasantly remembered oast, where ho 
hopes to find old friends and helpers, is 
caught by tho blast. Ho may liavo a 
tiny stovo inside tbo canvas topped prai- 
rio schooner, hut its heat can do littlo 
ngaiust the power of tho storm. Shel- 
tered by tho low bluff of somo ravine or 
water conrso ho may woather tho drag- 
ging hours of suffering, but tho chances 
nro that team aud driver will bo found 
a ghastly monument to tho storm king’s 
strength. 

Tho farmer who has hurried 10 or 15 
miles to tho nearest village to secure 
supplies for tho impending visitation 
is often overtaken beforo reaching his 
waiting family and perishes on the road, 
for no matter how well ho knows tho 
path when tho blizzard rages his way 
is ns that of tho mariner without a com- 
pass. 

At tho prairie schoolhonses, whero 
the settlers’ children aro gathered from 
a territory covering many miles iu ev- 
ery direction, tho blizzard brings terror 
to tho pupils ns well ns to their paronts. 
Rescue is impossible until the lull 
comes, and awful possibilities lurk in 
tho bosom of tho storm. A Dakota 
schoolmistress failed to dismiss her 
scholars in timo for them to reach 
homo and found herself and them pris- 
oners from a blizzard’s approach. A 
night and a day nt least were beforo 
her, during which her little charges 
must bo protected. Deliberately she 
apportioned tho food remaining in tho 
dinner pails, divided tho larger boys 
into squads to keep tho firo burning 
steadily, and when darkness came put 
tho younger pupils to sleep on tho bench- 
es. Then through tho bitter night she 
sang, declaimed, told stories, invented 
gnmes nnd kept the frightened children 
amused aud cheered as best sho could. 
The following day passed much the 
same, but still no abatement of the 
storm nor any rescue. Tho second night 
was dreary indeed. Tho children cried 
themselves to sloep, hungry aud cold. 
With her own hands the teacher broko 
up dosks and blackboard to feed tho vo- 
racious stove. With morning oninu n 
shout at tho door as tho settlers shovol- 
ed away tho snow, and then the plncky 
girl to whom tho children owed their 
lives showed her womanliness — aud 
fainted. * 

Tho loss among stock on tho plains by 
each blizzard isnppalling. Thero is less 
exposure of herds nnd flocks now than 
in earlier times, yet overyseasou causes 
the destruction of thonsauds of head of 
cattle aud sheep on tho ranges and iu 
tbo unslielterd corrals. Several years 
ago, during the height of tho Texas cat- 
tle trade, a blizzard in western Kansas 
early iu December destroyed more than 
half of 800,000 cattle that were being 
herded on the open prairie. At ono rail- 
way station, ufter tho storm, 85,000 
hides wero shipped, at another 30,000. 
Ono ranchman found but 225 head alive 
out of 7,500 that had beou grazing be- 
foro tho catastrophe. Several hundred 
ponies aud a score of herders also per- 
ished. 

Tho blizzard is a permanent feature 
of tho prairio winter. Nothing hut a de- 
cided climatic revolution can secure to 
tho great transmississippi religou im- 
munity from its death hearing presence. 
Better preparations aro yearly being 
mado to withstand its fury aud to pro- 
tect more generously the dumb animals 
who suffer equally with their masters. 
The signal service is rendering aid in 
warning oommuuities reached by tele- 
graph of tho storm’s approach, while the 
settlers, taught by hitter experience, 
take with each season better precautions 
uud provide more intelligently for theii 
timo of need, which is sure to come. 

But, with all muu ’scare aud defense, 
tho blizzard remains uuconqucrod. It is 
cruel, relentless aud unmerciful as some 
Norse god, from whose kingdom it 
comes. It is one of the west’s posses- 
sions which is wholly nud irredeemably 
detestable. Iu its forefront is apprehen- 
sion; at its height, terror; iu its wake, 
desolation and suffering, sometimes 
deuth. — Detroit Free Press.
